Births.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the city of 
Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, and portions of the districts of 
» Finglas and Glasnevin, Palmerston and Crumlin, there were registered during 

the year 1899 (52 weeks) 10,618 births—5,290 boys and 5,328 girls—being equal to 
1 in 33, or 30 per 1,000 of the population. The average rate for the preceding ten 
_ years was 29 per 1,000. 

Of the 10,618 births registered in 1899, 8,346, or 34 in every 1,000 of the population, 
occurred in the city, and 2,272, or only 22 in every 1,000 inhabitants in the suburban 
districts. 

Of the 10,618 births in the entire district, 2,663 were registered during the first quarter 
of the year, 2,820 in the second, 2,636 in the third, and 2,499 in the fourth, the weekly 
average being 204. 

In London the number of births registered daring the year 1899 was 133,120, being 
equal to a rate of 29 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow the number 
was 24,249, equal to 33 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh it was 8,220, or 28 per 1,000 
of the population. 

Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the year 1899, was 10,730 (5,366 males and 5,364 females)—equal to 1 in 33, or 30°7 
in every 1,000 of the population. The average death-rate for the ten years 1889-98 
was 26-9 per 1,000. Thus the rate for last year is 3°8 above the average—an increase 
equivalent to 14:1 per cent. : 

Omitting 335 deaths, which, being those of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, are not properly chargeable to 
it, the death-rate for last year is 297 per 1,000 of the population, the rate 
for the city being 33°6 per 1,000 (34:5 on the North side, and 32°8 on the South), 
and for the suburbs 20-7 per 1,000. The rates for the several Registrars’ districts 
range from 18-0, the rate for Coolock and Drumeondra, No. I, to 38:3 for No. 2 North 

City (Lisburn-street) District. 

Of the 10,730 deaths in the entire district, 2,579 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 2,306 in the second, 9,659 in the third, and 3,186 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 206. 

In the twenty-two provincial Urban Districts, for which statistics are given in 
the Weekly Returns, the respective death-rates for the year are as follow, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :-—-Carrickfergus, 14°5 per 1,000 of the 
population; Queenstown, 17:5; Lisburn, 18°8 ; Limerick, 18°8 ; Drogheda, 19-0; 
Dundalk, 19°0 ; Wexford, 19:1 ; Sligo, 19°1 ; Armagh, 19°4 ; Newry, 19°7 ; Galway, 
21:1 ; Portadown, 21°5 ; Clonmel, 21°8 ; Lurgan, 22°2 ; Tralee, 22°4 ; Belfast, 22°7 ; 
Ballymena, 22°8 ; Newtownards, 23-3 ; Londonderry, 23:9; Kilkenny, 25:4; Cork, 
26:3; and Waterford, 26-4. | The total mortality in these districts and the Dublin 
Registration area yields a death-rate of 24:9 per 1,000. : 
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The number of deaths registered in London during the year 1899 was 89,690, 
or 19-7 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow, 15,828, equal to 21°6 
per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 5,849, or 19°6 in every 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion. 

Public Institutions—Of the 10,730. deaths registered’ in the Dublin Registration 
area last year, 3,839, or 35:8 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz.—2,117 
in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; 817 in the North Dublin 
Union Workhouse ; 870 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 35 (those of persons 
admitted from the Dublin Registration area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 

Diseases.—Dublin Registration Area—(See Tables II. and III.)—The excess of 
the mortality last year over the average for the preceding ten years, to which 
reference has been made above, is due to the following immediate causes: a severe 
epidemic of measles in the later months of the year, an exceptionally heavy 
mortality from diarrhwa amongst children in the third quarter, and the increased 
prevalence of tuberculosis, influenza, and inflammatory diseases of the respiratory 
system. More than two-thirds of the whole excess occurred among children under 
five years of age. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases registered during the year amount to 1,990, or 
5:7 per 1,000 of the population, being 743, or 2°1 per 1,000 living, over the 
average for the ten years 1889-98. In that period the annual numbers varied from 
865 in 1891 to 1893 in 1897; so that the mortality from these causes last year was 
greater than in any year of the decennium, and more than donble the amount in 
one of those years. Omitting 31 deaths of hospital patients admitted from without 
the area, the deaths from the principal zymotic diseases * registered last year 
amount to 1,568, or 4:5 per 1,000 of the population in 1891, the rate for the city 
being 5°4 (5'5 on the North side and 5-2 on the South), and for the suburbs 2°4. 
The district rates vary from 1°7 for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, to 6°9 in No, 
3 North City (Benburb-street) District, the 932 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for the last-named district comprising 100 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 9 from whooping-cough, 9 from diphtheria, one from ill-defined fever, 
23 from enteric fever, and 36 from diarrhea. 

No deaths from small-poux were registered during either of the last two years, 
nor were any cases of the disease treated in Dublin hospitals. 

The deaths from measles last year amount to 656 or 1°9 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation at all ages, against. an average of 134, or 0°4 per 1,000 living, for the pre- 
ceding ten years, the highest annual number in that period being 474, in the 
year 1897, and the lowest 3, in the year 1895. Of the 656 deaths last year, 590 
occurred among children under 5 years of age, a mortality equal to 16 deaths per 
1,000 children of that. age according to the Census of 1891. No deaths from this 
- cause were registered during the first quarter of the year; in the second quarter 
there were 8 fatal cases; in the third, 189; andin the fourth, 459. At the beginning 
of the year there were only 6 cases of measles in Dublin hospitals; in the course of the 
year 1,352 cases were admitted, 1,106 measles patients were discharged, and 160 died, 
leaving 92 asthe number under treatment in hospital on Saturday, 30th December. 

The number of deaths from scarlet fever (scarlatina) registered is 51, or 5 under the 
average for the ten years 1889-98. In several of the earlier years of that period the 
mortality from the disease was very light ; in the year 1896 the fatal cases rose to 
148 but since that year they have gradually declined to 51, the number for last year. 
The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital last year was 674, or 304 
under the admissions for the preceding year ; 614 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the year; 39 died; and 90 remained under treatment on Saturday, 30th 
December, being 21 over the number in hospital at the beginning of the year. 

There were but 5 deaths from typhus (being 7 under the average for the preceding 
ten years), and only 4 from simple continued and ill-defined fever. 

Enteric fever caused 182 deaths—equal to 0:5 per 1,000 of the population—being 7 
over the average for the ten years 1889-98, and 3 over the number for the last of those 
years. At the beginning of the year there were 78 cases of enteric fever in Dublin 
hospitals ; the cases admitted during the year amounted to 1,272, or 132 over

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the admissions for the preceding year ; 1,140 patients were discharged in the course

The deaths from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system amount to 2,083, or 
6-0 per 1,000 of the population, against an average of 1,852, or 5°3.per 1,000, for the 
preceding ten years, during which period the highest annual number waa 2,143, in the 
|year 1895, and the lowest 1,575, in the following year, The 2,083 deaths for last year 
comprise 1,261 from bronchitis, 720 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 
28 from croup, 20 from plewrisy ; &e.

Occupations.—Table VI. on page xi. exhibits the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the year, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to a 
rate of 18°6 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1891 ; 
in the “ Middle Class” the death-rate was 20°4 per 1,000; among the “ Artizan Class 
and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 25:4; and in the “General Service Class” and the 
“Tnmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 40°8. The number of the living in each 
of the several classes and orders of occupations in 1891 is shown by age-periods 
in the following Table.

— The 
respective death-rates represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* 
registered during the year in the twenty-two urban districts included in the 
Weekly Returns are as follow, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :— 
Clonmel, 0°6 ; Galway, 0°6 ; Drogheda, 0°6; Carrickfergus, 0:7 ; Wexford, 0:7 ; Queens- 
town, 1‘0 ; Limerick, 1-1 ; Newtownards, 13 ; Sligo, 15 ; Armagh, 1°5 ; Lisburn, 1-6 ; 
Lurgan, 1:7; Newry, 1:9 ; Dundalk, 2:2 ; Londonderry, 2°6 ; Cork, 2°8 ; Belfast, 2-9 ; 
Kilkenny, 2°9 ; Ballymena, 3:0 ; Portadown, 3:1; Tralee, 4:1; and Waterford, 4:4. 


Small-pox.—No deaths from this disease were registered in any of the twenty-two 
districts during the year. . 


Measles.-—-Deaths from measles were registered in 15 of the 22 districts, the total 
number being 334, including 146—equal to 0:4 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
—in Belfast ; 34 in Cork ; 27 (or 0°8 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891) in Londonderry ; 56 (or 2°1 per 1,000) in Waterford ; 12 (or 1 per 
1,000) in Dundalk ; 8 (or 0:7 per 1,000) in Lisburn ; 18 (or 1-9 per 1,000) in Tralee ; 
8 (or 0-9 per 1,000) in Ballymeva ; J1 (or 1-3 per 1,000) in Portadown, &. In the 
year 1898 there were only 126 deaths from this cause registered throughout the 22 
districts. 


Scarlatina caused 17 deaths—equal to 0:6 per 1,000 of the 1891 population—in 
Waterford, and 24in Belfast, but the only deaths from the disease in any other of the 
districts were 1 in Cork, 2 in Newry, 2 in Dundalk, 2 in Lurgan, 1 in Queenstown, 
and 1 in Portadown. 


Lyphus.—There were 6 deaths from typhus in Cork, and 6 (equal to 0°6 per 1,000 
of the population) in Tralee, where during the preceding year the disease caused 9 
deaths ; but the only fatal cases in any other of the 22 districts were—3 in Newry, 2 
in Waterford, 2 in Sligo, 1 in Belfast, 1 in Galway, and 1 in Drogheda. 


Whooping-cough.—Deaths from whooping-cough in Belfast, which had fallen from 
215 for the year 1896 to 187 for the following year, and 109 for the year 1898, were 
again 2195 last year. This number is equal to 0°6 per 1,000 of the estimated popu- 
lation. The total number of deaths from this disease in the other districts last year 
was 80, which included 33 in Cork, 9 in Waterford, 6 in Dundalk and Ballymena 
respectively, 5 in Limerick, and 5 in Lurgan. 


Diphtheria caused 19 deaths-—equiyalent to 1-7 per 1,000 of the population—in 
Kilkenny ; 61 in Belfast ; 5 in Cork ; 6 in Londonderry ; 4 in Tralee ; 2 in Bally- 
mena ; and one in each of five of the other districts. The deaths from this disease in 
Belfast show a decline of 26 as compared with the number in that city during the 
year 1898. 


Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—The only deaths returned under this 
heading were 10 in Belfast, 3 in Galway, and one in each of seven of the other 
districts. 


Enteric Fever.—There were 263 deaths (equal to 0°8 per 1,000 living) from enteric 
fever in Belfast during the year, but this number shows a great decline as compared 
with the mortality in that city for the preceding year, when the disease caused 640 
deaths there. The total number of deaths from enteric fever in the other districts 
last year was 43, including 8 in Cork, 4 in Limerick, 3 in Londonderry, 5 in Water- 
ford, 4 in Sligo, and two in each of eight of the remaining districts, 


Diarrhea, Dysentery.—The total number of deaths returned under this heading for 
the 22 districts is 625, of which 285 occurred in Belfast ; 121—equal to 16 per 1,000 
of the population—in Cork ; 26 in Limerick 3 47 in Londonderry ; 24 in Waterford ; 
14 in Newry ; 10 in Ballymena ; 12—equal to 1-4 per 1,000—in Portadown; &e.

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 19°1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19'1 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°3 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°], and for Edinburgh 25°0.

Yhe average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in

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Among the 162 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, oné 
from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, and 2 from diari heea ; 
the 35 deaths in Cork comprise 2 from whooping-cough ; among the 23 deaths in Lon- 
donderry are 2 from whooping-cough; and the 9 deaths in Lurg in comprise one from 
measles and one from whooping-cough. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 

[In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 194— 99 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 17994 maies and 85 females. 

The deaths, which are 36 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 26:7 in every 1,000 of the 

opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26:0 per 1,000. : 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 18, 
being 4 over the low number for the preceding week, but 6 under the average for the 
first week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths comprise 4 fiom influenza and its com- 
plications, 6 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, 2 from 
diarrhea; &c. 

The decline in the number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, noted in the 
returns for the last two weeks of 1898, has not continued, the admissions for last week 
numbering 13, azainst 6 for the preceding week and 10 for the week ended the 24th 
ultimo: 14 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; and 68 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 31st ultimo. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital,, which, after having 
fallen from 17 for the week ended the 17th ultimo to 9 for the following week rose to 
11 for the week ended the 31st ultimo, further rose to 20 last week: 16 patients were 
discharged during the week ; one died; and 81 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 3 over the number in hospital! at the close of the preceding week. 

Eight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, against 5 for the preceding week ; 
17 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. — 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of measles and 3 of 
typhus: 7 cases of the former and 4 of the latter disease remained under treatment in 
hospital on Saturday. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 37, being 
3 over the number for the preceding week, but 21 under the average for the first week 
of the last ten years: the 37 deaths comprise 23 from bronchitis and 13 from pneu- 
monia or inflammation of the lungs.

In 1) instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old), and the deaths of 4 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month ol) 
and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 an? upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Fifty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 260 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28'3 (303 on the North side, and 265 on the South), and in the Suburbs 20°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
19 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°6 (2'7 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual 
rate of 32'7 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from influenza and its com- 
plications and one from whooping-cough. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 
2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 2 by diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. 


No. 1 North, City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 
37'4 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from whooping-cough and one 
from enteric fever. The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 
3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
235 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 260 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Three deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 3 by diseases of the circulatory 
system, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 29°8 per 
1,000. Among them are 3, from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough and 2 from 
diarrhea. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from 
phthisis, and 2 from cancer, . 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. One death from diphtheria constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Two deaths were 
caused by inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by phthisis, and 5 by convulsions, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 21°9 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from whooping-cough. Bronchitis 
caused 2 deaths, pneumonia 2, diseases of the circulatory system 3, cancer 2, and diseases of the brain 
and nervous system 2, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Oanal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. One death was caused by enteric fever, but no deaths from any other zymotic 
disease were recorded, The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 209; Donnybrook, 
25° ; Blackrock, 14°6; and Kingstown, 22’4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from enteric fever for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, and one from 
influenza for Kingstown. Among the 11 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system ; of the 12 deaths for Donnybrook 8 were from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system ; and the 8 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from bronchitis,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorologica. Station's see Tanie VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.x.mxt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 7th January, 1899 :— 

“Very unsettled and changeable was the weather of the first week of 1899. * The alternations of 
warmth and cold were frequent and decided, and so were the fluctuations in atmospheric pressure. 
Except on Thursday, the 5th, when an area of high barometer spread northwards over Ireland and 
England, the distribution of pressure was strongly .cyclonic. Hence the very changeable weather 
of the period. The first two days of the New Year were cold. and most inclement. On Sunday, 
the Ist, a large and complex depression spread eastwards across the British Isles. Cold rain fell in 
Dublin about noon, snow on the mountains south of the city. By 3.p.m. the barometer sank to 
28803 inches. Monday was a bitterly cold day. A strong westerly gale blew for many hours and in 
the forenoon there were squalls of snow, sleet, and hail. Thunder and lightning occurred on that and 
the following days’in the S.W. of Ireland and in the English Channel. On Tuesday a brisk rise of 
temperature took place, but 24 hours later the thermometer fell fast again. In Scandinavia the 
cold was severe throughout the week. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°674 
inches, pressure ranging from ,28°803 inches at 3 p.m. of Sunday (wind,.S8.W.) to 30°338 inches about 
2 p.m. of Thursday (wind, S.). The corrected mean temperature was 424°. The mean dry bulb 
temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m: was 41° The screened: thermometers fel! to 341° on Sunday and 
rose to 557° on Wednesday. The rainfall was ‘790 inch on seven days, ‘469 inch being measured on 
Friday. W.and S.W. winds prevailed.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°702 inches. The highest reading (30:324) was 
on Thursday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (28°846) on Sunday at 9 P.m., wind 
W.S.W. os et : ea 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°39, being 3°3° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Wednes- 
day, when the thermometer registered 547°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 28-8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40-9° and of the 
Wet Bulb 389°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 7:9 hours. 
The rainfall measured *625 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42:0°, the maximum 53:09, 
and the minimum 30:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 50°5°, the minimum 26°69, and 
the mean 38°5*; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 49°2°, the minimum 30-0°, and the. 
mean 384°, ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°24 in., at Glasgow 0°88 in., and at 
Edinburgh 0:26 in.*

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of the districts to 2‘8 in Cork; the 40 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from each of the following—typhus, whooping-cough, diphtheria, and 
enteric fever. Among the 126 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are one 
from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhcea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 233—111 boys and 122 girls; and the deaths to 18279 males and 103 females. 

The deaths, which are 59 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 27:1 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26-4 per 1,000. During 
the two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26-9, and was 7:0 
under the mean rate in the corresponding weeks of the ten years 1889-98. 

There were only 16 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
13 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 under the 
number for the week ended the 7th instant: they comprise one from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 5 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, one from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea; &c. 

Nineteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 6 
over the admissions for the preceding week and 13 over the number for the week ended 
the 31st ultimo: 11 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; one died; 
and 75 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 over the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 18, being 2 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 7 over the number for the week ended the 31st 
ultimo; 13 patients were discharged during the week; and 86 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 7th instant. 

The number of cases of diphtheria admitted to hospital is 4, bey 4 under the 
admissions for the preceding week; 4 patients were discharged during the week; one 
died and 16 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number 
in hospital on the previous Saturday, 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 34 for the 
week ended the 31st ultimo to 37 for the following week, fuither rose last week to 50, 
but this number is 21 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten 
years: the 50 deaths comprise 32 from bronchitis, 13 from pneumonia or inflammation 
of the lungs, 2 from croup, and one from pleurisy.

The deaths of 11 children (all infants under one year old) were ascribed to convulsions, 


Four deaths were caused by upoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and i4 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Ste or pulinonary consumption caused 18 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 5, 


Seven accidental deaths were registered. 


* Exclusive of 21 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital, 
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In 16 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 1) children under 
5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year old), and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (30 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month old) 
and 48 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and «pwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were each stated to have 
been aged 92 years. 

Sixty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features. of the Dublin District Returns for 


last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 


the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 264 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 29°6 (27°7 on the North side, and 313 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18'9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
15 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°7 (1'°3 in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual 
rate of 32'7 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and one 


from diarrhea. Phthisis caused 9 deaths and bronchitis 2. 


, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
29'9 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including one from whooping-cough and one 
from diarrhoea. Seven deaths were caused by disease of the respiratory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
21°77 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 260 per 
1,000. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by pneumonia, but no deaths from any zymotic 
disease were recorded, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 33:0 per 
1,000. One death from scarlatina constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 20 
deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circu- 
latory system, and 3 from convulsions, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 45°0 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 7 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 5 from convulsions, 


No.3 South City Dtetrict (Peter-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 25°7 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from whooping-cough and one from diphtheria. 
Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, pneumonia 2, diseases of the circulatory system 5, and diseases of the 

brain and nervous system 3. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 


_ rate of 29°1 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases,’ viz.:—one from influenza and one 


from diphtheria. The 1s deaths from other causes comprise 3 from inflammatory diseases of the 


respiratory system, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 60° per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 


_ Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 152; Donnybrook 


208 ; Blackrock, 29'1 ; and Kingstown, 19°6. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 


districts consist of one from infiuenza for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District; one from whooping- 
cough for Palmerston, part of, one from influenza for Blackrock, and one from influenza and 


- diarrhoea respectively in Kingstown. Diseases of the brain and nervous system caused 3 of the 8 


deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines ; among the 10 deaths for Donnybrook are 4 from 
inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, and the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from 
inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system and one from phthisis.

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: METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI ) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.MxT.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following — 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 14th January, 1899 :— 

“ As in so many weeks past this season, the weather was open, stormy, and rainy. The amount of 
cloud was large until Friday afternoon, and the wind biew continuously from points between §.8.K. 
and W. or W.N.W. passing through 8.W. At first baric gradients for 8. winds were steep in Ireland, 
moderate in Great Britain. Consequently rougher and wetter weather prevailed in Ireland than in 
England. On Tuesday, however, the isobars became curved concavely over the Irish Sea and Wales, 
so that rain extended to all parts of Great Britain. On Wednesday sleet showers fell in Dublin, 
where the highest temperature of the day was only 42°6°. At night a rapid fall of the baromoter took 
place, as a. large, deep, and dangerous depression advanced quickly upon our N.W. coasts. This dis- 
turbance swept eastwards across the United Kingdom during the following 24 hours. It caused 
violent gales, amounting to the force of a tempest or even a hurricane at exposed stations. Thunder 
and lightning and hail squalls were reported from many places. Fine, bright weather followed on 
Friday and Saturday. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was only 29°436 inches, the extreme 
observed readings of the barometer were—highest, 29°949 inches at 9.p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.) ; 
lowest, 28'891 inches at 1 p.m of Thursday (wind, W.S.W.) The corrected mean temperature was 442°. 
The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 43°2°, The screened thermometers rose to 53°2° 
on Monday and fell to 360° on Wednesday. Rain was measured on seven days to the total amount 
of °529 inch, ‘172 inch being recorded on Sunday. Rain has so far fallen daily in Dublin since the year 
began. The prevailing winds were §., S.W., and W.S. W..” , 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°456 inches. The highest reading (29°975) was 
on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (28980) on Thursday at 9 4.m., wind 
S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°8°, being 4:1° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Monday, 
when the thermometer registered 53°79, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 331°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°3° and of the 
Wet Bulb 402°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 146 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘480 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45:0°, the maximum 54°5°, 
and the minimum 36:2°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:03 inches.*

DuBLin AND SUBURBS. 

in the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 197—93 boys and 104 girls; and the deaths to 192-87 males and 105 females. 

The deaths, which are 59 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from loealities outside the district, the rate was 27-7 per 1,000. During 
the three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27:5, and was 7°5 
under the mean rete in the corresponding period of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 21, being 
5 over the low number for the preceding week, but 11 under the average for the third 
week of the last ten years: the 21 deaths comprise one from scarlet fe er (scarlatina), 
one from typhus, 3 from influenza and its complications, 4 from whooping-cough, one 
from diphtheria. 2 from enteric fever, one—in the Richmond District Lunatic Asylum 
—from beri-beri, one from diarrhea, one from erysipelas ; &c. 

The weekly numbe- of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital whi h had risen from 
6 for the week ended the 31st ultimo to 13 for the following week, and to 19 for the 
week ended-the 14th instant, further rose to 29 last week: 10 scarlatina patients 
were discharged during the week; one died; and 93* remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 18 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week.

There were only 30 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
42 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 20 under 
the number for the week ended the 14th instant: they consist of 24 from bronchitis, 
5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from croup.

The deaths of 14 children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by xpoplexy, 9 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory systein. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 7. 

Six accidental deaths were registered, including 3 deaths of young children caused by 
burns or scalds. 


* Exclusive of 23 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital, 
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In 12 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of “11 children under 
5 years of age, including 10 infants under one year old. 


Fifty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (34 being infants under | year, of whom 19 were under 1 month old) 
and 54 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 11 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been aged 
97 and 99 years respectively. 


Seventy-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in Seoeiials and other 
public institutions; of this number 2! took place in the North Dublin Union Work— 
house, 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union Work- 
house. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 277 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 32°4 (388 on the North side, and 265 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annua! rate of 
15 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°1 (1'8in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual 
rate of 34°6 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from whooping-cough and 
one from enteric fever, Five of the 14 deaths from other causes were deaths from phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (35) are equal to an annual rate of 
52°4 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymoOtic diseases, including one from influenza. Nine deaths 
were caused by inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by phthisis, 3 by convulsions, and 
4 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
28'9 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, one from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from 
convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—‘The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from beri-beri in the Richmond 
District Lunatic Asylum. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 2, and 
phthisis 3. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 314 per 
1,000. One death from scarlatina constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 19 
deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from 
convulsions, 


- No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 365 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis and 2 from convulsions, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 180 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from influenza and one from whooping- 
cough. Phthisis caused 2 deaths, 


' No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 262 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from each of the 
following—typhus, diphtheria, diarrhoea, and erysipelas. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis 
and 2 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the de.ths recorded last week are :— 


_ Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 97 , 


Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 114; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 30°8. No deaths from any of the principal zymotie diseases 
were tabulated for any of these districts. Among the 8 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
Donnybrook district are 2 from pneumonia and one from bronchitis; and the 11 deaths for 
Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from cancer.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 21st January, 1899 :— . 
“This week brought no change in the weather, which continued to be of an eminently cyclonic — 
type, unsettled, rainy, squally, but for the most part mild. Tuesday, however, was a cold day, in — 
connection with a ridge of high atmospheric pressure, which passed eastwards across the British ~ 
Isles between two depressions. The mild weather extended to Central Europe, but in Sweden and — 
to a less extent in Norway winter reigned supreme—at Hernésand, on the Gulf of Bothnia, the 8a.m, — 
temperatures were + 8°, - 4°, + 11°, + 6°, — 12°, + 14°, and + 10°. Over the Peninsula and the South 
of France the barometer ruled high, the effect of which was to steepen gradients for south-westerly 
winds in the direction of the British Isles. Depressions passed over the United Kingdom in rapid 
succession from W.S.W. towards E.N.E., so that the weather was kept in a thoroughly unsettled — 
state. On Monday or during the following night thunder and lighting oceurred over the southern 
parts of both Ireland and England, and hail and sleet fellin many places. Ashort-lived frost followed 
on Tuesday, but temperature soon rose again and remained high to the end. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29387 inches, pressure ranging from 29972 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday 
(wind, N.N.W.) to 28'855 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, §.S.E.) The corrected mean temperature 
was 471°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 460%. On Sunday and again on ~ 
Wednesday the thermometer rose to 55'4° in the screen ; on Tuesday it fell to 32°8° in the screen and 
29°5° on the grass. Rain fell daily—the total measurement was ‘939 inch, of which ‘250 inch was 
measured on Tuesday and ‘240 inch on Friday, The prevailing winds were W.S.W., and 8.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°394 inches. The highest reading (29°985) was 
on Tuesday at 9 A.., air calm, and the lowest (28°861) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.K. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45°7°, being 4'4° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Wednes- 
day, when the thermometer registered 54°19, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 34:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45:4° and of the 
Wet Bulb 434°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12-7 hours. 
The rainfall measured 1:190 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 47°4°, the maximum 55°3°, 
and the minimum 34°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°19, the minimum 30°8°, and 
the mean 42°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°4°, the minimum 28°2°, and 
the mean 412°, ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:00 inch ; at Glasgow 3°50 inches; 
and’at Edinburgh 2°58 inches.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15-8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17:0 per 1,000 persons 
living : the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22°] per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 23°4, and for Edinburgh 20-2.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principa! provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 25'4 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,012,148.* The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha-

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during !ass week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fourteen 
of the districts to 5-7 in Queenstown; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising one from scarlatina. Among the 15! deaths from all causes regis-

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tered in Belfast are 3 from measles, 3 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 3 
from diarrhea; the 46 deaths in Cork comprise 4 from typhus, 2 from enteric fever, and 
one from diarrhea; and the 24 deaths in Limerick comprise 2 from measles. 


DuBLIN AND SUBUEBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
183—99 boys and 84 girls; and the deaths to 167-94 maies and 73 females. 

The deaths, which are 63 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°9 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
‘stitutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23°6 per 1,000. uring 
the four weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26:8, and was 8:0 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 18, being 
3 under the number for the preceding week, and 12 below the average for the fourth 
week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
3 from influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping-cough, one from cerebro- 
spinal meningiti, 5 from enteric fever, one from erysipelas; &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital which had risen from 
13 for the week ended the 7th instant to 19 for the following week, and to 29 for the 
woek ended the 2Ist instant, fell last week to 18: 15 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the week; one died; and 95° remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
2 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Only 6 cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 18 
under the admissions for the preceding week : 15 patients were discharged during the 
week; 4 died; and 82 remained under treatment on Saturday last, beinz 13 under the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 21st instant. 

‘Three cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, against 2 for the preceding week 
and 4 for the week ended the 14th instant: 5 cases were discharged during the week; 
and 9 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 30, 
beiny equal to the number for the preceding week, but 34 below the average for the 
fourth week of the last ten years: the 30 deaths consist of 19 from bronchitis, 10 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from croup.

Nine accidental deaths (including 4 caused by burns) and one case of suicide were 
registered.

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In 8 instances the cause of death was “uncertified.” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 2 children under

Forty-five of the persons whose aeaths were registered during the week were under 
9 years of age (21 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month old) 
and 30 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 parsons aged 70 ani npwards, 
of whom 5 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 
90 years. 

Sixty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 


public institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 8 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annua! rate of 220 per 
1,000. One death from influenza constitutes.the mortality from zymotic disease. Diseases of the 
brain and nervous system caused 5 deaths, 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 25'1 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from whooping-cough. The 14 
deaths from other causes comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY.

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 28th January, 1899 :— 


“ A remarkable change in the distribution of atmospheric pressure over Western Europe took place 
early in this week, resulting in a complete reversal of the weather conditions hitherto prevalent for 
so many weeks in the British Isles. On Sunday morning a large and complex depression was central 
over the North of Ireland, the barometer being as low as 2888 inches at Malin Head. This low 
pressure system then moved eastwards reaching the South of Sweden on Monday morning, when 
it had partially filled up, its central pressure being not lower than 29°39 inches (at Skagen in Jutland, 
Denmark). In its rear the barometer rose with great speed, so that at 8 a.m. of Tuesday an anti- 
cyclone with central readings of about 30°40 inches covered the British Isles and most of France. 
The anticyclone continued to develop until Thursday, when the isobar of 3070 inches embraced 
Denmark, North Germany, the North of England and South of Scotland. The distribution of 
pressure remained anticyclonic, but the barometer fell gradually and rather uniformly. With the 
high pressure temperature gave way and some sharp frosts were felt—the thermometer fell to 20° 
on Wednesday at Nairn and Loughborough, 18° on Thursday at Loughborough, and 17° at Aberdeen 
on Friday. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30'266 inches, the barometer rising from 
29'019 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.S.W.) to 30°667 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, 8.S.E.). 
This was higher than any reading recorded in Dublin since January 9, 1896, when the phenomenal 
height of 31'020 inches was attained. The corrected mean temperature was 385°. The mean dry 
bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 364%. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 50°69, 
on Tuesday they fell to 28°3°. Rain fell on Sunday only to the amount of ‘i66inch. The wind was 
ol Pe he then §.8.E., and finally calm with much smoke fog. A lunar halo was seen on Saturday 
night.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30°297 inches. The highest reading (30°683) was 
on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind S.E., and the lowest (29°029) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 
; The mean temperature for the week was 36°6°, being 4°6° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Sun- 
day, when the thermometer registered 49°5°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 221°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 34°8° and of the 
Wet Bulb 33:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 30°8 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘220 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 38°2°, the maximum 53:09, 
and the minimum 29°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 50°8°, the minimum 18°9°, and 
the mean 31:0° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 45°5*, the minimum 22:0°, and 
the mean 33:29, ‘lhe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:08 inch; at Glasgow 0°08 inch ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°11 inch,*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 19:4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19-5 per 1,000 persons 
living: the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 28°4 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 33-2, and for Edinburgh 26:6.

DUBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
216—91 boys and 125 girls; and the deaths to 213109 males and 104 females. 

The deaths, which are 6 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears represent an annual rate of mortality of 31°8 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 30°3 per 1,000. During 
the five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°8, and was 6°5 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1889-98. 

There were only 13 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
13 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 5 under the 
number for the week ended the 28th ultimo: they comprise 2 from scarlet fever (scar- 
latina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, one from enteric 
fever, 4 from diarrhea; &c. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 16, being 
2 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 13 under the number for the week 
ended the 21st ultimo: 6 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; one died; 
and 104° remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 over the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 5 
over the admissions for the preceding week, but 13 under the number for the week 
ended the 2st ultimo ; 18 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 73 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 under the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 28th ultimo. 

During last week, as in the week preceding, 3 cases of diphtheria were admitted to 
hospital: 3 patients were discharged during the week; and 9 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

Fifty-two deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, beinz 22 
over the number for each of the two weeks preceding, but 4 under the average for the 
bth week of the last ten years: they comprise 42 from bronchitis, 5 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs, 2 from croup, and one from pleurisy.

In 25 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 16 children under 
5 years of age (including 14 infants under one year old), and the deaths of 5 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

* Sixty- -five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (40 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under | month old) 
and 65 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 34 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 13 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 22 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 303 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 33°4 (30°8 on the North side, and 35°8 on the South), and in the Suburbs 22°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
15 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°5 (1'8 in the North City Districts, and 1'2 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual 
rate of 32'7 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz, :—one from scarlatina and one 
from influenza. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 6 deaths, diseases of the circulatory 
system 2, and diseases of the brain and nervous system 2, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 269 
per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from whooping-cough. Among 
the 17 deaths from other causes are 8 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
343 per 1,000, They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from 
phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from cancer, No deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from each of the following—scarlatina, 
influenza, and diarrhosa. Three deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 3 by 
diseases of the circulatory system, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—Tho deaths (32) represent an annual rate of 503 per 
1,000. Diarrhoea caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. The 
29 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 


3 from phthisis, 3 from tubercular meningitis, 2 from cancer, and 3 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from bronchitis and 2 from mesenteric disease. No deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 33'4 per 
1,000. They comprise one from cerebral meningitis, 3 from bronchitis, 6 from diseases of the circu- 
latory system, 2 from phthisis, 2 from convulsions, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, exclusive of convulsions, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°3 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 by phthisis. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded,

- “Cold and changeable, with alternating easterly and westerly breezes, and a great deal of cloud— 
Re such was the weather of the week ended February 4. At the beginning, the large anticyclone of the 
previous. week was still observable off the-N.W. of Ireland, but its energy had much lessened. Almost 
i to the close of the period the highest readings of the barometer were found either off the N.W. of 
4 Treland or over the N. of this country. Warmer air seemed to be drawn into the anticyclone from the 
| Atlantic, for on Monday temperature rose to 45° in Dublin, 46° at Cambridge, and 47° at Valentia Island 
although the wind was northeasterly generally. On Tuesday night a sudden ‘chill’ took place in 
rs Northern Europe, and severe frost reigned supreme in that region from that time. At Haparanda, on 
the Gulf of Bothnia the thermometer sank to —35° Faht., on Thursday night, the highest temperature 
on that day being -13° F. Cold, dry weather held on Thursday and Friday, but Saturday was rough 
and inclement with some cold rain and sleet, The Dublin mountains were covered with snow during 
the greater part of the week. It will be seen from the foregoing that the prevailing weather was of a 
winterly type. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29801 inches, pressure ranging from ~~ 
30183 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.W.) to 29513 inches at 9a.m.of Wednesday (wind, W.S.W.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 387°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 
38:12, On Monday the screened thermometers rose to 45°0°, on Friday they fell to 30°2°. The prevalent 
winds were E.N.E. and W.S.W. Rain fell on four days to the amount of ‘189 inch, ‘074 inch being 
measured on Wednesday.” le 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height, of 
the barometer during the week was 29°826 inches. The highest reading (30°204) was on 
Sunday at 9 4.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°527) on Wednesday at 9.4.m., wind N.N.W. 

‘The mean temperature for the week was 35°8°, being 5:7° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Mon- 
day, when the thermometer registered 43°9°, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury 
having fallen to 226°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 35°4° and of the 
Wet Bulb 34:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation being — 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 1°8 hours. ~ 
The rainfall measured '140 inch. : 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 35°5°, the maximum 43°79, 
and the minimum 21°9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 42°5°, the minimum 21°1°, and 
the mean 33:4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 41°9°, the minimum 24°8°, and 
the mean 35°3°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°18 inch ; and at Edinburgh 0°01 
inch. There was no rain at Glasgow.* |

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 22°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 21°9 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 31°2 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 35°0, and for Edinburgh 27-7. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 27°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,012,148.* ‘The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha-

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last weck 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in thirteen 
of the districts to 20:1 in Newry ; the 16 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from measles, one from typhus, and 3 from diarrhoea. Among the 172 
deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 3 from measles, 6 from whooping-cough,

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2 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and one from diarrhea. The Registrar of 
Kilkenny No. 2 District remarks: “Ten cases of diphtheria sent to hospital this week. 
No deaths; all precautions taken.” 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
198—98 boys and 100 girls; and the deaths to 21299 males and 113 females. 

The deaths, which are 6 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 31°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 30°4 per 1,000. uring 
the six weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28:5, and was 5:2 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1889-98. 

During last week, as in the week preceding, there were but 13 deaths from zymotic 
diseases registered : the average number for the sixth week of the last ten years was 25: 
the 13 deaths for last week comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 from influ- 
enza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 4 from enteric 
fever, one from erysipelas; &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
29 for the week ended the 2}st ultimo to 18 for the following week, and to 16 for the 
week ended the 4th instant, further declined to 13 last week: 12 scarlatina patients 
were discharged during the week; and 105* remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being one over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Nineteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, against 11 
for the preceding week, 6 for the week ended the 28th ulumo, and 24 for the week 
ended the 21st ultimo; 15 patients were discharged during the week ; one died; and 76 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 4th instant. 

During each of the last three weeks 3 cases of diphtheria have been admitted to 
hospital. Ten cases of the disease remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
one over the number in hospital on. the previous Saturday, one patient hiving been 
discharged and one having died in the course of the week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 30 for the week 
ended the 28th ultimo to 52 for the following week, rose last week to 54, or one over 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 54 deaths consist of 
43 from bronchitis, 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from 
pleurisy.

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 5 

hree deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 9 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions) and 10 by diseases of the circu- 
latory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 30 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, tuber- 
cular meningitis 7, and cancer 11. 

Four accidental deaths (including 2 caused by burns) were registered. 


* Exclusive of 18 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital, 
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In 11 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 infants under one 
year old and the death of one person aged 75 years. 

Fifty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (37 being infants under | year, of whom 15 were under | month old) and 
59 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 31 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 7 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Ninety of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitats and other 
public institutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 22 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following -are the principal features of the Dublin. District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions*being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 304 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 36'1 (361 on the North side, and 342 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
1:0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°5 (1'3 in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual 
rate of 230 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and one from 
enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths. y 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill),—The deaths (23) are equal to anannual rate of 344 
per 1,000. Scarlatina caused one death, but no deaths from uny other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 22 deaths from other causes are 6 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 8 from 
phthisis.

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (24) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
43°3 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 4 from 
phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 440 per 
1,000. One death from enteric fever constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Six deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by phthisis, 2 by convulsions, 
and 4 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (32) represent an annual rate of 503 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:-2 from whooping-cough and one from 
diphtheria. The 29 deaths from other causés comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 42°2 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza. Bronchitis 
caused 7 deaths. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 32°1 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from pneumania, 5 from phthisis, 2 from tubercular meningitis, and 3 from 
convulsions. No deaths fromany zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street),—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 17°5 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 
2 from convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 50% per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 20:9; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 7'3 ; and Kingstown, 22'4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from influenza and one from erysipelas for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District, were from 
phthisis ; the 3 deaths for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, were caused by bronchitis ; 
among the 11 deaths for Rathmines are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system ; the 8 deaths for 
Donnybrook comprise 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, and the 8 deaths for Kings- 
town comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system,

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METEOROLOGY.

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th February, 1899 :— 


“The week ended Saturday, February 11,.was very unsettled, stormy, and wet, with constant S. and 
S.W. winds and (after Monday) a high though unsteady temperature. Thunder and lightning 
occurred on Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday in various parts of the British Islands. At the 
beginning, the distribution of both atmospheric pressure and temperature was very complex. At 
8 a.m. of Sunday areas of low pressure were found over the Baltic, the English Channel and the South 
of Ireland ; temperature was rising in the British Islands and France, while it was extremely low in 
both Northern and Central Europe, viz. —20° at Haparanda, +7° at Munich. On Monday large depres- 
sions began to pass northwards along the W. coast of Treland, at the same time spreading out eastwards 
over the whole of Western Europe. From this time to the end of the week the barometer scarcely 
ever exceeded 29 inches in the extreme West of Ireland, and gradients for S. or S.W. winds became 
very steep at times, not only in Ireland, but also over France and Great Britain. Temperature 
increased decidedly all along the Atlantic seaboard, so that on Thursday the shade thermometer rose 
to 73° at Lisbon and Biarritz, 648 in Paris, and 58° or 59° over the South of England. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was only 29°228 inches, pressure touching 29°604 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Monday (wind, 8. by E.) and falling to 28'867 inches at 4 p.m. of Thursday (wind, $.S.W.). The mean 
temperature was 47°79, or 9° above that of the previous week. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m: was 47':0°. The screened thermometers fell to 40°2° on Monday and rose to 560° on Thursday. 
The prevailing winds were S.S.E. to 8.W. Rain fell daily to the total amount of 1322 inches, ‘390 inch 
being measured on‘ Sunday. Lightning was seen on Wednesday and Thursday. On Friday the 
thermometer rose to 66% in London, the highest temperature recorded in the metropolis in February 
for more than 50 years past.” ; ; 

At the Ubservatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 


the barometer during the week was 29°249 inches. The highest reading (29°630) was on 
Monday at 9 A.., wind S.S.E., and the lowest (28'970) on Thursday at 9 P.M., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 461°, being 4'5° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98, ‘The temperature was highest on Thurs- 
day, when the thermometer registered 55°3°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 26:7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46'8° and of the 


Wet Bulb 44:29. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation being — | 


represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 11:1 hours. 
The rainfall measured 695. inch. 

At Greenwieh the mean temperature for the week was 47:49, the maximum 63°99, 
and the minimum 33°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 55:0°, the minimum 29°0°, and 
the mean 41°4° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 535°, the minimum 27:0°, and 
the mean 40°8°, ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°19 inches ; at Glasgow 1°24 inches; 
and at Edinburgh 0°87 inch.”

_the rate was 19°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°5 per 1,000 persons 
living: the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 28°0 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 32°0, and for Edinburgh 26:1. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. . 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 27°5 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,012,148.* The deaths registered in eachof the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha-

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fifteen 
of the districts to 11°9 in Waterford; the 19 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 5 from measles and one from diarrhea.

In the Dublin Registration Area'the births registered during the week amounted to 
181— 82 boys and 99 girls; and the deaths to 18391 males and 92 females. 

The deaths, which are 34 under. the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 27°3 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 26-1 per 1,000. uring 
the seven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°3, and was 5°2 
under the mean rate in the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 17, being 
4 over the low number for each of the two weeks preceding, but 11 under the average 
for the 7th week of the last ten years: the }7 deaths comprise 7 from influenza and 
its complications, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever ; &c. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 12, being 
one under the admissions for the preceding week and 17 under the number for the 
week ended the 2Ist ultimo, since which date there has been each week a decline in 


the number of cases received: 11 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 


and 106" remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over the number in

‘Twenty-two cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 3 over the admis- 
sions for the preceding week; 22 patients were discharged during the week ; one died ; 
and 75 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number in 
hospital on Saturday the ! 1th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cises of diphtheria, being equal 
to the number of cases of this disease admitted during each of the three weeks preced- 
ing: 4 diphtheria patients wer: discharged during the week; 2 died; and 7 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital on the previous 
Saturday. 

The suckler of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 40, being 
12 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 14 under 
the number for the week ended the 11th instant: the 40 deaths comprise 29 from 
bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

‘Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 11 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 19 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 30 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, tuber- 
cular meningitis 3, and cancer 4. 

Three accidental deaths were registered.

Forty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (27 being infants under 1 year, of wnom 11 were under | month old) and 
58 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27‘ persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 11 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 22 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] . 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 261 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 28'3 (254 on the North side, and 309 on the South), and in the Suburbs 20°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases? in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 


12 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°5 (09 in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in 
_ the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual 
rate of 230 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summsr-hill).—The deaths (18) are equal toan annual rate of 26'9 
per 1,000. One death from enteric fever constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 17 
deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from 
convulsions, ; , 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
25°3 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is one from influenza, Among the 13 
deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 4 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 260 per 
1,000. Two deaths were caused by influenza, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 11 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 81'4 per 
1,009. The only death from any zyimotic disease is one from whooping-cough. Three deaths were 
caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by phthisis, and 3 by diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 pet 
1,000. Diphtheria, caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 34°7 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from whooping-cough, but none from any other zymotic disease. Two

No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 26°2 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from influenza and one 
from diphtheria, Phthisis caused 2 deaths. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—

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. METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.MzET.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th February, 1899 :— 
“This week witnessed the gradual dying out of the strong S. and S.W. winds which had been 
so long sweeping over Western Europe, and just at the close the substitution for them of a weak 
north-easterly current. On Sunday morning the barometer was down to 28°78 inches at Stornoway, 
in the Hebrides, and a secondary V.-shaped depression was moving eastwards across the Irish Sea. 
Cool N.W. winds blew in Ireland, while 8.W. winds and rain prevailed in England. By Monday 
morning a new and deeper depression had reached Mayo, the barometer reading only 28'70 inches at 
Belmullet and 2877 inches even in Dublin. Heavy showers fell at intervals during the day and 
thunder, lightning and hail subsequently occurred in the South of Ireland and in Central England. 
A change now took place: the barometer rose steadily in Ireland, while shallow depressions crossed 
England from §.W. Consequently fine weather was enjoyed in Ireland, whereas rain continued to 
fall in England. On Friday an anticyclone appeared over Germany and spread westward to 
England, where the weather was cold and fine. In Ireland it became dull and wet, the wind finally 
shifting to N. and N.E. as the barometer rose briskly in the West. In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
ressure was 29°515 inches, the barometer ranging between 28772 inches at9 a.m. of Monday (wind, — 
.) and 30°074 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.). The mean temperature was 459°. The mean 
dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 448°. The screened thermometers fell to 361° on Thursday 
and rose to 535° on Friday. Rain fell on four days tothe total amount of 221 inch, ‘120 inch being 
measured on Monday. The prevailing wind was 8.S.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°537 inches. The highest reading (30°094) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (28°782) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind 8.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43°2°, being 3'5° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Friday, 
when the thermometer registered 52°29, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 29:2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°5° and of the 
Wet Bulb 41:39. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20°9 hours. 
The rainfall measured *165 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°6°, the maximum 55°09, 
and the minimum 34°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 51°8°, the minimum 34:9°, and 
the mean 44°3° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53:9°, the minimum 34°7°, and 
the mean 43°8°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°72 inch; at Glasgow G66 inch; 
and at Edinburgh 0°58 inch.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in fourteen 
of the districts to 5°6 in Tralee; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from diarrhea. Among the 143 deaths from all causes registered in

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Belfast are 3 from measles, 6 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric 
fever, and one from diarrhea; the 39 deaths in Cork comprise 3 from whooping-cough ; 
and the 17 deaths in Limerick comprise one from whooping-cough and one from 
diarrhaa. 


DuBLIN AxD SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
964—145 boys and !19 girls; and the deaths to 20398 males and 105 females. 

The deaths, which are 9 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 30°3 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 29:7 per 1,000. uring 
the eight weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28:5, and was 4°8 
under the mean rate in the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Twenty deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 3 over 
the number for the preceding week, but 4 under the average for the 8th week of the 
last ten years: they comprise 3 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 6 from influenza and its 
complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea, one from 
erysipelas ; &c. 

During last week, as in the preceding week, 12 cases of scarlatina were admitted to 
hospital: 9 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 106* 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had risen 
from 19 for the week ended the 11th instant to 22 for the following week, fell to 14 last 
week: 9 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 78 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

Three cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week; 5 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday Jast. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 54 for the 
week ended the 11th instant to 40 for the following week, rose last week to 50, but this 
number is 6 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 
a deaths comprise 31 from bronchitis and 15 from pneumonia or inflammation of the 

ungs.

‘Iwo deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 6 by other diseases of the brain 
and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 13 by diseases of the circulatory 
system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 32 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, tuber- 
cular meningitis 3, and cancer 6. 

Three accidental deaths were registered.

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In 14 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no médical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 infants under 
one year old and the death of one person aged 74 years, 


Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (38 being infants under 1 year, of whom 18 were under 1 month old) and 
52 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 


Seventy-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public. institutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 1] in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 297 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 32’6 (379 on the North side, and 2777 on the South), and in the Suburbs 22'9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
18 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°5 (1'3 in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 26 per 1,000. : 

No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual 
rate of 250 per 1,000. Influenza caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 3 from inflammatory diseases of the - 
respiratory system and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal toan annual rate of 37°4 
per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough and one from 
diarrhoea. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 4 by phthisis, and 5 by convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (29) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
' 624 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circu- 
latory system, and 7 from phthisis. No deaths from any zymotie disease were recorded, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 36:0 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from influenza and one from enteric fever. 
Seven deaths were caused by inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system and 3 by phthisis. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 3611 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded ig one. from whooping-cough. The 22 
deaths from other causes comprise 9 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from dis- 
eases of the brain and nervous system, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Two were from scarlatina, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Bronchitis caused 3 deaths and phthisis 2. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 206 per 
1,000. One death from enteric fever constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 15 
deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, 2 from 
tubercular meningitis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 26'2 per 1,000. They comprise one from meningitis, 2 from bronchitis, 3 frem pneumonia, 3 
from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:~ 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 378 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Prumcondra, No.1, 292; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 358; Rathmines, 30.4; Donnybrook,

Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R.MET.soc., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th February, 
1899 :— 

“The record of this week is favourable, fine quiet weather prevailing except on Monday, when 
a heavy fall of rain occurred in Wales and on the east coast of Ireland in connection with a shallow 
depression which advanced northwards to the mouth of the English Channel from the Bay of 
Biscay on Sunday. At that time an anticyclone formed over Scotland, where very sharp frost 
occurred on Monday morning. The chill in the North seemed to condense the vapour of the depres- 
sion in the South and to cause the downpour of Monday. Scilly got ‘31 inch of rain, Pembroke 
‘85 inch, Holyhead ‘51 inch, Dublin ‘50 inch, and Donaghadee ‘65 inch. Only insignificant measure- 
ments were registered at other British and Irish Stations. The depression referred to subsequently 
retreated and dispersed and from Tuesday a large anticyelone covered North-western Europe. At 
inland stations in Great Britain a very large diurnal range of temperature was observed, on Wednes- 
day and Thursday especially. Thus at Cambridge the thermometer rose to 56° on Wednesday and fell 
to 242 during the ensuing night—a similar range of 32° (from 23° to 55°) being recorded at Lough- 
borough. On Thursday also at Cambridge the extremes were —highest, 56°; lowest, 23°; range 33 in 
some 12 hours. In Ireland the sky was more cloudy and a warmer southerly wind prevailed. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30'214 inches, pressure ranging between 30'995 inches 
at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, E.) and 80284 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday wind, E.S.E.). The mean 
temperature was 43°9°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 42°9°. On Saturday 
the screened thermometers rose to 51°19, having fallen to 370° on Sunday. The prevailing wind was 
S.E. Rain fell on two days to the amount of 495 inch, “488 inch being measured on Monday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°238 inches. The highest reading (30°308) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (30:126) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind S.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 41'2°, being 0°5° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 51°99, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 30:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40°8° and of the 
Wet Bulb 400°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘92, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 26°7 hours. 
The rainfall measured °450 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 407°, the maximum 52°8°, 
and the minimum 280°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°1°, the minimum 28°0°, and 
the mean 39:9° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 50°4°%, the minimum 28°9°, and 
the mean 38'9°.. ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:02 incb, There was no rain at 
Glasgow or Edinburgh.*

ENGLAND AND ScorLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 22:1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 21°6 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 25°1 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 26-3, and for Edinburgh 23:8. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 
The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 27°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,012,148.* The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha- 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2’5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in fifteen 
of the districts to 9°9 in Waterford; the 15 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 5 from measles. Among the 163 deaths from all causes registered in

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Belfast are 2 from measles, 9 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric 
fever, and one from diarrhoea ; the 41 deaths in Cork comprise one from whooping-cough 
and 2 from diarrhea; the 17 deaths in Limerick comprise one from each of the fol- 
lowing :—measles, whooping-cough, and diphtheria; and the 4 deaths in Dundalk 
comprise 2 from scarlatina. 


DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
222—109 boys and 113 girls; and the deaths to 214-108 males and 106 females. 

The deaths, which are 4 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 31°9 in every 1,000 of the 

opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 31:0 per 1,000. luring 
the nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28:9, and was 4:2 
under the mean rate in the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 23, being 
3 over the number for the preceding week, but 4 under the average for the 9th week 
of the last ten years; the 23 deaths comprise 4 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 from 
influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 2 from 
diarrhea; &c. 

The cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week number 27, against 12 
for each of the two weeks preceding: 19 scarlatina patients were discharged during 
the week; 38 died; and 111* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 
over the number in hospital on Saturday, the 25th ultimo. 

Sixteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 2 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 6 under the number for the week ended the 18th ultimo; 
14 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 78 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. } ; 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during the 
week is 48, being one under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten 
years and 2 under the number for the week ended the 25th ultimo: the 48 deaths 
comprise 28 from bronchitis and 17 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 4 children (all infants under one year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

‘Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 32 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, tuber- 
cular meningitis 8, and cancer 6. 

Seven accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 


* Exclusive of 17 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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In 13 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 


Fifty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (25 being infants under 1 year, of whom !0 were under 1 month old) and 
55 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 31 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 4 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 


Ninety of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
ublic institutions; of this number 19 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse, 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 310 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 351 (38'°8 on the North side, and 31°7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 21°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
25 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3:2 Blin the North Oity Districts, and 33 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual 
rate of 23'0 per 1,000. They comprise $ from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis, but no deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (32) are equal toan annual rate of 479 
per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from each of the following—influenza, 
whooping-cough, and diarrhea. The 29 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 3 from 
pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, 3 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
39°7 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from scarlatina, one from whooping- 
cough, and one from enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, pneumonia 3, phthisis 2,and cancer 2. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from enteric fever,. Four deaths were 
caused by pneumonia, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 by phthisis. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 31°4 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from whooping-cough, one from enteric fever, 
_ and one from diarrhoea. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system and 6 from phthisis. 


No.2 South Gity District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and one from enteric 
fever, Bronchitis caused 4 deaths and phthisis 5, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 33'4 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from scarlatina, one from whooping-cough, 
and one from enteric fever. Among the 23 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 2 from 
pneumonia, and 5 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 262 per 1,000. Scarlatina caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 
from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 11‘'4; Donnybrook, 
271; Blackrock, 61°0 ; and Kingstown, 80’8. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from whooping-cough for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1; one from scarlatina for 
Palmerston, part of, and one from influenza for Kingstown. The 6 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Rathmines comprise 2 from circulatory system ; among the 13 deaths for Donnybrook are 3 from 
diseases of the respiratory system ; of the 7 deaths for Blackrock 2 were from phthisis; and the 11 
deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

“The fine, dry, anticyclonic weather noticed in last week’s report continued until Friday, when 
under the influence of a depression advancing from N.W. the weather became cloudy and showery 
foratime. On Saturday there was a brisk cold N. wind and the amount of cloud was large, but the 
weather was very dry near Dublin. Up to Wednesday the anticyclone continued to gather strength 
and at the same time drifted slowly westwards from Denmark to the southwest of England, Brittany 
and the south of Ireland, in which districts the high barometric reading of 30°74 inches was recorded 
at 8 a.m. of Wednesday, March 1. At that time a depression was passing southeastwards across the 
N. of Europe, so that cloudy weather, a rise of temperature, and showers occurred in Great Britain. 
The thermometer on Wednesday morning read 29° at Parsonstown, but 53° at Aberdeen. The anti- 
cyclone afterwards retreated southwards and began to disperse quickly, further depressions mean- 
while reaching our northern coasts from N.W, These disturbances brought clouds, showers, and cold 
northerly winds and so the week closed. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30'379 
inches, pressure rising to 30°685 inches at 10.20 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.) and falling to 29°942 
inches at 1.30 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 431°. ‘The 
mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was only 39°8°, The screened thermometers fell to 290° 
on Monday and rose to 558° on Wednesday. Westerly winds predominated. Rain fell on Friday, 
but to the trifling amount of only ‘008 inch.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of 7 
the barometer during the week was 30°402 inches. The highest reading (30°698) was on 
si ate J at 9 A.M., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29:975) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind

The mean temperature for the week was 41:1°, being 1:3° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Wednes- 
day, when the thermometer registered 55°8°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 21°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 38°5° and of the 
Wet Bulb 362°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 47°6 hours.

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 22°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 22-2 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22°8 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 23°5, and for Edinburgh 22°6.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 27'8 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,012,148." The deaths registered in each of the

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0° in twelve 
of the districts to 25:9 in Waterford; the 23 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 12 from measles and one from enteric fever. Among the 16] deaths

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from all causes registered in Belfast are 6 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, one 
from diphtheria, one from simple continued fever, and 7 from enteric fever; the 41 
deaths in Cork comprise 2 from whooping-cough; among the 6 deaths in Lisburn are 
one from whooping-cough and one from diarrhea; of the 10 deaths in Kilkenny 2 were 
from diphtheria ; and the 6 deaths in Tralee comprise one from measles and one from 
diarrhea. 


DuBLin anDd Suporss. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
187— 99 boys and 88 girls; and the deaths to 191—103 maies and 88 females. 

The deaths, which are 30 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°5 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 27:3 per 1,000. uring 
the ten weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28:9, and was 4:2 
under the mean rate in the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

During last week, as in the week preceding, 23 deaths from zymotic diseases were 
registered: the number is 4 under the average for the ]0th week of the last ten years; 
the 23 deaths for last week comprise 7 from influenza and its complications, 5 from 
-whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, one from cholerine, 2 from 
diarrhea; &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
12 for the week ended the 25th ultimo to 27 for the fo'lowing week, fell to 10 last week : 
16 scarlatina patients were discharged during last week; and 105* remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in hospital at the close of the pre- 
ceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 15, 
being one under the admissions for the preceding week: 14 patients were discharged 
during the week ; 4 died; and 75 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
3 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 4th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of measles and 8 of diph- 
theria: 5 cases of each of these diseases remained under treatment in hospital on 
Saturday last. 

Fifty-five deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being one 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 7 over the 
number for the week ended the 4th instant: they comprise 38 from bronchitis and 
i3 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 
Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the ‘brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 11 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, tuber- 
cular meningitis 4, and cancer 6, 


Five accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 
* Exclusive of 16 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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In 12 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 4 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 5 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5. 
years of age (31 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under | month old) and 
55 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 9 were octogenarians, and 3 (one man and 2 women) were stated to have been 
aged 90, 90, and 95 years respectively.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 27°3 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 31°9 (303 on the North side, and 33°4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°5, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
19 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 19 (2'2 in the North City Districts, and 16 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual 
rate of 403 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from influenza and 2 from 
whooping-cough. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths and phthisis 2, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (12) are equal toan annual rate of 18°0 
per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and one from whooping- 
cough. Four deaths were caused by inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by diseases 
of the circulatory system, and 2 by phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
39°77 per 1,000. Diphtheria caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from 
phthisis, and 3 from tubercular meningitis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26°0 per 


1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotie diseases (one from influenza and one from enteric fever), also 5 


from bronchitis and 2 from pneumonia. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 283 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza, Bronchitis caused 
3 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 2, and convulsions 2, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33'7 per 
1,000. One death from cholerine constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease, Among the Il 
deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 29'6 per 


3,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from whooping-cough and one from enteric 
fever. Six deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 6 by phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (29) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 42'2 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from influenza and one 
from enteric fever. The 25 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of 


_ the circulatory system, 6 from phthisis, and 5 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.B.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th March, 
1899 :— 

“Changeable, but not unfavourable, weather held during the week, which opened with anticyclonic 
conditions and a sharp frost in England and Ireland. At 8 a.m. of Sunday the thermometer read 23° 
at Parsonstown and 24° at Loughborough. The barometer fell genera ly, but intermittingly until 
Wednesday evening, when pressure was down to 28'88 inches at Malin Head, Oo. Donegal. Rain had 
fallen heavily for a time on Monday afternoon in Dublin, and dense nimbi and cumuli passed in an 
easterly direction north of this city on Tuesday. Showers fell on both Wednesday and Thursday, hail 
and sleet being noted on the latter day. The barometer rose very rapidly on Thursday and more 
slowly afterwards, so that by the end of the week anticyclonic conditions were re-established over 
the southern parts of the United Kingdom and in France. Abroad, two striking features were—the 
intense cold experienced at Haparanda in Sweden, where the absolute minimum was —305° F. on 
Sunday ; and the heavy rainfall recorded at Perpignan on four days, namely, 3°43 inches. In Dublin 
the mean height of the barometer was 29°732 inches, the range of pressure being from 30°224 inches 
at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) to 28°985 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind also W.) and back to 
30°220 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 439°. The 
mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 429°. The screened thermometers fell to 28°0° on 
Sunday and rose to 569° on Saturday. S8.W. was the prevalent wind. The rainfall was ‘261 inch on 
four days, 122 inch being registered on Monday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°747 inches. The highest reading (30°235) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°006) on Wednesday at 9 P.M., 
wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°3°, being 2°6° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98, ‘The temperature was highest on Satur- 
day, when the thermometer registered 55°99, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 20°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42'2° and of the 
Wet Bulb 40:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 32°1 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘310 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°2°, the maximum 54:29, 
and the minimum 23°9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 53:0°, the minimum 28°7°, and 
the mean 42°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53:1*, the minimum 30°6°, and 
the mean 41°9°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°07 inch; at Glasgow 0°37 inch ; 
and at Edinburgh, 0°22 inch.*

The deaths, which are 2 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 32°3 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
nstitutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 31:9 per 1,000. ))uring 
the eleven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29:2, and was 3°7 
under the mean rate in the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

During last week, asin each of the two weeks preceding, 23 deaths from zymotic 
diseases were registered: the number is 6 under the average for the 11th week of the 
last ten years; the 23 deaths for last week comprise 9 from influenza and its com- 
plications, 10 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, one from erysipelas; &c. 

Twelve cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 2 over 
the admissions for the preceding week, but }5 under the number for the week ended 
the 4th instant; 13 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week, and 104* 
remained under treatment or Saturday last, being one under the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 11th instant. 

Twenty-one cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital against 15 for the pre- 
ceding week and 16 for the week ended the 4th instant: 21 patients were discharged 
during the week; one died ; and 74 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
one under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 8 cases of measles and 3 of diph- 
theria: 11 cases of the former and 5 of the latter disease remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 59 deaths, being 1! in excess of the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 over the number for the 
week ended the 1]th instant: the 59 deaths comprise 38 from bronchitis and i9 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 8 children (all infants under one year old) were ascribed to 
convulsions. 
Eleven deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive 
of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 33 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, tuber-— 
cular meningitis 4, and cancer 3, 
Three accidental deaths were registered.

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In 15 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 8 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 6 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (35 being infants under | year, of whom 10 were under I month old) and 
58 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 37 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 93 years. 

Kighty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 21 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 27 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 


the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 31°9 per 1,000: the rate 
in the city was 37°7 (352 on the North side, and 39'9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
18 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 23 (1'3in the North City Districts, and 3°3 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annua] 
rate of 28'8 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from Zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and one from 
whooping-cough. Of the 13 deaths from other causes, 6 were from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 35°9 
per 1,000. Diphtheria caused one death, but no deaths from any other Zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 23 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis and 5 from phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to anannua! rate of 
36'1 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 3 from phthisis, and! 2 from mesenteric disease. No deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded. 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 400 per 
1,000. One death from diphtheria constitutes the mortality from zymotie disease. Among the 19 
deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 4 from phthisis, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—'The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 37°7 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough caused 4 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 20 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis and 4 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 


No.2 South City District ( Castle-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 47°8 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from whooping-cough. Two deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 4 by phthisis, and 2 by 
convulsions. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 360 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from influenza, 2 from whooping-cough, 
and one from erysipelas. The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 3 from 
pneumonia, and 6 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (29) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 422 per 1,000. The only death from any Zymotic disease recorded is one from whooping- 
cough, Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, pneumonia 5, diseases of the circulatory system 3, phthisis 4, and 
convulsions 2, 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 14°6; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0:0; Palmerston, part of, 358; Rathmines, 228; Donnybrook, 
146 ; Blackrock, 21'8 ; and Kingstown, 168. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from whooping-cough in Donnybrook District, and the following deaths from 
influenza :—2 in Rathmines, one in Donnybrook, one in Blackrock, and one in Kingstown. Two of 
the 3 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, were from 
diseases of the circulatory system ; among the 6 deaths for Palmerston, part of, are 2 from phthisis ; 
of the 12 deaths for Rathmines 4 were caused by diseases of the respiratory system ; and the 7 deaths 
for Donnybrook comprise 2 from phthisis. ,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MxET.soc,, P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th March, 
1899 ssc 

“Throughout this week England and Ireland, and to a less extent Scotland, lay within the sphere of 
influence of an anticyclone both large and of considerable staying power. On the other hand the 
distribution of atmospheric pressure was cyclonic and unstable in both Northern and Southern Europe. 
On Sunday morning a rather deep depression was found over the North of Norway where rain and 
wet snow were falling. Slight showers were reported also from Scotland and the North, West, and 
East of Ireland. From this time until Thursday a belt of high atmospheric pressure stretched east and 
west across Ireland, England, and Germany. Within this area the barometer rose slightly above 30°60 
inches on Monday morning. Calms, fog, and frost by night, and hot sunshine by day prevailed within 
the central area of this high pressure system, which became modified in shape and extent by a rise of 
the barometer over Scotlan’ on Wednesday. The diurnal range of temperature once more became 
very large, exceeding 30° at Cambridge on Monday and Wednesday ; at Loughborough and Parsonstown 
on Wednesday, and at Parsonstown on Thursday. Clouds interfered with radiation in the S.E. of 
England on and after Thursday, and a fresh N.E. wind brought a cloudy sky to Dublin also on Saturday 
morning. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°432 inches, pressure varying from 30°560 
inches at 9 a.m.of Monday (wind, 8.W.) to 30°200 inches about 2 a.m. of Saturday (wind, N.E.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 465°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 45°29. 
On Monday the screened thermometers rose to 567°, on Wednesday they fell to 33°8°. At first S.W., 
afterwards E.and N.E. winds prevailed. The rainfall was ‘012 inch, of which ‘010 inch fell in showers 
on Monday morning. ‘T'he planet Mercury was well seen in the western sky on Saturday evening.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°445 inches. The highest reading (30°575) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (30°262) on Friday at 9 p.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 448°, being 1'3° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Friday, 
when the thermometer registered 62:2°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 28:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°5° and of the 
Wet Bulb 41:99. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 40°6 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘035 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°5°, the maximum 59:19, 
and the minimum 28°7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 62:9°, the minimum 27:99, and 
the mean 45°8° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 62°9%, the minimum 35:2°, and 
the mean 46°4°. ‘Che rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°02 inch. There was no rain at 
Greenwich or Edinburgh.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 23°2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 23-1 per 1,000 persons 
living: the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°8 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 23-7, and for Edinburgh 20-7. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 28:9 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°U in sixteen 
of the districts to 139 in Waterford; the 16 deaths from all causes registered in that

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district comprising 6 from measles and one from scarlatina. Among the 186 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 7 from measles, one from scarlatina, 6 from: 
whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, and one from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
158—78 boys and 80 girls; and the deaths to 214—114 males and 100 females. 

The deaths, which are equal to the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 31°9 in every 1,000 of the 

opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 31:2 per 1,000. ))uring 
the twelve weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29-4, and was 3°5 
under the mean rate in the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 22 being 
5 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one under 
the number for the week ended the 18th instant: the 22 deaths comprise 12 from 
influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 4 from 
enteric fever, one from diarrhea; &c. 

Only 6 cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 6 under 
the admissions for the preceding week ; 22 scarlatina patients were discharged during 
the week, and 88* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 16 under the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 18th instant. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 13, being 8 under the 
admissions for the preceding week and 2 under the number for the week ended the 11th 
instant: 13 patients were discharged during the week; one died ; and 73 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. 

There were 21 cases of diphtheria admitted to hospital against 3 for the preceding 
week; 2 patients were discharged during the week ; 2 died; and 22 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 17 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 
18th instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 48, being 
2 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 11 under the 
number for the week ended the 18th instant : the 48 deaths comprise 30 from bronchitis 
and i7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Eight deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 26 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, tuber- 
cular meningitis 4, and cancer 5. 

Seven accidental deaths were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 


* Exclusive of 6 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. ; 
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five years of age (including 5 infants under one year old), and the deaths of 4 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (39 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under 1 month old) and 
60 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 28 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 7 were octogenarians. 

Seventy-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union 
eee 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 4 in the Rathdown Union 

orkhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 31'2 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 32'6 (34’8 on the North side, and 305 on the South), and in the Suburbs ‘27°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
07 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°6 (0°'4in the North City Districts, and 0°8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual 
rate of 26:0 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza. Two 
deaths were caused by irflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by diseases of the circu- 
latory system, and 3 by phthisis, : 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 389 
per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from influenza and one!from diarrhcea, 
Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, phthisis 5, and convulsions 3, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
361 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from influenza. Two 
deaths were caused by pneumonia, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, 2 by convulsions, and 3 by 
diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 38°0 per 
1,000, Pneumonia caused 3 deathsand phthisis5. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded; 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 36'1 per 
1,000. Influenza caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 7 (from bronchitis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39'4 per 
1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease, Bronchitis caused 
4 deaths and phthisis 2, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 28'3 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.,one from each of the following :—influenza, 
whooping-cough, and enteric fever. The 19 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 
4 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from cancer, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 233 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, and3 from phthisis, No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No.°1, 262 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 292 ; 
_ Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 35'8; Rathmines, 285; Donnybrook, 
146 ; Blackrock, 21°8 ; and Kingstown, 50%. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from whooping-cough for Clontarf and Howth, No, 1 District, one from 
enteric fever for Rathmines, and the following deaths from influenza and its complications :— 
3 in Rathmines, one in Donnybrook, and one in Kingstown. The 6 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Coolock and Drumcondra District consist of 2 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system ; among the 15 deaths for Rathmines are 2 from phthisis ; 
of the 7 deaths ror Donnybrook 2 were caused by bronchitis ; 2 of the 3 deaths for Blackrock were 
from diseases of the circulatory system ; and the 18 deaths for Kingstown comprise 4 from bronchitis 
2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1, is pounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneil) Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District.is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, and 
Old Park-rpad, to the old Municipal boun dary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th March, 
ingot 

“The week ending March 25th, 1899, was in all parts of the British Islands the coldest week of 
the winter of 1898-1899. Already on Sunday, March 19, a depression travelled southwards across 
the Baltic, causing bitter northerly winds and snow in Scandinavia and Great Britain. Scarcely had 
this disturbance passed away when another depression from the North skirted the east coast of 
Great Britain and finally crossed North Germany in an easterly direction. While this system was 
passing, frequent falls of snow, hail and Graupel (or soft hail) occurred on the northern and 
eastern coasts of Great Britain, and to a much smaller extent on the corresponding Irish coasts 
also. Owing to the amount of snow on the ground and to the thaws which took place by day 
very low night temperatures were recorded—for example, on Monday night the shade thermometer 
fell to 16° at Cambridge, 18° at Loughborough, and 20° at Dungeness. The thaws in the daytime 
however were not universal, for the maximum at Aberdeen on Wednesday was no higher than 
30°. On Friday evening cirrus overspread the sky in Ireland, and the wind backed to S.W. with a 
decided rise of temperature. The planet Mercury was well seen after sunset in the west on several 
evenings. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'970 inches, pressure ranging between 
30251 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.) and 29'790 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was only 37'2°, while the mean dry bulb reading at 9 ‘a.m. and 9 p.m. was 
but 36°0°. The screened thermometers rose to 540° on Saturday, having fallen to 26°6° on Wednesday. 
of sacred N.W. winds prevailed. The rainfall was ‘311 inch on three days, ‘285 inch being measured on 

urday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°980 inches. The highest reading (30°266) was on 
Sunday at 9 A.m., wind N., and the lowest (29°799) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean’temperature for the week was 35°3°, being 84° under the average for the — 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98, The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 53°99, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 22°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 35:0° and of the 
Wet Bulb 32°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘77, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 45°8 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘265 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 32:2°, the maximum 47:0°, 
and the minimum 20°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 43°2°, the minimum 19-0°, and 
the mean 83°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 42°0°, the minimum 23-5°, and 
the mean 32°5°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0'11 inch; at Glasgow 0°82 inch ; 
and at Edinburgh 0:05 inch.* 7 |

The deaths from the principal zymoue diseases in the 23 districts during las: week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-v in thirteen 
of the districts to 22°4 in Tralee; the 16 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 3 from measles and one from typhus. Among the 198 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 6 from measles, one from scarlatina, 6 from 
whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, one from simple continued fever, 3 from enteric 
fever, and one from diarrhea; the 39 deaths in Cork comprise one from enteric fever 
and 2 from diarrhea ; among the 31 deaths in Limerick are one from whooping-cough

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and one from enteric fever; and the 15 deaths in Waterford comprise 2 from measles.

in the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
250—123 boys and 127 girls; and the deaths to 212-91 maies and 118 females. 

The deaths, which are 4 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 31°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 30°4 per 1,000. uring 
the thirteen weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29:5, and was 3:3 
under the mean rate in the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Twenty-nine deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
7 over the number for the preceding week but one under the average for the 13th week 
of the last ten years: they comprise 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 15 from influenza 
and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, 
one—in the Richmond District Lunatic Asylum—from beri-beri, 3 from diarrhea, &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
12 for the week ended the 18th ultimo to 6 for the following week, rose again to 12 
last week ; 2! scarlatina patients were discharged during the week, and 79* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. 

During the week ended the 18th ultimo, 21 cases of enteric fever were admitted to 
hospital ; in the following week the admissions fell to 13; and they further declined 
to 9 last week : 12 patients were discharged in the course of last week, and 70 remained 
under treatment on Saturday, being 3 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 
25th ultimo. 

The number of cases of diphtheria admitted to hospital during last week is 14, being 7 
under the admissions for the preceding week but 11 over the number for the week 
ended the 18th instant: 3 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 
31 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 5 cases of measles : 9 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 59 for the 
week ended the 18th ultimo to 4% for the following week, further declined last week to 
46 or 2 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 46 
deaths comprise 32 from bronchitis, 11 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 
and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 12 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 8 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 29 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, tuber- 
cular meningitis 6 , and cancer 12. 

Five accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 5 infants under 
under one year old, and the deaths of 6 persons aged 60 years and upwards.

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Fifty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (35 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) and 
65 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 29 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been aged 90 and 9i 
years respectively. 

Ninety-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 23 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 23 in the South Dublin Union W orkhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 





The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 80°4 per 1,000: the rate 
in the city was 32'1 (343 on the North side, and 30'1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 26°4,

: 18 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°1(1'3 in the North City Districts, and 0°8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 3°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual 
rate of 28°8 per 1,900. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 
3 from phthisis, 


7. No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to anannual rate of 34°4 
per 1,000.

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knoekpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon- 
street, as far as Fair-lane.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, Ist April, 
1899 :— 

“A sudden bound from winter to spring is the noteworthy feature of the week ending April 1. 
The mean temperature was no less than 162 degs, above that of the preceeding week, and 8 degs. 
above the normal for the time of year. Needless to say that 8,W. winds prevailed—they often blew 
freshly, and on Tuesday and Wednesday, March 23 and 29, attained the force of a fresh gale. Solar 
halos were seen on Sunday and Monday, much lofty cirriform cloud accompanying the barometric 
depressions which at the time were skirting the N.W. coast of Ireland. The warm weather did 
not prevail over Scotland until Monday afternoon, On Tuesday at 6 p.m. the barometer fell to 
29°01 inches at Malin Head, whereas it read 29°57 inches at Roche’s Point. The consequent steep 
gradients resulted in a fresh S.W. gale over Ireland at night. This depression travelled so quickly 
northeastwards that its centre had reached the S.W. of Norway by 8 a.m. of Wednesday. A very 
brisk recovery of pressure succeeded, but on Saturday the barometer was again giving way, though 
slowly. The week closed with bright, warm, and springlike weather. In Dublin the mean pt Pe 
of the barometer was 29936 inches, pressure ranging between 29382 inches at 4 p.m. of Tuesday 
(wind, 8.W.) and 30°243 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean tempera-~ 
ture was 53'4°, The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 513°. The sereened thermometers 
fell to 465° on Thursday and rose to 599° on Friday. The rainfall was ‘319 inch on three days, ‘189 
inch being measured on Tuesday and ‘118 inch on Thursday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height. of 
the barometer during the week was 29°946 inches. The highest reading (80°252) was on 
Thursday at 9 A.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°437) on Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51:9°, being 8'9° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest cn Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 59°2°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 45:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50°5° and of the 
Wet Bulb 47°8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 22:2 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘305 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50°1°, the maximum 64'1°, 
and the minimum 38:0°; at Glascow the maximum was 53°9°, the minimum 33:09, ard 
the mean 43°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53°8%, the minimum 33:0°, and 
the mean 44°3°. ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°37 inch ; at Glasgow 2°02 inches ; 
and at Edinburgh 1:16 inches.*

_ which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, Blackrock, 

Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, and 
‘portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the total area 

_ thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census of 1891, 
349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, Ist April, 

1899, 2,663 births—1,321 boys and 1,342 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 

in 32°8, or 30°5 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The number of births registered in the city was 2,067, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 33°7 in every 1,000 of the population ; and in the suburban districts named above, 
696, equal to a rate of 22°8 in every 1,000 of the population. ih 

_ There were registered in London during the same period 34,942 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 30°7 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow

The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 23,285—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 20-5 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 4,662, equal to 25-4 in every 1,000 ; and in Edinburgh, 1,768, affording an 
annual death-rate of 23°7 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Diseases.—The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration Area during last quarter is 256, being one over that for the preceding 
quarter, but 101 below the average for the first quarter of the ten years 1889-98, 
and 110 under the number for the first quarter of 1898. Forty per cent. of the 
256 deaths occurred among children under 5 years of age. The annual rate per 
1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases during last 
quarter, is 2°9, being equal to the rate for the preceding three months, but 1:2 below 
the average rate for the first quarter of the ten years 1889-98, and 1°3 under the rate 
for the first quarter of 1898. 

Nearly one-third of the mortality from zymotic diseases last quarter was caused by 
influenza and its complications, the deaths from which amount to 79 ; but this 
number, although 11 in excess of the average for the corresponding quarter of the 
ten years 1889-98, is 47 under that for the first quarter of last year. 

The number of deaths from enteric fever is 41, being 2 over the number for the 
preceding three months, but 3 under the average for the March quarter of the ten

The number of cases of this disease admitted to hospital during the quarter was 199, 


showing an increase of 39 as compared with the admissions for the preceding three ;

» The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 126, being 8 over 
that for the preceding quarter, but showing a decrease of 29 as compared with the 
average for the first quarter of the ten years 1889-98.

Occupations.—T'able III., on page 213, shows the occupations or social position of

deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to an annual

Ages:—Of the 2,579 persons whose deathswere registered in the Dublin Area during 
the quarter, 673 were under 5 years of age, this number being equal to an annual 
mortality of 72°7 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census of 1891) ; 
205 were between the ages of 5 and 20, representing an annual death-rate of 8-1 per 1,000 
persons of that age-period: the total number under 20 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 25°3 per 1,000 of the population at that age (according to the Census of 
1891) ;—407, or 13°6 per 1,000 persons, were between 20 and 40;—597, or 36°6 per 
1,000, between 40 and 60 ;—571, or 96°1 per 1,000, between 60 and 80; and 126, or 
276°9 per 1,000, were aged 80 and upwards, including 15 persons (4 males and 11 
females) stated to have been nonagenarians. 

Public Institutions.—Of the 2,579 deaths recorded during the quarter, 964, or 
37 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 508 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums; 208 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse ; 233 in 
the South Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 15 (those of persons admitted from the 
Dublin Registration District) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 

Weather.—lhe mean temperature for the quarter, deduced from the mean weekly 
temperature, as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoonix Park, was 42°1°. At 
Greenwichthe mean temperature was 41°9°; at Glasgow, 39°8°; and at Edinburgh, 39°8°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 4°885 inches; at 
Greenwich, 5:05 inches; at Glasgow, 11:24 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 6°60 inches.

' The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* in the 23 districts is 1°9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 
0:0 in Ballymena, Carrickfergus, and Armagh, to 6°3 per 1,000 in Waterford; the 
191 deaths from all causes in the last-named district comprising 34 from measles, 
1 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrheea. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* 
in the twenty-two provincial urban districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. 
give in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. 


Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 22 districts 
during the quarter. 


Measles caused 34 deaths—equivalent to an annual rate of 5:2 per 1,000 of the 
population at all ages according to the Census of 1891—in Waterford ; 8 (equal to 
an annual rate of 3:4 per 1,000) in Tralee, 50 in Belfast (or 35 over the number in 
the preceding three months), 3 in Limerick, one in Londonderry, one in Newry, 
5 in Dundalk. and 3 in Lurgan. 


Scarlatina.—Only 10 deaths from this disease were recorded, and of these 
4 occurred in Belfast, 2 in Dundalk, and one in each of the following districts :— 
Waterford, Lurgan, Queenstown, and Portadown. . 


Typhus.—The total number of deaths from typhus is 10, composed of 5 in Cork, 
one in Galway, 3 in Newry, and one in Tralee. 


Whooping-cough caused 94 deaths, viz.:—69 in Belfast (where during the 
preceding quarter there were only 26 deaths from this disease), 12 in Cork, 4 in 
Limerick, 3 in Londonderry, 2 in Waterford, 2 in Lisburn, one in Lurgan, and one 
in Sligo. 

Diphtheria.—There were 35 deaths from diphtheria registered throughout the 
22 districts: they consist of 27 in Belfast, 3 in Kilkenny, and one in each of 5 of 
the other districts. | 


Simple continued and ill-defined fever—The only deaths returned under this 
heading are 2 in Belfast, one in Limerick, one in Drogheda, and one in Wexford. 


Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric fever in Belfast show a marked decline as 
compared with the number for the preceding three months and for the other quarters 
of 1898. The respective numbers for each quarter of that year were—first quarter, 
119 ; second, 140; third, 226 ; and fourth, 155. During last quarter only 43 deaths 
from this disease were registered. The deaths from enteric fever in the other 
districts consist of 4 in Cork, 2 in Limerick, 2 in Waterford, and one in Newry, 
Lurgan, Kilkenny, Sligo, and Newtownards respectively. 


Diarrhea, Dysentery.—The total number of deaths returned under this heading 
from the 22 districts is 57, which is slightly in excess of the mortality from these 
diseases in the corresponding quarter of the year 1898.

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ENGLAND AND SCoILAND. 

‘The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 21:7 per 1,000 persons 
living: the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°8 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 22°0, and for Edinburgh 17:7. 

Town Districts or [RgLAND. 

Yhe average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 27:3 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* The deaths registered in eachof the

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
159—96 boys and 63 girls; and the deaths to 220—125 males and 95 females. 

The deaths, which are 20 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 32°8 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 31°9 per 1,000. uring 
the fourteen weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°8, and was 2°8 
under the mean rate in the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. é 

Thirty deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 2 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one over the 
number for the week ended the Ist instant: they consist of 2 from measles, 15 from 
influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, one from 
ill-defined fever, and 4 from enteric fever. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during Jast week is 10, being 
2 under the admissions for the preceding week, but 4 over the number for the week 
ended the 25th ultimo; 16 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week, and 
73* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

‘the weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital has declined 
gradually from 21 for the week ended the 18th ultimo to 7, the number for last week : 
8 patients were discharged in the course of last week ; 2 died ; and 67 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

There were but 2 cases of diphtheria admitted to hospital during last week ; in the 
preceding week 14, and in the week ended the 25th ultimo 21 cases were received: 4 
patients were discharged during the week; one died ; and 28 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital on. Saturday the Ist 
instant. 

Seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital against 5 for the preceding week : 
11 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

‘The decline in the mortality from diseases of the respiratory system, noted in the 
return for the two weeks p:eceding, has not cuntinued, the number of deaths from these 
causes registered last week being 52 or 6 over the number for the week ended the Ist 
instant, and 5 in excess of the average for the 14th week of the last ten years: the 52 
ee comprise 28 from bronchitis and 22 from pneumonia or inflammation of the 
— lungs.

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 30 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, tuber- 
cular meningitis 4, and cancer 9. 

Eight accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the death of one person aged 
85 years.

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Fifty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
° years of age (33 being infants under | year, of whom 8 were under | month old) and 
67 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 36 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 10 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Eighty-five of the deaths registered uuring the week occurred in tospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 319 per 1,000: the rate 


- in the city was 362 (41'5 on the North side, and 313 on the South), and in the Suburbs 21°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 


22 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°3 (3'l in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in 


the South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual 
rate of 365 per 1,000. Influenza and its complications caused 4 deaths, but no deaths from any other 
zymotic disease were recorded. Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 2 from each of the 
following :—bronchitis, pneumonia, and phthisis, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 389 
per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and one from whooping- 
cough, Six deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 4 by diseases of the circulatory 
system, 4 by phthisis, and 2 by convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
48°38 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from enteric fever, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. The 25 deaths from other causes comprise 4from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 
3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).— ‘lhe deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42'0 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from diphtheria, one from ill-defined fever, 
and one from enteric fever, Pneumonia caused 4 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 2, 
phthisis 2, and convulsions 3. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (30) represent an annual rate of 471 per 
1,000. ‘Three deaths were caused by influenza and its complications, but no deaths from any other 
Zymotic disease were recorded. The 27 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 3 from 
pneumonia, 6 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. 


No.2 South City ‘District (Castle-stréet).—_The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 337 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recoded, 
Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 3 from phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street),—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23 l per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from whooping-cough, but none from any other zymotic disease. Four 
deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 by cancer. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24°8 per 1,000. Among them were3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from measles and 2 from 
influenza, The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded Jast week are .— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 194 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 0'0; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00 ; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrock, 
313 ; Blackrock, 2911; and Kingstown, 252. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated fer these 
districts consist of one from influenza and one from diphtheria for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. lL 
District ; one from measles, one from influenza, and one from whooping-cough for Rathmines ; 2 from 
influenza and one from whooping-cough for Donnybrook ; and one from influenza for Kingstown. 
The 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drum¢eondra, No. 1 District, comprise 2 from 
diseases of the respiratory system ; both of the two deaths for Palmerston, part of, were caused by 
Phthisis ; the 10 deaths for Rathmines comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system; among 
the 15 deaths for Donnybrook are 4 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of tle 
cireulatory system, and 2 irom cancer ; of the 4 deaths for Blackrock 2 were from phthisis, and that 
disease caused also 2 of the 9 deaths for Kingstown.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
‘ the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 8th April, 
1899, :— 

“The first week in April, ending Saturday, the 8th, proved a very stormy period, the wind reaching 
gale-force on each of the last five days. Easter Day, the 2nd, was in Dublin at first dull afterwards 
very fine and mild. Easter Monday was in Ireland and England very fine and warm, the thermo- 
meter rising to 61° in London and Dublin, 62° at Cambridge, and 64° at Lou zhborough (Leicestershire). 
Towards evening a solar halo was seen in a sheet of cirrus connected with a depression which was off 
the North of Scotland on Tuesday morning. In the course of this day a larger and deeper depression 
advanced on our extreme northern coasts, causing the first of a succession of gales which swept 
across Northwestern Europe during the remainder of the week. At 8 a.m. of Wednesday the baro- 
meter ranged from 28°89 inches at Christiansund on the West coast of Norway to 30°46 inches at 
Rochefort in France. Scarcely had this depression in the north passed away when another arrived 
off the. west of Ireland, thence passing eastwards to Yorkshire, where it was central at 8 a.m. of 
Friday. Strong gales and a general rainfall accompanied this disturbance, and cold, squally showery 
weather followed in its wake. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29861 inches, 
pressure varying between 30'069 inches at 9 p,m. of Monday (wind, W.) and 29°220 inches at 11 p.m. of 
Thursday (wind, §.). The corrected mean temperature was 602°. The mean dry bulb temperature 
at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 487°. The screened thermometers rose to 61:19 on Monday and fell to 38°12 on 
Saturday. The prevalent winds were at first W., then N.W. The rainfall was ‘401 inch on four 
q2y8, 218 inch being measured on Thursday. Hail fell on Saturday. Gales were noted on five days.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of @ 
the barometer during the week was 29°877 inches. The highest reading (30°09!) wason 
Wednesday at 9 A.m., wind W.S.\W,, and the lowest (29°304) on Thursday at 9 p.m., wind 
The mean temperature for the week was 48°6°, being 42° over the average for the © 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Monday, 
when the thermometer registered 59°8°, and was lowest on Saturday, the. mercury 
having fallen to 36:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 480° and of the 
Wet Bulb 45:29. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 35:6 hours. — 
The rainfall measured ‘455 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48°9°, the maximum 60°4°, — 
and the minimum 34°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°29, the minimum 34-0°, and — 
the mean 464°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54°8°, the minimum 33°7°, and 
the mean 45'2°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°49 inch ; at Glasgow 1°39 inches ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°74 inch.* v4

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°5 per 1,000 persons 
living: the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°3 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 18:4, and for Edinburgh 17°9.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°2 yer 1,000, the rates varying from 00 in fourteen 
of the districts to 23-6 in Kilkenny; the 12 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 4 from diphtheria and one from diarrhea. Among the 144 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 3 from measles, 8 from whooping-cough, one 
from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea ; the 16 deaths in Water-

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ford comprise 5 from measles ; among the 8 deaths in Newry are one from scarlatina 
and one from whooping-cough ; and the 7 deaths in Dundalk comprise 2 from measles 
and one from whooping-cough. 

DvuBLIN AND SuBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
952—122 boys and 130 girls; and the deaths to 224108 males and 116 females. 

The deaths, which are 45 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 33:4 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 32:3 per 1,000. uring 
the fifteen weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30°0, and was 2°2 
under the mean rate in the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 25, 
being 2 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 5 
under the number for the week ended the 8th instant: the 25 deaths consist of 15 
from influenza and its complications, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 
4 from enteric fever. 

Fifteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during last week, against 10 for 
the preceding week and 12 for the week ended the Ist instant; 17 scarlatina patients 
were discharged during the week, and 71* remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 2 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

‘The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, after having 
fallen gradually from 21 for the week ended the 18th ultimo to 7 for the week ended 
the 8th instant, rose to 12 last week: 10 patients were discharged during the week ; 
one died ; and 68 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over to the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 8th instant. 

Nine cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospita!, being 7 over the admissions for the 
preceding week, but 5 under the number for the week ended the Ist instant: 7 patients 
were discharged during the week ; one died ; and 29 remained under treatment on Satur- 
day last, being one over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

‘The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of measles: during the 
preceding week 7 cases of this disease were received, ‘} he number in hospital on Satur- 
day last was 11. 

‘The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during last 
week is 43, being 7 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten 
years, but 9 under the number for the week ended the 8th instant: the 43 deaths con- — 
sist of 29 from bronchitis, 13 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one 
from pleurisy.

The deaths of 11 children (including 8 infants under one year old) were ascribed to 
convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 14 by other diseases of the brain and nervous q 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 27 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 27 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, tuber- 
cular meningitis 7, and cancer 5. 

Three accidental deaths—including 2 from burns—were registered. 


* Exclusive of 19 patients in “ Beneavin,’ the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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In 12 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children under 
5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the death of one person aged 
60 years. 

Fifty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
_5 years of age (37 being infants under 1 year, of whom 15 were under 1 month old) and 
65 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 36 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 9 were octogenarians. 

Kighty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Sree 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 4 in the Rathdown Union 

orkhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 323 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 33°8 (30°3 on the North side, and 37°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 28°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
15 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 17 (0'9in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual 
rate of 21'l per 1,000. They comprise one from influenza, one from diphtheria, 2 from bronchitis, 
one from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions, 


No, 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 34°4 
per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from whooping-cough. Among 
the 22 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis and 6 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
28'9 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 3 
from diseases of the brain and nervous system. Nodeaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 17 deaths 
from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (29) represent an annual rate of 456 per 
1,000, Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from whooping-cough and one from enteric 
fever. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by pneumonia, 7 by diseases of the circulatory 
system, 3 by phthisis, and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 36°65 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from influenza and one from enteric fever. 
Phthisis caused 4 deaths and convulsions 2, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and one from whooping- 
cough. The 26 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 4 from dis- 
eases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 30°6 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from influenza and one from enteric 
fever. Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 
from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 34:0 : 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 492; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 266; Donnybrook, 
313 ; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 336. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from enteric fever for Donnybrook, one from diphtheria for Kingstown, and 
the following deaths from influenza :—2 for Rathmines, 3 for Donnybrook, and 2 for Kingstown, 
Among the 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1 District, are 2 
from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; the 14 deaths for Rathmines ‘comprise 3 from dis- 
eases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer ; of the 15 deaths for Donnybrook 
2 were from diseases of tue respiratory system, and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system ; and 
the 12 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

DBATHS FROM PRINCIPAL ZyMOTIC 
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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.s0c,, P-R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 15th April, 
1899 :— 


in many places. Ground frosts were also felt at this.time. On Wednesday the barometer fell fast as a 
large V.-shaped depression advanced from the north-westward. This system underwent great changes 


Suffolk as a perfect cyclone. Thunder and lightning occurred at Liverpool on Thursday and in the 
south ofiIreland and southwest of England on Friday and cold rain and hail fell abundantly all over 
the Kingdom. Saturday was especially dull and cold, the thermometer not rising above 458° in Dublin. 
In this city the mean height of the barometer was 29'515 inches, the observed range being from 
29:952 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N. by W.) to 28965 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.S.W.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 446°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m.and 9 p.m. 
wus 441°. The screened thermometers rose to 547° on Sunday and fell to 35°5° on Friday. N.W. and 


N.E. winds prevailed. The rainfall was ‘649 inch on six days, 240 inch being registered on Friday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°532 inches. The highest reading (29°978) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (28-983) on Thursday at 9.4.M., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°8°, being 2°4° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
when the thermometer registered 52°8°, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury having 
fallen to 289°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 430° and of the 
Wet Bulb 40°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 30:2 hours. 
The rainfall measured 745 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43:9°, the maximum 61°3°, 
and the minimum 31°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 49°99, the minimum 29°2°, and 
the mean 42°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 50°8°, the minimum 28°5°, and 
the mean 40°2°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°27 inches ; at Glasgow 0°32 inch ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°36 inch.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 ner 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fourteen 
of the districts to 28:0 in Tralee; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that district 

comprising 5 from measles. Among the 136 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast

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from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; the 31 deaths in Cork comprise 2 from 
whooping-cough and one from diarrhea; among the 14 deaths in Waterford are 2 from 
measles and one from simple continued fever; and the 9 deaths in Dundalk comprise 
3 from whooping-cough. 

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
210—105 boys and 105 girls; and the deaths to 202—105 males and 97 females. 

The deaths, which are 21 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 30°1 in every 1,000 of the 

opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 29°7 per 1,000. uring 
the sixteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30'1, and was 1°7 
under the mean rate in the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 19, 
being 3 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 6 
under the number for the week ended the 15th instant: the 19 deaths comprise one 
from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 7 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, &c.

The number of cases of diphtheria admitted to hospital is 6, being 3 under the admis- 
sions for the preceding week, but 4 over the number for the week ended the 8th instant: 
3 patients were discharged during the week, and 22 remained under treatment on Satur 
day last, being 3 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

‘The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during last week amount 
to 57, being 20 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, 
and 14 over the number for the week ended the 15th instant: they comprise 33 from 
bronchitis, 21 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, tuber- 
cular meningitis 5, and cancer 7. .

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 
' The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17°7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 211 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 22°38, and for Edinburgh 17:0.

‘he average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two pzincipal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 26°3 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.*° ‘The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Dis ricts, alpha- 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annuai rate of 1°6 ner 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in fifteen 
of the districts to 8-4 in Dundalk; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 151 deaths from all causes registered

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in Belfast are 4 from measles, one from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-cough, and one 
from diarrhea; the 46-deaths in Cork comprise 5 from whooping-cough and one from 
diarrhcea; and the 12 deaths in Waterford comprise one from measles and one from 
whooping-cough. 

Duniin AND SUBUBBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
92°7—111 boys and 116 girls; and the deaths to 19999 maies and 100 females. 

The deaths, which are 15 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 29:7 in every 1,000 of the 

opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 2) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 29:4 per 1,000. J)uring 
the seventeen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30:0, and was 
1‘6 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Twenty-two deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
one over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 over 
the number for the week ended the 22nd ultimo: they consist of 10 from influenza 
and its complications, 8 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 3 from enteric 
fever. ; 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 12, being 
3 in excess of the admissions for the preceding week, but 3 under the number for the 
week ended the 15th ultimo: 9 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week, 
and 75* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

‘Thirteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital against 6 for the preceding 
week, and 12 for the week ended the 15th ultimo: 10 patients were discharged during 
the week, and 58 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 22nd ultimo. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 8 cases of diphtheria, being 2 over 
the number of cases of that disease admitted during the preceding week, but one under 
the number for the week ended the 15th ultimo: 7 patients were discharged during the 
week, and 23 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

‘Ihe number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 40, being 
17 under the number for the preceding week, but 3 over the average for the 17th week 
of the last ten years : the 40 deaths comprise 25 from bronchitis and 13 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs. :

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 4 by other diseases of the brain 
and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory 
system. — . 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 11, tuber- 
cular meningitis 3, and cancer 1]. 

Six accidental deaths (including 3 from burns) and one case of suicide were registered. 


* Exclusive of 20 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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In 12 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 5 
years of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-four ot the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (36 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one month old) 
and 60 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 3() persons aged 70 and pwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 3 (women) were stated to have been aged 91, 92, 
and 94 years respectively. 

Sixty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 19 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 294 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 32°6 (29'0 on the North side, and 35°8 on the South), and in the Suburbs 21°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal am annual rate of 
16 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'7 (1'3in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North),—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual 
rate of 30°77 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from influenza but none from any other zymotic disease. 
Diseases of the respiratory system caused 4 deaths, and diseases of the brain and nervous system 3, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to anannual rate of 28°4 
per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Three 
deaths were caused by iniammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by phthisis, 5 by mesenteric 
disease, and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
325 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 3 from phthisis, No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 240 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and 2 from whooping= 
cough. Two deaths were caused by mesenteric disease. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 89°3 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza, 3 from Wwhooping-cough, 
and one from enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, phthisis 2, mesenteric disease 2, and 
Convulsions 2, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 394 per 
1,000. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 2 by phthisis. No deaths from 
any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 29°6 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from*whooping-cough. Bronchitis 
caused 3 deaths, pneumonia 3, phthisis 4, and cancer 2, ‘ 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (26) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 37°9 per 1,000. Influenza caused 2 deaths but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 24 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 6 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and {Drumcondra, No. 1, 194; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 358; Rathmines, 266; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 7°3; and Kingstown, 25°2. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated fer these 
districts consist of one from diphtheria for Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1 District, one from enteric 
fever for Palmerston, part of, 2 from influenza and one from whooping-cough for Rathmines, and 
One from influenza for Kingstown. Two of the 5 deaths from all causes tabulated for Palmerston, 
part of, were from diseases of the circulatory system ; among the 14 deaths for Rathmines are 2 
from diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from 
phthisis ; and the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from cancer. oa

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.B.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 29th April, 
1899 :— 


“ Changeable, ‘south-westerly’ weather was prevalent. Rain fell freely on Sunday and Monday in 
connection with large, but not deep, depressions which passed northwards outside the west coasts of 
Treland and Scotland. On Monday the thermometer in Dublin rose to 62°9° in the shade, the highest 
reading which had been recorded in this city since October 22, 1898. On Tuesday there were heavy 
thunder showers, the barometer falling to 29'290 inches at 4pm. A clear, cold night followed, the 


minimum inthe screen being 398° in Dublin. On Wednesday morning a well-defined barometric _ 


depression was found over the North Sea, so that N. and N.W. winds were blowing in the British Isles, 
with a rather low temperature. Soon, however, a fresh fall of the barometer in the West, brought 
S.W. winds, cloudy skies, and a quickly rising temperature. The weather was showery, but in other 
respects favourable to the close of the week. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29°682 inches, the range being from 29'986 inches at 9 a,m. of Sunday (wind, S. by E.) to 29°29) inches at 
4 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W. veering to N.). The corrected mean temperature was §2:00°. The mean 
dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 51'5°. The screened thermometers fell to 39°8° on Wednesday 
and rose to 64°02 on Friday. The wind was variable, chiefly south-westerly. The rainfall was ’709 
inch on five days, ‘382 inch being measured on Monday. Thunder and lightning occurred on Tuesday. 
There was a slight fog on Thursday evening.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height. of 
the barometer during the week was 29°697 inches. The highest reading (29°986) was on 
Sunday at 9 A.m., wind S.E., and the lowest (29°445) on Monday at 9 P.M, wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 50:19, being 2°5° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Mon- 
day, when the thermometer registered 61:6°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 32:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50°6° and of the 
Wet Bulb 480°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 27°4 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘500 inch. -s 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 501°, the maximum 62:0°, 
and the minimum 36-4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 64°8°, the minimum 37°3°, and 


the mean 50°3°; and at Edinburzh the maximum was 61:2”, the minimum 33:09, and 


the mean 49°0°. ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:79 in. ; at Glasgow 0°76 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0-68 in.*

ENGLAND AND ScorLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16:0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°5 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°5 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°1, and for Edinburgh 18°3.

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
218—106 boys and 112 girls; and the deaths to 166—81 males and 85 females. 

The deaths, which are 13 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°8 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 24:3 per 1,000. uring 
the eighteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°7, and was 
1°6 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 18, being 
6 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 under the 
number for the week ended the 29th ultimo: the 18 deaths comprise 8 from influenza 
and its complications, 4 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from cerebro- 
spinal fever, 2 from enteric fever; &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, whih had risen from 
9 for the week ended the 22nd ultimo to 12 for the following week, fell to 8 last week : 
10 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week, and 73* remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital at the close of the preced- 
ing week. 

“The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 10, being 3 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 4 over the number for the week ended the 
22nd ultimo: 10 patients were discharged during the week, and 58 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital on Saturday the 
29th ultimo. 

Seven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, being one under the admissions 
for the preceding week, but one over the number for the week ended the 22nd ultimo: 
7 patients were discharged during the week ; 2 died; and 31 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Forty deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being equal to 
the number for the preceding week, and 5 over the average for the 18th week of the 
last ten years: the 40 deaths for last week consist of 24 from bronchitis and 16 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 children (including 5 infants under one year old) were ascribed to 
convulsions. 


‘Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 8 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 18 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, tuber- 
cular meningitis 4, and cancer 7. 


Six accidental deaths were registered.

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In 4 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the death of one infant under one 
year old and the death of one person aged 70 years. 

Thirty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
| 5 years of age (18 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one month old) 
| and 49 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians, 

Fifty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 











As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 243 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 27'5 (28'5 on the North side, and 265 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°0, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area, equal an annual rate of 
09 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 11 (00 in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000.

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to anannual rate of 31°4 
per 1,000, Among them are 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pnéumonia, and 3 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 





No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual! rate of 
307 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and one from diarrhea 
and vomiting, The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 
2 from phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 260 per 
1,000, They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain and 
tervous system, but none from any zymotic disease, 


 No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 204 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including one from influenza and one from enterie

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METEOROLOGY. , 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.B.MET.soc,, P-R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 6th May, 
1899 ;— . 

“This week witnessed the establishment of an anticyclone of considerable size and intensity over 
North-Western Europe. As is usual at this time of the year, fine dry weather, cold easterly winds, 
hot sunshine, and a large diurnal range of temperature accompanied the high-pressure system. On 
Sunday the barometer was high and uniform over Ireland, where cool, cloudy weather prevailed: in 
Dublin the maximal shade temperature was only 525°. On Monday morning a shallow depression 
was found off the N. of Ireland and W. of Scotland, so that fresh S. W. winds, a much higher temperature, 
and showers prevailed. This system travelled southeastwards, its centre reaching Holland by Tues- 
day morning. As it passed away the wind drew into the northward and eastward, the barometer 
rose steadily, and ultimately the sky cleared. On and after Wednesday the weather was fair, with 
cold easterly winds, frosty nights and sunny days. In Great Britain the thermometer fell below 
freezing point even in the screen (to 28° at Nairnand Loughborough). InIreland a minimum of 31° was 
recorded at Parsonstown early on Saturday morning. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 30210 inches, pressure ranging from 29'893 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.S.W.) to 30°486 
inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, E.). The corrected mean temperature was 494°. The mean dry 
bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 493°. On Monday the screened thermometers rose to 63°92; 
on Saturday they fell to 390°. Easterly winds prevailed, The rainfall was only ‘019 inch on 2 days, 
‘011 inch being measured on Sunday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°228 inches. The highest reading (30°493) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (29°905) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45°3°, being 2°6° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Mon- 
day, when the thermometer registered 62°29, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury 
having fallen to $1:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 457° and of the 
Wet Bulb 42°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 61°3 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘015 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 46°4°, the maximum 60°79, 
and the minimum 33°7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°0°, the minimum 30°5°, and 
the mean 43°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51:1°, the minimum 33°29, and 
the mean 42°3°. ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0-28 in. ; and at Edinburgh 0-29 in, 
There was no rain at Greenwich.*

- In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
201—95 boys and 106 girls; and the deaths to 179—78 males and 101 females. 

‘The deaths, which are 8 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 26°7 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 26:0 per 1,000. luring 
the nineteen weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°6, and was. 
1-4 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

During last week, as in the preceding week, 18 deaths from zymotic diseases were 
registered: the number is one under the average for the 19th week of the last ten 
years. The 18 deaths for last week consist of one from varicella (chicken-pox), 2 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from typhus, 9 from influenza and its complications, 2 
from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 2 from enteric fever. 

Seventeen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 8 for the preceding 
week, and 12 for the week ended Saturday the 29th ultimo: 18 scarlatina patients were 
discharged during the week ; 3 died; and 69 remained under treatment on Saturday 


last, being 4 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 


‘he number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 11, being one in excess 


of the admissions for the preceding week, but 2 under the number for the week ended — 


the 29th ultimo: 11 patients were discharged during the week, and 58 remained under 
Sel aes. on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital on the preceding 
Saturday. + 

There were but 2 cases of diphtheria admitted to hospital, being five under the 
admissions for the preceding week and 6 under the number for the week ended the 29th 
ultimo: 10 patients were discharged during the week; and 23 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 8 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 6th instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 36, being 
4 under the number for each of the two weeks preceding, but 4 over the average 
for the 19th week of the last ten years: the 36 deaths comprise 27 from bronchitis 
and 7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. ;

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In 11 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 8 children under 5 
years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the death of one person 
aged 60 years. 

Forty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (26 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old) 
and 63 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians. 

Seventy-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] , 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 260 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 27'2 (26'8 on the North side, and 277 on the South), and in the Suburbs 22°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
1-2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 11 (09 in the North City Districts, and 12 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (7) are equal to an ‘annual 
rate of 13'4 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza 
Phthisis caused 2 deaths, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to anannual rate of 31°4 
per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 
20 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from 
phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of

from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. - 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 360 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and one from whooping-cough. 
Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 267 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, viz.:—one from scarlatina, one from typhus, and 2 from 
influenza.

Dr, J. W. Moore, ¥F.8.MxET.soc., P.R.C.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 13th May, 
1899 :— 


“ At first anticyclonic, fair and cool with easterly winds, the weather after Monday May 8, fell into 
an unsettled, showery and cloudy condition, and electrical disturbances occurred in several districts. 
The week opened with an anticyclone, in the central area of which the barometer exceeded 306 inches, 
lying over Sweden, whence it stretched southwards across the British Isles. Meanwhile shallow areas 
of low pressure lay over Central Europe, thence spreading westwards. By Tuesday the latter 
systems had thrown the weather over Great Britain into a cloudy, unsettled, and showery state, and 
even the east of Ireland lost its sunshine. Tuesday was fine in Dublin, but a line of thunderstorms 
extended from Liverpool southwestwards to Kerry. On Thursday night another outburst of thunder 
and lightning occurred over the §.W. of England and at Roche’s Point, Cork Harbour. <A good deal of 
rain fell in and about Dublin on both Friday and Saturday but the weather remained fine in London 
until Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30'018 inches, pressure being as 
much as 30°436 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.) but decreasing to 29°624 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 50'1°. The mean dry bulb temperature 
at 9.a.m. and 9 p.m. was 491°. The screened thermometers rose to 58'9° on Thursday and fell to 40°6° 
on Sunday. North-easterly winds prevailed until Saturday. The rainfall was ‘605 inch, on five days, 
‘222 inch being measured on Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°035 inches. The highest reading (30°443) was on 
Sunday at 9 4.m., wind E., and the lowest (29°637) on Saturday at 9 p.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45'8°, being 4:0° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Thurs- 
day, when the thermometer registered 57°8°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 32:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 467°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 45:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 36-7 hours. 
The rainfall measured 525 inch. 





At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50:9°, the maximum 66°3°, | 


and the minimum 37'7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 64°4°, the minimum 32:19, and 
the mean 49°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 56°5°, the minimum 35°3°, and 
the mean 45°8°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°01 in. ; Glasgow 0°62 in. ; and at 
Edinburgh 1°14 ins.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17°6 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:0 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°5, and for Edinburgh 18-4. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 24:0 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* ‘The deaths registered in eachof the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha-

DuBLIN ARD SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
182—86 boys and 96 girls; and the deaths to 180—88 maies and 92 females. 

The deaths, which are 7 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 26°8 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 25°5 per 1,000. During 
the twenty weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29-4, and was 
1°3 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Nineteen deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being one 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and also one 
over the number for the week ended the 13th instant: they comprise 2 from measles, 
one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 11 from influenza and its complications, 3 from 
whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, &c. 

During last week as in the week preceding 17 cases of scarlatina were admitted to 
hospital: 9 scarlatina patients were discharged in the course of last week, and 77 re- 
mained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 13th instant. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 8, being 3 under 
the admissicns for the preceding week, and 2 under the number for the week ended 
the 6th instant: 11 patients were discharged during the week, and 55 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, beg 3 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

Six cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, being 4 over the admissions for 
the preceding week but one under the number for the week ended the 6th instant: 8 
patients were discharged during the week; one died ; and 20 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 13th instant. 

Thirty-six deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week and 7 over the average for the 20th week 
of the last ten years: they comprise 21 from bronchitis and 14 from pheumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs.

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METEOROLOGY. _ td

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc,, P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 


the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 20th May, 


1899 :— 


“The weather was very unsettled, changeable and rainy in Ireland and Scotland, more favourable 
in England and on the Continent—at_ least on and after Wednesday, when pressure became high, 
steady and uniform over France and Germany. In the earlier part of the week the distribution of 
atmospheric pressure was cyclonic, but gradients were slight and no strong winds were in consequence 
felt. Very showery weather, however, prevailed and temperature ruled low at night. At 8 a.m. of 
Tuesday the barometer was down to 28'97 inches at Wick. Thundershowers had occurred near Dublin 
on Monday and hail fell on Tuesday. The primary depression remained stationary over the North of 
Scotland and began to fill up, but during Tuesday night a small secondary system moved quickly 
northeastwards across England, causing a great deal of rain in most districts. By Thursday morning 
a new depression had arrived over Ireland, where rain fell abundantly, 1°36 inches being measured at 
Valentia and 1linch at Parsonstown. Scarcely had this disturbance travelled quickly away towards 
N.N.E. when another depression approached Ireland from S.W., keeping the weather in a rainy state 
until Saturday. The air was cold until Friday, when it became genial, On Thursday the maximum 
was only 49° at Malin Head but 72° in London. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29°578 inches, pressure varying between 29'334 inches at 8 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.) and 29°856 inches 
at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 51'3°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 50'7°. On Saturday the screened thermometers rose to 60°92, having 
fallen to 39:99 on Monday. South-westerly winds prevailed. The rainfall was ‘964 inch on six days, 
°358 inch being measured on Wednesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°600 inches. The highest reading (29°884) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29:372) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 49:99, being 0°5° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Fri- 
day, when the thermometer registered 59°49, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 33°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49:99, and of the 
Wet Bulb 46°8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation being 


represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 38-7 hours. 


The rainfall measured *860 inch. 
At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54:4°, the maximum 70:29, 
and the minimum 46°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 58:0°, the minimum 37°4°, and 
the mean 49°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57°3°, the minimum 41°1°, and 
the mean 48°1°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:97 in. ; Glasgow 3:19 ins.; and at 
Edinburgh 2°35 ins.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16:0 per 1,000 persons 
living: the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 16-9 per 1,000, the rate. 
for Glasgow being 18-9, and for Edinburgh 14°6. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts - 
of Ireland was 23°1 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* ‘The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha-

The deaths, which are 14 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 26°5 in every 1,000 of the 
opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 258 per 1,000. luring 
the twenty-one weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29:3, and was 
1‘1 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 


There were only 14 deaths from zymotie diseases registered during last week, being © 


3 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 5 under 
the number for the week ended the 20th instant: they comprise one from measles, 3 
from influenza and its complications, one from whooping-cough, one from cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, 4 from enteric fever, one from diarrheea, one from erysipelas; &c. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 14, being 3 
under the admissions for each of the two weeks preceding: 6 scarlatina patients were 
discharged during the week, and 85 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
8 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 20th instant. 

Nine cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being one in excess of the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 2 under the number for the week ended the 
13th instant: 11 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 50 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. 


The number of cases of diphtheria admitted to hospital is 5, being one under the — 


admissions for the preceding week: 8 patients were discharged during the week, and 17 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 20th instant. 

The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered amount +o 4(), being 
12 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 over 
the number for the week ended the 20th instant: they consist of 23 from bronchitis, 16 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from pleurisy.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 9 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
_ Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 27 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, tuber- 
cular meningitis 10, and cancer 6. 

Four accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 


* Exclusive of 14 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital, 
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In 7 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified.” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 4 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of two persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were register: d during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month old) 
and 45 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, !7 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. : 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
1°0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°5 (2'2 in the North City Districts, and 0'8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0:0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual 
rate of 19°2 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz,:—one from measles and one 
from influenza. Phthisis caused 2 deaths and pneumonia 2. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to anannual rate of 23°9 
per 1,000. They comprise 2 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system and 4 from 
phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual! rate of 
19'9 per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from cerebro-spinal meningitis and 3 
from enteric fever. Three deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by diseases 
of the circulatory system, 3 by convulsions, and 4 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, ex- 
elusive of convulsions, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 377 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 6 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Five deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, but none by any zymotic 
disease, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 244 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotie diseases, viz.:—one from each of the following—influenza, 
enteric fever, and diarrhoea. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from diseases of the 
respiratory system, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 29'1 per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes*the mortality from zymotic disease, 
Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 2, and phthisis 8, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 27th May, 
1899 :— ) 


“The weather remained broken, dull and rainy until Wednesday from which: time it became drier 
and brighter owing to the formation of an area of-high atmospheric pressure in the North-West. 
This system developed in size and intensity day by day, so that on Saturday the barometer rose to 
30°459 inches in Dublin. In the earlier part of the week the distribution of pressure was cyclonic in 
type and complex at the same time. The resulting commingling of aerial currents was accompanied 
with copious and frequent showers, hail falling in places. There was also some thunder and lightning 
—on Tuesday in central England and at Valentia, Co. Kerry, on Wednesday at Roche's Point, Co. 
Cork. As the barometer rose fast on Wednesday, northerly winds became established throughout the 
British Islands, the air dried and the sky cleared. In consequence of these altered conditions, very 
low temperatures were recorded by night, the thermometer falling in the shade to 30° at Wick on the 
nights of both Wednesday and_Thursday ; to 31° at Loughborough on Thursday night or Friday 
morning; and to 29° at Nairn on Friday night. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°002 
inches, pressure ranging from 29579 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, E.) to 30°459 inches at 9 p.m. 
of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 515°. The mean dry bulb reading — 
at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 509°. On Tuesday the sereened thermometers rose to 61°9°,on aturday they 
fell to 38°0°. Northeasterly winds prevailed. Rain fell on the first four days to the amount of 618 
inch, *281 inch being measured on Sunday.” : Y 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:026 inches. The highest reading (30°504) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°601) on Wednesday at 9 a:M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48°5°, being 3°0° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
when the thermometer registered 61°8°, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury 
having fallen to 31-2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°8°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 45°5°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 42-0 hours. 
The rainfall measured *755 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°5°, the maximum 64:29, 
and the minimum 36°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 60°79, the minimum 37°0°, and 
the mean 46°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57-9°, the minimum 37°4°, and 
the mean 44°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°66 in. ; Glasgow 0°21 in; and at 
Edinburgh 0°18 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17:7 per 1,000 persons 
living: the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:9 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°6, and for Edinburgh 20°9. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-raterepresented by the deaths registered last week in the 
[ Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Jreland was 22°4 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* The deaths registered in each of the 
: past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha- 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in sixteen 
of the districts to 7*1 in Armagh; the 3 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising one from simple continued fever. Among the 155 deaths from all

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causes registered in Belfast are 8 from measles, one from typhus, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 2 from diarrhea ; and the 38 deaths in Cork comprise 2 from measles and 2 from 
whooping-cough. 

DuBLin anDd SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
278—140 boys and 138 girls; and the deaths to 14872 males and 76 females. 

The deaths, which are 12 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°] in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 21°5 per 1,000. uring 
the twenty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29:0, and was 
11 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

There were but 13 deaths from zymotie diseases registered during last week, being 
5 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one under 
the low number for the week ended the 27th ultimo: they comprise one from measles, 
one from scarlet fever (scarlatina). 5 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whoop- 
ing-cough, one from cerebro-spinal meningitis, one from beri-ber1, one from diarrhea; Xe. 

Only 3 cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 11 under 
the admissions for the preceding week, and 14 under the number for the week ended the 
20th ultimo: 15 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week, and 73* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. : 

Eighteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 9 for the preceding 
week and 8 for the week ended the 20th ultimo: 17 patients were discharged during the 
week, and 51 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being’one over the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 27th ultimo. 

The number of cases of diphtheria admitted to hospital is 8, being 2 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and 3 under the number for the week ended the 
20th ultimo: 7 patients were discharged during the week ; one died; and 12 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of typhus and 3 of measles: 
4 cases of the former and 3 of the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 36 for the week 
ended the 20th ultimo to 40 for the following week, fell last week to 23, or 4 under the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 23 deaths consist of 11 
from bronchitis, an equa! number from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one 
from croup.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by epilepsy, 3 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, tuber- 
cular meningitis 3, and cancer 4. 


* Exclusive of 16 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital, 
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Eight accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified.” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 4 infants under 
one year old and the death of one person aged 68 years. 

Thirty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (24 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old) 
and 34 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 14 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 5 were octovenarians. 

Fifty-six of the deaths registered during ‘the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse an@ 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and V11.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 215 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 24'7 (272 on the North side, and 224 on the South), and in the Suburbs 14°0, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
. 06 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0'4 (09 in the North City Districts, and 00 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual 

rate of 25°0 per 1,000. Measles caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 

. recorded. Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 3 from inflammatory diseases of the respira-~ 
tory system and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 26'9 
per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza, Bronchitis 
caused 2 deaths and diseases of the circulatory system 3. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
343 per 1,000. One death from diarrhcea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 
remaining deaths comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from 
convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 22°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from phthisis, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 22:0 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from each of the following—influenza, cerebro- 
_ spinal meningitis, and beri-beri. Pneumonia caused 2 deaths, 


No.2 Suuth City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33'7 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from phthisis, 
but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—l he deaths (12) are equal to an dnnuatrate of 15°4 per 
1,000. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any zymotic disease 
were recorded. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 248 per 1,000. Influenza caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Of the 15 deaths from other causes 4 were from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 215; Rathmines, 
131; Donnybrook, 106; Blackrock, 00; and Kingstown, 140. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of one from influenza for Clontarf and Howth, No.1 district ; 
one from whooping-cough for Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of ; and one from whooping- 
cough for Rathmines. Two of the 5 deaths tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, were from 
convulsions ; among the 5 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system ; and 
the 6 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from pneumonia.

METEOROLOGY. . ' 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R.MxT.soc,, P.R.c.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 3rd June, 
1899 :— 2 

“A spell of beautiful summer weather brought May 1899, to a close and ushered in the month of 
June. During the first two days of the week a very perfect anticyclone lay directly over the British 
Islands. It gave clear skies, cool nights, and_ hot sunshine by day, and light winds, varying in direc- 
tion from N. to N.E. in England, S.E. to 8.W. in Ireland, and §.W. to N.W. in Scotland. On Sunday 
morning a minimum of 30° in the screen was registered at Loughborough—later in the day the 
thermometer rose to 64° at that station. On Tuesday a disturbance to the northward of Scotland 
brought clouds to that country and rain to the Shetlands and Orkneys, as well as to the west coast of 
Norway, over which district the depression ultimately passed. On Thursday a new disturbance 
appeared off the S.W. of Ireland, thence travelling in a N.N.E. direction to the North of Scotland, 
where it was central on Friday morning. This system caused thunder and lightning and slight rain 
in both the N.W. of Ireland and N.E. of Scotland. Elsewhere clouds and a fall of temperature alone — 
marked the passage of the disturbance. In London the shade maximum on Friday was 83°. On 
Saturday a third depression began to encroach on the Irish coasts. and much cirrus came up, showing © 
a solar halo. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30'276 inches, the barometer rising to 
20'538 inches at 1 p.m. of Sunday (wind, 8.E.) and falling to 29'954 inches at 9 p.m, of Thursday (wind, §.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 57'4°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9am. and 9 p.m. was ~ 
57°7° The screened thermometers fell to 42°0° on Sunday and rose to 718° on Thursday. Easterly and 
ee winds were the most prevalent. Solar halos were seen on Monday and Saturday. No ~ 
rain fell.” ‘ 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:298 inches. The highest reading (30°534) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29:981) on ‘Thursday at 9 v.m., wind S. . 

The mean temperature for the week was 53°49, being 0°8° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Thursday, ~ 
when the thermometer registered 72°3°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 85:°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55'7°, and of the — 
Wet Bulb 50-2°. The mean humidity of the air was 69, complete saturation being | 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 84°7 hours. 
There was no rain during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 58°4°, the maximum 80°5°, 
and the minimum 37:1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 76:09, the minimum 33°5°, and 
the mean 55°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 73:0%, the minimum 39°5°, and | 
the mean 569°. ‘Che rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°04in. There was no rain in London” 
or Edinburgh.* .

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°8 ner 1,000, the rates varying from 0°U in sixteen 
of the districts to 11:3 in Ballymena; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that 
‘istrict comprising one from measles and one from enteric fever. Among the 138 deaths

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from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 5 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea ; the 26 deaths in Cork comprise 
one from measles and one from diphtheria ; and the 14 deaths in Londonderry comprise 
2 from measles. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
926—128 boys and 98 girls; and the deaths to 16989 males and 80 females. 

The deaths, which are 15 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°2 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 24:5 per 1,000. luring 
the twenty-three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28'8, and was 
10 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Twenty deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 7 over 
the low number for the preceding week, and 4 over the average for the 23rd week of 
the last ten years : they comprise 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 6 from influenza and 
its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, 4 from enteric fever, one from diarrheea, one from erysipelas; é&c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
17 for the week ended the 20th ultimo to 14 for the following week, and 3 for the week 
ended the 3rd instant.rose to 19 lust week: 13 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the week; one -lied: and 78* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
5 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 17, being 
one under the admissions for the preceding week but 8 over the number for the week 
ended the 27th ultimo: 14 patients were discharged during the week ; one died; and 53 
remained under treatment on Satuiday last, being 2 over the number in hospital at the 
_ close of the preceding week. 

Six cases of typhus and 7 of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, a, ainst 3 of each 
disease received during the preceding week: 9 cases of typhus and 18 of diphtheria 
remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The hospital admissions for last week include, also, 3 cases of measles: 6 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hcspital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 23, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week, but 3 under the average for the 23rd week 
of the last ten years: the 23 deaths for last week comprise 10 from bronchitis and 12 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

of whom 8 were octogenarians, and oue (a woman) was stated to have been aged 92 
ears. 
i Sixty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 245 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 292 (29:0 on the North side, and 293 on thie South), and in the Suburbs 13°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal ar annual rate of 
16 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2'1 2°7 in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in 
the South). and for the Suburbs 0°5 rer 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual 
rate of 346 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza, 2 from 
whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and one from erysipelas. Among the 13 deaths from other 
eauses are 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to anannual rate of 31°4 
per 1,000. Scarlatina caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 19 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
18'1 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and one from 
enteric fever. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place). —‘The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32'0 per 


- 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


Pneumonia caused 3 deaths and phthisis 8. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 3671 per 
1,000. One death from enteric fever constitutes the mortality from zymotic.disease. The 22 deaths 


, from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 6 from 
_ phthisis, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual_rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from 
phthisis, No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—'l he deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 28°3 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from enteric fever and one from diarrhaa. 


Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 by phthisis, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 233 per 1,000. Among them are 4from zymotic diseases, including 2 from influenza and 


one from whooping-cough. Pneumonia caused 3 deaths, phthisis 2, and diseases of the brain and 
nervous system 3. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4 : 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 215; Rathmines, 
75; Donnybrook, 106; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of one from enteric fever for Rathmines, one from influenza for 
Donnybrook, and one from influenza for Kingstown. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated 

tor Rathmines were from phthisis, and the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from convulsions.

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish}, to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard Townland, 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna- 
bohilly Townlands to Blarney-street, thence through the centre of Blarney-street and Shandon-street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shandon-street and Blarney- 
street to the Western boundary of Knocknabohilly Townland, thence by the Western boundary of the Townlands of Knocknabohilly

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METEOROLOGY. : 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 10th June, 
1899 :— 


“Throughout this week conditions were anticyclonic, and the weather remained bright and dry in 
nearly all parts of the British Islands—the exceptions were the North of Scotland and the West of 
Treland. In the latter region summer thunderstorms of considerable severity occurred on Tuesday 
and Wednesday. At Leenane, Connemara, something of the nature of a cloudburst took place on 
Wednesday afternoon, rain and hail falling in torrents after much thunder and lightning. On Tuesday 
afternoon also a thunderstorm had been felt in Central Ireland, where the thermometer rose to 82° in 
the shade (at Parsonstown). From Thursday onwards, the wind was more decidedly N.E. and E., so 
that temperature fell, but the weather remained fair. Along the coasts, however, much sea fog 
prevailed. The electrical disturbances in the centre and west of Ireland were determined by the 
setting in of sea breezes from different directions round the coasts, as the heated air inland rose from 
the earth’s surface, On Thursday temperature fell decidedly in Great Britain with the freshening of 
the northeasterly wind, and clouds also increased in that part of the United Kingdom.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°373 inches. The highest reading (30°479) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (30228) on Sunday at 9 A.M., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 58:8, being 3°3° over the average for the ~ 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘I'he temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 72°8°, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury ~ 
having fallen to 42°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59:9°, and of the | 
Wet Bulb 561°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation being — 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20-9 hours. 
There was no rain du: ing the week. a 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61:1°, the maximum 815°, — 
and the minimum 46:4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 78°8°, the minimum 45°4°, and 


the mean 61:9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 74:0’, the minimum 45:99, and | 
the mean 59°3°. ‘There was no rain at Greenwich, Glasgow, or Edinburgh.* *

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15'1), was equal to an average annual,death-rate of 16°5 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17-9 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 17°6, and for Edinburgh 17:0. 


Town Districts or [RELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 21°1 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes

DvuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
217— 105 boys and 112 girls; anu the deaths to 144-80 maies and 64 females. 

The deaths, which are 21 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21°5 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
Institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 20-6 per 1,000. luring 
the twenty-four weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28-5, and was 
1:] under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 18, being 
equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 2 under the 
number for the week ended the ' 0th instant : the 18 deaths comprise one from measles, 
one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 5 from influenza and its complications, 4 from 
whooping-cough, one from enteric f-ver, 4 from diarrhea; &c. 

The cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week amount to 28, against 3 
for the preceding week : 3 measles patients were discharged during the week; one died ; 
and 30 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 24 over the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 10th instant. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 7, being 12 under the 
admissions for the preceding week 10 patients were discharged during the week, and 
75* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital 
on the previous Satur-lay. 

During last week, as in the preceding week, 17 cases of enteric fever were admitted 
to hospital: 12 patients were discharged during the week ; one vied; and 57 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 4 cases of diphtheria: 19 cases of 
the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Twenty-five deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 2 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and also 2 over the 
number for the week ended the 10th instant: they consist of 10 from bronchitis, 13 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from pleurisy.

In 6 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified.” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 3 infants under 
one year old and the death of one person aged 60 years. 

Thirty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (21 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old) 
and 33 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 14 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. , 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week. deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 206 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 23°0 (22'3 on the North side, and 236 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°0, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
16 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2'1 (2°7 in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City. District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual 
rate of 7'7 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from diarrhoea, 


No.1 North City District, West (QSummer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 23'9 
per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 15 
deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 
from mesenteric disease, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
307 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza, one from 
whooping-cough, one from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhoea, Pneumonia caused 4 deaths and 
phthisis 3. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 260 per 
1,000. Influenza caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 


No. i South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 20°4 per 
1,000. They comprise one from influenza (the only death from any zymotic disease), 3 from 
bronchitis, and 5 from phthisis, ' 


No.2 South City Dtstrict (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 253 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the circula- 
tory system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City Dtstrict (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annua! rate of 21'9 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles and one from whooping- 
cough. Four deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 2 by phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).— The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 277 per 1,000. Amongthem are 4 from zymotic diseases, including one from scarlatina, one 
from influenza, and one from whooping-cough. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from 
inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from 
phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0:0 ; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 215 ; Rathmines, 18'8 ; 
Donnybrook, 106 ; Blackrock, 21°8 ; and Kingstown, 84. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabuJated 
for these districts comprise one from influenza for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District. and one 
from diarrhcea for Rathmines, Two of the 5 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drum- 
condra, No, 1 District, were trom diseases of the respiratory system } among the 10 deaths for Rath- 
Mines are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and the 5 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 
from diseases of the circulatory system.

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METEOROLOGY. . 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.B.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., bas favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 17th June, 
1899 :— 


“Until Saturday, an anticyclone of no great strength lay over Ireland, where weather of the most 
delightful character continued to prevail. In Great Britain it was not so fair, and at times clon 
skies and cold northerly winds were reported—in London, for example, in the 48 hours ending with 
8 a.m. of Thursday the maximum was 62° and the minimum was as low as 43°. The reason for this 
was the passage southeastwards across Scandinavia of an atmospheric depression in the interval 
between Sunday and Thursday. In Dublin Sunday was fair and warm throughout. The next two 
days bad cloudy mornings, but the weather became bright and_warm later on. Wednesday was 
brilliant throughout. Thursday and Friday were also very fine. On Friday the barometer began to 
fall somewhat briskly and by Saturday morning a shallow depression had appeared off the N.W. of 
Ireland. A sheet of cirriform cloud now overspread the sky and the week closed with a grateful and 


much needed fall of rain, accompanied by some lightning at night. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30128 inches compared with 30°3°9 inches in the previous week. Pressure ranged from 
30°287 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.E.) to 29'858 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 61'6°, compared with 62'3° in the previous week. The corresponding 
means ot the dry bulb readings at 9a.m, and 9 p.m. were 618° and 62°5°. The screened thermometers 
rose to 744° on Sunday and fell to 490° on Wednesday. North-easterly and northerly winds prevailed. 
Rain fell on Saturday night to the amount of ‘094 inch, bringing to a close an absolute drought of 
23 days duration.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°141 inches. The highest reading (30°283) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°886) on Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm. 


The mean temperature for the week was 58:4°, being 3:0° over the average for the 


corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
when the thermometer registered 74:7°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 39:4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58°6°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 556°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered uration of sunshine for the week was 70:9 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘185 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 56°6°, the maximum 77'1°, 
and the minimum 42°1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 80:0°, the minimum 43:0°, and 
the mean 62:7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 79°6%, the minimum 45°0°, and 
the mean 59°6°. ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0:02in. There was no rain at 
Greenwich, or Edinburgh.*

ENGLAND AND SCoILAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°3 per 1,000 persons 
living: the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 16°7 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 16°6, and for Edinburgh 17°9.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rare of 2:0 ver 1,000, the rates varying from «'V in fourteen 
of the districts to 11-3 in Ballymena; the 3 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from measles. Among the 121 deaths fiom all causes registered

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
205— 92 boys and 113 girls; and the deaths to 143—69 males and 74 females. 

The deaths, which are 5 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21:3 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
Institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 20-7 per 1,000. uring 
the twenty-five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°2, and was 
1'] under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

There were only 13 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
4 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 5 under the 
number for the week ended the {7th instant: they comprise one from measles, one from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 5 from influenza and its complications, one from whooping- 
cough, one from ill-defined fever, 2 from enteric fever ; -&c. 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had risen from 3 
for the week ended the 10th instant to 28 for the following week, fell to 15 last week : 7 
measles patients were discharged during the week; one died, and 37 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 7 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 17th 
instant. 

There were but 3 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, being 4 under the admissions 
for the preceding week, and 16 under the number for the week ended the 10th instant: 
16 patients were discharged during the week, and 62* remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 13 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week, 

Eighteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being one over the admis- 
sions for each of the two weeks preceding: 9 patients were discharged during the week ; 
3 died; and 63 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over the number 
in hospital on Satur-lay the 17th instant. 

Only one case of diphtheria was admitted to hospital, being 3 under the admissions 
for the preceding week: 16 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. 

There were only 14 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
11 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and also 11 
under the number for the week ended the !7th instant: they comprise 7 from bron- 
chitis, 4 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from pleurisy.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 
Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 10 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, vancer 
5, and tubercular meningitis 5.

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Seven accidental deaths were registered. 

Tn 10 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 6 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Thirty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (22 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old) 
and 45 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians. : 

Sixty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] - 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 207 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 21°9 (24'1 on the North side, and 199 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annua! rate of 
09 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 11 (09in the North City Districts, and 1°2 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000, ‘ 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual 
rate of 13'4 per 1,000, One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 28°4 
per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from measles. Two deaths were 
caused by inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 5 by phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
307 per 1,000. They comprise one death from influenza, but none from any other zymotic disease. 
Phthisis caused 4 deaths and convulsions 2. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-plaze),—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 220 per 
1,000, Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 4 from dis~ 
eases of the brain and nervous system. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 236 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz, :—one from scarlatina and 2 from influenza. Two 
deaths were caused by pneumonia and 3 by phthisis, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual! rate of 30'9 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from ill-defined fever. The 10 


deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from tubercular 
meningitis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 90 per 
1,000, One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 233 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including one frominfluenza. Four 
deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 378 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 49'2 ; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 72; Rathmines, 20°6 ; 
Donnybrook, 148; Blackrock, 21°8 ; and Kingstown, 168, The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated 
for these districts comprise one from enteric fever for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District; the 2 
deaths from other causes tabulated for that district were from diseases of the circulatory system. 
Of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 2 were from diseases of 
the circulatory system, and the 11 deaths for Rathmines comprise 4 from phthisis, 2 from convul- 
sions, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions,

The Registrar's District of Belfast Urban, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite 
Queen’s-square, through-the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneil) Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast. Urban, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland and the Municipal boundary to Lowwood Townland ; thence by the southern boundary of 
Lowwood Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York-road, York-street, Donegall- 
atreet, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 


Belfast Urban, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge- 
road, Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary te 
the western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast Urban, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane through the 
eentre of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, East and North, Durham-street, 
Albert-street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence by the Municipal boundary to Old Lisburn-road ; thence through the centre of Old Lisburn-road 
and Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast Urban, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis- 
street, Mill-street, Maraqvis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road to Wilton-street. 


Belfast Urban, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square. Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and Old- 
Lisburn-voad to the Municipal boundary, thence along the Municipal boundary to the River Lagan; and through the centre of the 
river to Queen’s-square, ‘ ; ' 

Belfast Urban, No. 7,-District.—This District consists of the Townlands of Greencastle and Lowwood. 


Belfast Urban, No.8, District.—The Townland of Ballysillan Lower, and parts. of the Townlands of Ballygomartin, Mdenderry, 
Ligoneil, and Old Park form this District. It is situated in the north-west of the City. - 

Belfast Urban, No. 9, District consists of portions of the Townlands of-Ballymagarry and Ballymurphy, together with the portions 
of Edenderry and Townparks Townlands, south and west of a line drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield- 
road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, Grosyenor-street, Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff 
River to the Municipal boundary. - 


Belfast Urban, No. 10, District consists of the area bounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-road and Wilton-street, 
through the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Edenderry Townland at the Forth River, 
northwards along said boundary to the Whiterock-road, through the centre of said road, Shankill or Woodvale-road and Crumlin road 
to the old Municipal boundary, along same to the boundary of Old Park Townland, thence just outside the old Municipal boundary 
to Barleymill-road, through the centre of Old Park-road, Louisa-street, and Walton-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the 
centre of Tennent-street and Shankill-road to the junction of the latter with Wilton-street, 

Belfast Urban, No. 11, District is bounded by a line drawn from the middle of Queen’s-bridge, through the centre of the River Lagan 
to the Municipal boundary, thence by the Municipal boundary, the eastern boundary of Galwally Townland, and the old Municipal 
boundary to Castlereagh-road ; and through the said road, Castlereagh-street, Mountpottinger-road, and Bridge-end to the middle of 
Queen’s Bridge. : 

Belfast Urban, No. 12, District consists of that portion of the old Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying 
north and east of a line drawn through the centre of Bridge-end, Mountpottinger-road, Castlereagh-street, and Castlereagh-road. 

Belfast Urban, No, 13, District consists of the Townlands of Ballycloghan (part of), Ballyhackamore, Ballymisert, Strandtown, 
oe Park (part. of), Ballymaconaghy (part of), Ballyrushboy, Knock and Multyhogy. It extends over a large area in the east of 
the City. 

Belfast Urban, No. 14, District consists of the greater portion of Ballymaghan Townland and the small portion of Ballycloghan 
Townland lying north of Belmont. 


The Registrar's District of Cork, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from St. Patrick’s bridge, through the centre of Bridge-street, 
St. Patrick’s-hill, Wellington-place, Audley-place, and Old Youghal-road to the suburb boundary, thence along the Western and 
Northern boundary of Rathmore Townland, the Northern boundary of Clashnaganniff Townland, the Northern and Eastern 
boundary of Cahergal Townland, and the Eastern boundary of Ballynamought East, Townland, to the centre of thé River Lee, 
thence by the centre of the river to St. Patrick’s bridge. : 

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon- 
street, as far as Fair-lane. ; 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Oork Electoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard Townland, 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna- 
bohilly Townlands to Blarney-street, thence through the centre of Blarney-street and Shandon-street, as far as Fair-lane.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.S0C., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the followmg remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 24th June, 
1899 :— 

“The fair, summerlike, dry weather of the preceding three weeks gave place to a period of 
changeable, cloudy, and at times rainy weather in the period now under review. On Sunday morning 
the centre of a well-defined atmospheric depression lay over the S. of Scotland, the N.E. of Ireland 
and the Irish Sea: rain had fallen copiously in Ireland and Wales, less heavily in Scotland, and the 
breakup of the drought was- extending to England also. Sunday_and Monday were fine days in 
Dublin. On Mondav afternoon a solar halo was seen and the wind shifte1 to E. as a new depression 
appeared off the S.W. of Ireland. » This disturbance advanced slowly eastwards to Cornwall, where it 
became st itionary, leading to heavy rains in the 9, and E. of Ireland, as wellas throughout Wales and 
in many parts of England. At Roche’s Point, Cork, 1:05 inches were measured on Tuesday morning, 
in Dublin ‘206 inch was registered ‘on. Tuesday morning and ‘903 inch on Wednesday morning. On the 
afternoon of the lastnamed day severe thunderstorms were felt from Malin Head to Nenagh, Co. 
Tipperary. On Thursday rain was caused over the §.E. of England in connection with an independent 
depression which spread westward ‘rom Germany. At the close of the we-k an area of high atmos- 
pheric pressure off the S.W. of Ireland had restored fine weather to this country. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 29°755 inches, pressure ranging from_ 29392 inches, at 9 a.m. of 
Tuesday (wind, N.N.E.) to 30°193 inches, at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was ‘77°. The meandry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p,m. was 57 1°. The screened 
thermometers rose to 687° on Thursday and fell to 459° on Monday. Tae most prevalent wind was 
N.W. Rain fell on three days to the amount of 1160 inches, ‘903 inch being recorded on Tuesday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-780 inches. The highest reading (30:199) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°414) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind N. 

The mean temperature for the week was 54°6°, being 25° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98, ‘The temperature was highest on Thursday, 
when the thermometer registered 69°2°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 37:6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 555°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 529°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 36:1 hours. 
The rainfall measured 1°005 inches, 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 60°7°, the maximum 750°, 
and the minimum 50°4°; at Glassow the maximum was 65:99, the minimum 45°6°, and 
the mean 57°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 68°0%, the minimum 49°0°, and. 
the mean 55°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°51 in.; at Glasgow 0:28 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0:71 1n.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 14°9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 157 per 1,000 persons 
living: the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17°7 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 17°6, and for Edinburgh 17°9. 


Town Districts or [RELAND. 

‘The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 20°3 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* ‘The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpba- 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in fifteen 
of the districts to 11‘2 in Tralee; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 1 from measles and 1 from diarrhea, Among the 117 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are 4 from measles, one from scarlatina, 6 from whoop-

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ing-cough, 7 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea ; among the 25 deaths in Cork até 
3 from measles; the 20 deaths in Londonderry comprise 4 from measles; and the 13 
deaths in Waterford comprise 2 from measles and 2 from scarlatina. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
2538— 143 boys and 115 girls; and the deaths to 154—87 males and 67 females. 

The deaths, which are 2 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°0 in every 1,000 of the 
opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 22:2 per 1,000. luring 
the twenty-six weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28:0, and was 
1‘] under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 17, being 
4 over the low number for the preceding week, but 3 under the average for the 26th 
week of the last ten years: the 17 deaths comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
3 from influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
one from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea, 2 from erysipelas; &c. 

Thirty cases of measles were admitted to hospital during last week, against 15 for the 
preceding week and 28 for the week ended the 17th ultimo: 14 measles patients were 
discharged during the week, and 53 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
16 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The decline in the number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, noted in the 
returns for the weeks ended the 17th and 24th ultimo, respectively, has not continued, 
the admissions for last week numbering 10, or 7 in excess of the admissions for the pre- 
ceding week, and 3 over the number for the week ended the 17th ultimo: 15 patients 
were discharged during the week ; one died; and 56* remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 6 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 24th ultimo. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 7, being 11 under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 17 patients were discharged during the week; 2 
died; and 51 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 4 cases of typhus and 2 of diph- 
theria: 8 cases of the former and 9 of the latter disease remained under treatment in 
hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 25 for the 
week en-led the 17th ultimo to 14 for the following week, rose last week to 25, or 3 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: they comprise 10 
from bronchitis and 13 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

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Three accidental deaths were registered. 
In 4 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 


attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 4 children under 


5 years of age, including 3 infants under one year old. 

Thirty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (23 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old) 
and 35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, an@ one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 222 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 24°3 (23°6 on the North side, and 248 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
16 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°11 (1'8 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°6 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual 
rate of 26°9 per 1,000, They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and one 
from enteric fever. Pneumonia caused 2 deaths and phthisis 3. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 
per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from-.zymotic disease. The 
14 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 3 
from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
235 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from diarrhoea, Among 
the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system and 3 
from phthisis, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 220 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and one from whooping- 
cough. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 2 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 236 per 
1,000. Diphtheria caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia and 5 from phthisis. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (13) are equaito an annual rate of 365 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from whooping-cough and one from 
diarrhoea. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. ° 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 24°4 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from scarlatina and one from erysipelas. The 
17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20°4 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotie diseases, including one from whooping-cough. 
Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 2 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 243 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 143; Rathmines, 15°0 ; 
Donnybrook, 21'2 ; Blackrock, 29'1 ; and Kingstown, 112, The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated 
for these districts consist of one from influenza for Rathmines, one from diarrhea for Donnybrook, 
and one from erysipelas for Blackrock. Four of the 5 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock 
and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, were from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; among the 
8 deaths for Rathmines are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system ; of the 4 deaths for Blackrock 
2 were from diseases of the circulatory system; and the 4 deaths for Kingstown also comprise 2 
from diseases of the circulatory system.

Belfast Urban, No. 3, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmari-street, Old Lodge- 
road, Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-stteet, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to 
the western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus.

Lisburn-road to the Municipal boundary, thence along the Municipal boundary to the River Lagan; and through the centre of the 
river to Queen’s-square. 


Belfast Urban, No. 7, District.—This District consists of the Townlands of Greencastle and Lowwood.

Belfast Urban, No. 10, District consists of the avea bounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-road and Wilton-street, 
through the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Edenderry Townland at the Forth River, 
northwards along said boundary to the Whiterock-road, through the centre of said road, Shankill or Woodvale-road and Crumlin road 
to the old Municipal boundary, along same to the boundary of Old Park Townland, thence just outside the old Municipal boundary 
to Barleymill-road, through the centre of Old Park-road, Louisa-street, and Walton-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the 
centre of Tennent-street and Shankill-road to the junction of the latter with Wilton-street. 

Belfast Urban, No. 11, District is bounded by a line drawn from the middle of Queen’s-bridge, through the centre of the River Lagan 
to the Municipal boundary, thence by the Municipal boundary, the eastern boundary of Galwally Townland, and the old Municipal 
boundary to Castlereagh-road ; and through the said road, Castlereagh-street, Mountpottinger-road, and Bridge-end to the middle of 
Queen’s Bridge. 

Belfast Urban, No. 12, District consists of that portion of the old Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying 
north and east of a line drawn through the centre of Bridge-end, Mountpottinger-road, Castlereagh-street, and Castlereagh-road, 

Belfast Urban, No. 13, District consists of the Townlands of Ballycloghan ‘part of), Ballyhackamore, Ballymisert, Strandtown, 
Victoria Park (part of), Ballymacoriaghy (part of), Ballyrushboy, Knock and Multyhogy. It extends over a large area in the east of 
the City. 

Belfast Urban, No. 14, Distzict consists of the greater portion of Ballymaghan Townland and the small portion of Ballycloghan 
Townland lying north of Belmont. 


The Registrar's District of Cork, No. 1, is bounded by aline drawn from St. Patrick’s bridge, through the centre of Bridge-street, 
St. Patrick’s-hill, Wellington-place, Audley-place, and Old Youghal-road to the suburb boundary, thence along the Western and 
Northern boundary of Rathmore Townland, the Northern boundary of Clashnaganniff Townland, the Northern and Eastern 
boundary of Cahergal Townland, and the Eastern boundary of Ballynamought East, Townland, to the centre of the River Lee, 
thence by the centre of the river to St. Patrick’s bridge. 

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon- 
street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 3, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish’, to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard Townland, 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna- 
bohilly Townlands to Blamey-street, thence through the centre of Blarney-street and Shandon-street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shandon-street and Blarney- 
street to the Western boundary of Knocknabohilly Townland, thence by the Western boundary of the Townlands of Knocknabohilly 
and Garranabraher to Killeens Townland, thence by the Southern and Western boundary of Killeens Townland to the boundary of 
the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the centre of the River Lee, thence through 
the centre of the river to the “‘ Cascade,” on the Western boundary of Gillabbey Townland, thence along the Western and Northern 
boundary of Gillabbey Townland to the suburb boundary, thence through the centre of the north channel of the river to North 
Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shannon-street, Clarence-street. Old 
Chapel-lane, Old Youghal-road, Audley-place, Wellington-place, St. Patrick’s-hill, Bridge-street, St. Patrick’s-bridge, St. Patrick’s- 
street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of the north channel of the River Lee 
to the suburb boundary, thence along the suburb boundary to Gillabbey Weir, thence through the centre of the south channel to 
a point in the centre of the river opposite the Custom House, thence through the centre of the north channel, St. Patrick’s-bridge, 
St. Pattick’s-street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 7, District is bounded by aline drawn from Gillabbey Weir through the centre of the south channel of the River Lee 
to Fitton-street, thence through the centre of Fitton-street, Bishop-street, Dean-street, Vicar-street, Barrack-street, Green-street, 
and the Pouladuff-road to the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to 
the centre of the river, thence through the centre of the river to the “ Cascades,” thence by the Western and Northern boundary of 
Gillabbey Townland to Gillabbey Weir. 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Anglesea-bridge through the centre of Anglesea-street, Infirmary-road, 
Sou*hern-road, and Douglas-road to the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral 
Division to the Pouladuff-road, thence through the centre of the Pouladuff road, Green-street, Barrack-street, Vicar-street, 
Dean-street, Bishop-street, and Fitton-street to the south channel of the River Lee, thence through the centre of the south 
ehannel to Anglesea-bridge. 

Cork, No. 9, District is bounded by a line drawn from Anglesea-bridge through the centre of Anglesea-street, Infirmary-road, 
Southern-road, and Douglas-road to the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division at Douglas-bridge thence by the boundary of the 
Cork Electoral Division through the centre of the Douglas channel round by Blackrock Castle and through the centre of the 
River Lee to Anglesea-bridge.

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METEOROLOGY. ; 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, Ist J uly, 
1899 :— | j 

“The weather was unsettled and showery during the greater part of this week, and a sharp thunder-— 
storm occurred early on Wednesday morning. At first temperature was high, but after Wednesday — 
it fell away considerably and both Friday and Saturday were cold days. At first the barometer stood — 
high in the S., low in Scandinavia. On Tuesday a ridge of high atmospheric pressure stretched across — 
France and Great Britain, while the barometer fell in Ireland and over the Bay of Biscay. These — 
changes led to the development of a series of V.-shaped depressions, which slowly passed northeast- 
wards between Wednesday and Friday. Active thunderstorms accompanied these disturbances of — 
atmospheric equilibrium. ‘The east coast of Ireland was_first affected early on Wednesday ; then — 
Great Britain ; finally Holland, Denmark, and Sweden. On Friday a large depression advanced to — 
Ireland from the Atlantic, and the weather fell into a dull, cold and rainy condition. In Dublin the — 
mean height of the barometer was 29933 inches, pressure rising to 30285 inches at 9 p.m. on Monday 
(wind, S.S.E.) and falling to 29439 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected mean tem-— 
perature was 615°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 60°42. On Tuesday the 
thermometer rose to 738° in the screen, on Friday it fell to 490°. The most prevalent wind was W.N.W. — 
Rain fell on five days to the amount of ‘487 inch, ‘240 inch being measured on Tuesday. The thunder- — 
storm of Wednesday morning gave 1'420 inches of rain to Greytones and 1°087 inches to the Consump-= 
tion Hospital, Newcastle, Co. Wicklow.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:950 inches. The highest reading (30°307) was on 
Monday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°423) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W. . 

The mean temperature for the week was 59:2°, being 0°2° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
when the thermometer registered 71°99, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury 
having fallen to 41°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58:9°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 56:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20:4 hours. 
The rainfall measured °485 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62°3°, the maximum 80°8°, 
and the minimum 51°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 66°7°, the minimum 42°99, and 
the mean 56:9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 68:5°, the minimum 46°9°, and 
the mean 57°4°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:74 in.; at Glasgow 2°48 ins. 5 


and at Edinburgh 2°01 ins.* "

| which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, Black- 
‘rock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, and 
portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, Palmerston and Crumlin,* the total 
area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 
Ist July, 1899, 2,820 births—1,425 boys and 1,395 girls—being equal to an annual 
Yatio of 1 in 31-0, or 32:3 in every 1,000 of the population. LL AKG 

_ The number of births registered in the city was 2,231, equivalent to an annual 
_ rate of 36-4 in every 1,000 of the population ; and in the suburban districts named 
above, 589, equal to a rate of 22:5 in every 1,000 of the population, 

- There were registered in London during the same period 33,539—being equal to 
an annual birth-rate of 29-5 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 6,481, being equal to 35:3 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 2,156 
—a number affording an annual birth-rate of 28°8 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
| population, 

_ Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the quarter was 2,306—1,182 males and 1,124 females—affording an annual ratio 


Tse 1 in 37:9, or 26-4 in every 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891 ; 
omitting the deaths (64) of persons admitted into Public Institutions from localities 
outside the district, the rate was 25:7 per 1,000. The average number of deaths 
registered in the second quarter of the ten years 1889-98 was 2,213, equivalent to an 
annual mortality of 25-3 per 1,000 persons ; thus the rate (26°4) for last quarter wag 
1:1 over the average. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants} of that portion of the City of Dublin north 
of the Liffey registered last quarter was 820, representing an annual mortality of 
28-1 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the

number of deaths registered was 516, being equal to an annual death-rate of 19-7 in 
every 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 18,543—a 
number equal to an annual mortality of 16-6 in every ],000 of the inhabitants ; in 
Glasgow the number was 3,560, equal to 19-4 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 

1,329, affording an annual death-rate of 17:8 in every 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion. 

Diseases.—The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration Area during last quarter is 246, being 10 under that for the preceding 
quarter, and 16 below the average for the second quarter of the ten years 1889-98, 
but 35 above the number for the second quarter of 1898. Thirty-seven per cent. 
of the 246 deaths occurred among children under 5 years of age. ‘The annual rate 
per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases during 
last quarter, is 2'8, being ‘1 under the rate for the preceding three months, and ‘2 
below the average rate for the second quarter of the ten years 1889-98. 

Influenza and its complications caused 102 deaths, being treble the average 
mortality under this heading in the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1889-98, 
and forming 415 per cent. of the deaths from all zymotic diseases during last quarter. 
The number for the first quarter of this year was 79. 

The zymotic disease which, next to influenza, proved most fatal during the quarter 
is whooping-cough, which caused 45 deaths, but this number is one under the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years, 

There were 29 deaths from enteric fever, being 3 over the average for the second 
quarter of the last ten years, but 12 under the number for the first quarter of this 
year. The number of cases of the disease admitted to hospital is 153, being 29 under 
the admissions for the corresponding quarter of last year, and showing a decline of 55 
as compared with the number for the quarter ended the 1st Aprillast. 157 enteric 
fever patients were discharged during the quarter ; 15 died; and 51 remained under 
treatment on Saturday, lst instant, being 19 under the number in hospital at the 
close of the March quarter, 


There was but 1 death from typhus, and only 2 deaths were tabulated under — 


the head of simple continued and iil-defined fever. Fifteen cases of typhus were 


admitted to hospital, against 9 for the preceding quarter; 8 cases of the disease — 


remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday, 1st instant. 

During last quarter, as in the preceding three months, diphtheria caused 13 deaths ; 
the number is 5 over the average for the second quarter of the ten years 1889-98, 
but 5 under the number for the second quarter of last year. 

The number of deaths from scarlet fever (scarlatina) is 10, being 5 under the 
number for the preceding three months, and 1 under the average for the second 
quarter of the last ten years. The number of cases of this disease admitted to 
hospital is 144, being 55 under that for the preceding three months and 110 or 43°3 
per cent. under the admissions for the second quarter of last year ; 162 patients were 
discharged during the quarter; 5 died ; and 56* remained under treatment at the 
close of the quarter, being 23 under the number in hospital on Saturday, the Ist 
April last. 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 8 from measles, 12 
tabulated under the head of diarrhwa—dysentery, 4 from erysipelas ; &e. ‘The 
average number of deaths from measles for the corresponding quarter of the last ten 
years was 54, and the average number from diarrhea and dysentery was 24. 

No deaths from small-pos were registered nor were there any cases of the disease 
treated in hospital. 

Diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or pulmonary consumption) 
caused 454 deaths, being 105 in excess of the number for the corresponding quarter 
of last year and 52 over the average for the second quarter of the ten years 1889-98 ; 
the 454 deaths include 258 from bronchitis, 175 from pneumonia or inflammation of 
- the lungs, 6 from pleurisy, 4 from croup, &c.

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The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 91, being 35 under 
that for the preceding quarter, and showing a decrease of 46 as compared with the 
average for the second quarter of the ten years 1889-98. 

Thirty-six deaths were caused by apoplexy, 12 by epilepsy, 91 by other diseases of 
the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 208 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 325 deaths—being 11 above the 
average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1889-98—mesenteric disease 
64, tubercular meningitis 60, and cancer 86. 


Sixty-four accidental deaths, and 6 cases of suicide were registered. 


In 122 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 122 cases, 79, or 65 per cent., were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age: these 79 deaths form 14 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 120 infants under 1 
month old registered, there were 37 (or 31 per cent.) regarding which the cause was 
uncertified. 

From Table II., on page 428, it will be seen that, excluding 64 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
Area, the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 2,242, equal to an 


annual rate of 25°7 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 


and that 116 of these deaths. representing an annual rate of 1:3 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.t The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 28:2 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 19°7 per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 15:5 for Clontarf and Howth No. 1, to 32-9 for No. 1 South City 
(South Earl-street) District. The death-rate represented by the mortality from the 


principal zymotic diseases in the city is 1:5, and in the suburbs 0°8, the rates for the 


several districts varying from 0:0 for Blackrock No. 1 to 1:9 for South City No. 2 
(Castle-street) District, the 140 deaths tabulated for the last-named district com- 
prising 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from ill-defined fever, 5 from enteric fever, and 1 
from diarrhea. . 
Cccupations._—_Table II1., on page 429, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings 
being grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality 
in the several social crades of the population. From this Table it will be observed 
that the deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal 
to an annual rate of 22:6 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the 
Census of 1891; in the “ Middie Class” the death-rate was 20°3 per 1,000 ; among 
the “Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 21:4; and in the ‘General 
Service Class ” and the ‘Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 33°2, |

ages.— Of the 2,306 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Area 


during the quarter, 577 were under 5 years of age, this number being equal to an— 


annual mortality of 624 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1891); 178 were between the ages of 5 and 20, representing an annual death-rate 
of 7-0 per 1,000 persons of that age period : the total number under 20 years being 
equal to an annual mortality of 21-7 per 1,000 of the population at that age (according 
to the Census of 1891) :—388, or 12-9 per 1,000 persons, were between 20 and 40; 
—-516, or 31°6 per 1,000, between 40 and 60 ;—543, or 91:4 per 1,000, between 60 
and 80; and 104, or 228-6 per 1,000, were aged 80 and upwards, including 8 persons 
(all females) stated to have been nonagenarians. 

Pubhe Institutions.—Of the 2,306 deaths recorded during the quarter, 861, or 
37 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz, 455 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 178 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse ; 213 in 
the South Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 15 (those of persons admitted from the 
Dublin Registration District) inthe Rathdown Union Workhouse.

The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* in the 23 districts is 1:9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from _ 
0-0 in Wexford, Clonmel, and Carrickfergus, to 5-6 per 1,000 in Tralee; the 60 — 
deaths from all causes in the last-named district comprising 10 from measles, 1 
from diphtheria, and 2 from diarrhea.

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 22 districts 
during the quarter. 

Measles._Deaths from measles were registered in nine of the districts, the 
total number of such deaths being 124, of which 61 occurred in Belfast, 9 in Cork, 8 
in Londonderry, 21 (equal to an annuai rate of 3:2 per 1,000 of the population at 
allages) in Waterford ; 1 in Galway; 7—equivalent to an annual rate of 2°2 per 1,000 — 
—in Dundalk ; 2 in Kilkenny: 10 (equal to an annual rate of 4°3 per 1,000) in ~ 
Tralee ; and 5—equivalent to an annual rate of 2°2 per 1,000—in Ballymena. The ~ 
number of deaths from measles registered throughout the 22 districts during the pre-— | 
ceding quarter was 105, including 50 in Belfast, 34 in Waterford, 5 in Dundalk, — 
and 8 in Tralee. | 

Scarlatina.—Nine deaths from scarlatina were registered in Belfast, 2 in Water- 4 
ford, 1 in Newry, and1 in Lurgan. The other districts appear to have been free from | 
fatal cases of the disease. 

Typhus.—The only deaths from this disease recorded in any of the 22 districts are 
1 in Belfast, and 1 in Sligo. 

Whooping-cough caused 97 deaths, of which 62 occurred in Belfast (where during | 
the first quarter of the year there were 69 deaths from this disease), 20—equal to | 
an annual rate of 1:1 per 1,000 of the population—in Cork, 6 in Dundalk, 3 ing 
Waterford and Newtownards, respectively, and one in each of three of the other — 
districts. Compared with the number of the preceding quarter the deaths from this 
cause for the 22 districts show an increase of 3, and they are 33 in excess of the s 
number in the second quarter of last year. . 

Diphtheria.—Ten deaths from diphtheria were registered in Belfast : 7 (equal tu 
an annual rate of 2-5 per 1,000 of the population) in Kilkenny, and one in each of — 
four a tee other districts. In 16 of the 22 districts no deaths from this cause were — 
recorde |. | . 

Simple continued and ill-defined fever.—The deaths returned under this heading . 
consist of 3 in Belfast, 1 in Waterford, 2 in Galway, and 1 in Armagh. 

Enteric Fever caused 47 deaths in Belfast: the number is 4 in excess of that for 
the preceding quarter, but shows a decline of 95, as compared with the deaths from ~ 
this disease in Belfast during the second quarter of last year. In Limerick and 
Ballymena, respectively, there were 2 deaths from this disease during last quarter 5 | 
in each of 6 of the other districts it caused 1 death, but in the remaining 13 districts:

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
-198—103 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 156—91 males and 65 females. 

The deaths, which are 7 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°3 in every 1,000 of the, 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 22-4 per 1,000. luring 
the twenty-seven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27'8, and was 
1:0 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Twenty deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being one 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 over the 
number for the week ended the Ist instant: they comprise 5 from measles, one from 
typhus, 3 from influenza and its complications, one from whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhoea; &c. 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which, after having 
fallen from 28 for the week ended the 17th ultimo to 15 for the following week, rose to 
30-for the week ended the Ist instant, further rose to 44 last week : 8 measles patients 
were discharged during the week; 4 died; and 85 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 32 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Thirteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 10 for the preceding 
week: 11 patients were discharged during the week, and 58* remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 1st instant. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 8, being one in excess 


of the admissions for the preceding week, but 10 under the number for the week ended _ 


the 24th ultimo: 8 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 50 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 
The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 4 cases of diphtheria and one case 
of typhus: 6 cases of the former and 7 of the latter disease remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. .

In 7 instances the cause of death was uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness ; these cases comprise the deaths of 3 infants under one 
year old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Thirty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (27 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one month old) 
and 31 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 7 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man anda woman) were stated to have been aged 
90 and 91 years respectively. 

Fifty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for éach District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 22°4 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 25°8 (31'2 on the North side, and 20°8 on the South), and in the Suburbs 14'5, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
2'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2'6 (3'l in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000.

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
235 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from measles. The 11 deaths 
from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28'°0 per

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 8th July, 
1899 :— 


“Qhangeable, but not unfavourable or unhealthy, weather held throughout this week. At first 
temperature ruled low, the mean for Sunday being only 54°8°, or nearly 5° below the average. On that 
day the maximum was 61'1° and the minimum 49°3°. Until Tuesday the weather was determined by | 
a depression, which was central at first over the North Sea and afterwards in North Germany. This 
system brought N.W. and N. winds to the British Islands, with rather low temperatures, clouds, and 
showers. On Tuesday a change occurred and a warm, moist §.W. air current began to flow across 
Treland, where the weather became close and damp. This change subsequently extended _to Great — 
Britain. Between Tuesday and Friday the isobar of 303 inches touched the S. of Ireland. Neverthe-— 
less, some heavy showers fell daily, chiefly late in the afternoon and particularly on the east coast. 
On Thursday evening thunder and lightning occurred in and near Dublin, as well as in Kent, Sussex, 
and Surrey. These local disturbances resembled tropical afternoon thunder-showers, and were no ~ 
doubt due to rapid evaporation during the daytime. Saturday proved fair and warm. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 30°135 inches, pressure ranging from 29°615 inches at 9 a.m, of 
Sunday (wind, W.N.W.) to 30275 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean tem=— 
perature was 618°. The mean, 9 a.m. and 9 p.m., dry bulb temperature was 61°8". The screened — 
thermometers rose to 749° on Wednesday, having fallen to 49°3° on Sunday. The prevailing winds 
were N.W., W., and S.W. The ‘rainfall was ‘326 inch on four days, ‘249 inch being measured on 
Thursday, when a thunderstorm occurred. A solar halo was seen on Saturday afternoon.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30'159 inches. The highest reading (30°297) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°639) on Sunday at 9 a.M., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 60°6°, being 3°2° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
when the thermometer registered 72°8°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 479°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59°7°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 569°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being” 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 29°! hours. 
The rainfall measured *440 inch, q 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62°3°, the maximum 80°1°, 
and the minimum 50°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 75:0°, the minimum 48:9°, and 
the mean 60°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 73-0°, the minimum 48'0°, and 
the mean 60°4°. ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:18 in.; at Glasgow 0:23 ins. ; 


and at Edinburgh 1:62 ins.*

.In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
185—106 boys and 79 girls; and the deaths to 17394 males and 79 females. 

The deaths, which are 31 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°8 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 25:1 per 1,000. During | 
the twenty-eight weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°8, and was 
0°7 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Twenty-five deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
6 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 5 over 
the number for the week ended the 8th instant: they comprise 7 from measles, 4 from 
whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, one from infantile cholera, 
5 from diarrhea, one from erysipelas ; &c. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week is 39, being 
5 un’er the admissions for the preceding week, but 9 over the number for the week 
ended the Ist instant : 17 measles patients were discharged during the week; 2 died ; 
and 105 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 20 over the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. . 

During last week, as in the week preceding, 13 cases of scarlatina were admitted to 
hospital: 17 patients were discharged during the week, and 54* remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 8th 
instant. 

Ten cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during last week, against 8 for the 
preceding week : 6 patients:were discharged during the week ; one died; and 53 remained 
a treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital on the previous 

aturday. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 6 cases of diphtheria (an excess 
of 2 as compared with the admissions for the precedmg week) and one case of typhus: 
7 cases of the former and 8 of the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 20, being 
one under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 under the 
number for the week ended the 8th instant : the 20 deaths consist of 12 from bronchitis, 
7 from pneumonia, and one from croup.

The deaths of 4 children (including 3 infants under one year old) were ascribed to 
convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 33 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, tuber- 
cular meningitis 6, and cancer 11. .

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Four accidental deaths were registered. 

- In 11 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 8 children under 
one year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years 
of age (35 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one month old) and 35 
were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and upwards, of whom 
4 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 97 years, 

Sixty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse. . 


‘The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 251 per 1,000; the rate

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
30 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 4:0 (4°00 in the North City Districts, and 4°1 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City. District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annua! 
rate of 19°2 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from Zymotic diseases, including one from measles, Two 
deaths were caused by phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 35°9 
per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles and one from 
erysipelas, The 20 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 
2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North Clty District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
415 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from each of the following— 
measles, whooping-cough, and diarrhea. Diseases of the circulatory system caused 2 deaths, 
phthisis 7, cancer 2, and mesenteric disease 2, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 


1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from diphtheria and one from enteric fever, The 


12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 31'4 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :--2 from measles and 2 from diarrhea. Two 
deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by phthisis, and 3 by cancer. 


No.2 South Ctiy District (Castle-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22'5 per 
1,000. One death from measles constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Two deaths were 
caused by inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system and 2 by phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23°1 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotie diseases, viz. :—2 from whooping-cough and one from infantile 
cholera, Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 2, and phthisis 3, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 306 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough, 
one from diphtheria, and one from diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 5 by 
phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the death s recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25'2 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 358; Rathmines, 7'5 ; 
Donnybrook, 169; Blackrock, 146 ; and Kingstown, 11'2, The only death from any zymotic disease 
tabulated for any of these ‘districts is one from diarrhea for Donnybrook. The 5 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, comprise 2 from cancer; 2 of the 4 
deaths for Rathmines were caused by phthisis ; among the 8 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from 
phthisis and 2 from tubercular meningitis, and the 2 deaths for Blackrock were caused by phthisis.

Diarrhoal Diseases. 
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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 15th July, 
1899 :— 


“The most striking feature in this week’s weather was the downpour of rain which occurred over 
the east coast of Ireland, St. George’s Channel, the Irish Sea, and Wales on Tuesday, when southerly 
winds and intense heat prevailed in England, while northerly winds and low temperature were 
reported from Ireland. On the day named the thermometer rose in the shade to 85° in London, 84° 
at Loughborough, and 83° at Oxford, whereas the hi ghest temperature reading in Dublin was only 61°, 
at Parsonstown only 57° and at Donaghadee only 55°. During this rainstorm, the measurements were 
1°76 inches at Scilly, 1°69 inches at Pembroke, 1°66 inches at Holyhead, 1°37 inches at Roche's Point, 1°65 
inches in Dublin, and 1'19 inches at Donaghadee. As the depression. which caused these heavy rains, 
passed on to the North of England and to Scotland, severe thunderstorms broke out in those regions, 
but (except locally) the rainfall was not so large. Wednesday night was cold in Ireland, the thermo- 
meter falling to 46° at Parsonstown, and 49° in Dublin and at Donaghadee. After Tuesday’s rainstorm 
the weather was chiefly fair and favourable. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29937 inches, atmospheric pressure ranging between 29°759 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.) 
and 30°135 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 60°2°. 
The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 596°. The screened thermometers fell to 491° on 
Thursday and rose to 701° on Saturday. §.W. and N.W. winds prevailed. The rainfall was 1°683 
inches on three days, 1'402 inches being measured on Tuesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:923 inches. The highest reading (30:163) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29:284) on Tuesday at 9 .M., wind N. 

The mean temperature for the week was 59:0°, being 1'7° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Friday, 
when the thermometer registered 68°3°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 449°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58°4°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 553°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 24°9 hours. 
The rainfall measured 1:585 inches.

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18-4 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 16°5 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 18°5, and for Edinburgh 15-7.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 20°3 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188."

district comprising one from diphtheria. Among the 149 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 4 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 
and 11 from diarrhea; of the 29 deaths in Cork 2 were from measles and one from 
diarrhea; and the 6 deaths in Londonderry comprise 3 from measles. 


DuBLIn AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
182—97 boys and 85 girls; and the deaths to 14769 males and 78 females. 

The deaths, which are 8 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21-9 in every 1,000 of the 

opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 21:5 per 1,000. During 
the twenty-nine weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27:6, and was 
0-7 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 24, being 
one under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and also one 
uw der the number for the week ended the 15th instant: the 24 deaths comprise 4 from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 
10 from diarrhea; &c. Nine of the 10 deaths from diarrhoea were of children under 
5 years of age, 7 being of infants under one year old. 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
44 for the week ended the 8th instant to 39 for the following week, further declined to 
35 last week : 27 measles patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 110 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital at the 
close of the preceding week. 

Fourteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 13 for each of the two 
weeks preceding: 11 patients were discharged during the week, and 57* remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 15th 
instant. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being one over the admissions 
for the preceding week, and 3 over the number for the week ended the 8th instant: 12 
patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 51 remained under treatment 
on aaa, last, being 2 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of diphtheria (a decline 
of 3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week) and one case of typhus: 
5 cases of the former and 4 of the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 30 deaths, being 9 in excess of the average 
for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 10 over the number for the week 
ended the 15th instant: the 30 deaths comprise 11 from bronchitis and 18 from pneu- 
monia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 6 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Seven deaths were caused by apoplexy, 3 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system.

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Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 17 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, tuber- 
cular meningitis 3, and cancer 2. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 6 children under 
5 years of aye (including 4 infants under one year old) and the death of one person 
aged 78 years. 

Fifty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (30 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one month old) 
and 32 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 3 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 7 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 21°5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24°5 (29°0 on the North side, and 20°4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 145, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
3'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°6 (45 in the North City Districts, and 2°8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual 
rate of 23°0 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 40°4 
per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from measles, Bronchitis caused 6 
deaths, pneumonia 5, diseases of the circulatory system 2, and phthisis 2. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
25°3 per 1,000. Five deaths were caused by diarrhea, but no deaths from any other zymotic dis- 
ease were recorded. Among the 7 deaths from other causes are 2 from mesenteric disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 24:0 per 
1,000, They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles and one from diphtheria, 
Two deaths were caused by phthisis and 2 by mesenteric disease. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 29°8 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
and one from diarrhoea. Two deaths were caused by pneumonia, 2 by phthisis, and 3 by diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (6) are equai to an annual rate of 169 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from diarrhea. Diseases of the 
respiratory system caused 2 deaths and diseases of the circulatory system 2. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 14°1 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from enteric fever. Three deaths were 
caused by phthisis., 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 204 per 1,000. One death from diarrhea constitutes the mortality from zymotic discase: 
The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25°2 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 369 ; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 72; Rathmines, 150; 
Donnybrook, 12'7 ; Blackrock, 62 ; and Kingstown, 150, The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated 
for these districts comprise one from scarlatina for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of; one from 
diarrhoea for Rathmines; one from diarrhoea for Donnybrook ; and one from scarlatina for Kings- 
town. Among the 8 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from pneumonia and 2 
from phthisis,

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‘ METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOc,, P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 22nd July, 
LBD Orne 


“Fine and warm until Friday in central and southern England, the weather was changeable, . 
cloudy, and showery in Ireland, Scotland, and the North of England. _Heat which was tropical in its 
intensity prevailed in the London district especially, the daily maxima at Brixton (South London) 
being 79°, 81°, 84°, 87°, 89° and 89° up to Saturday. Both on Sunday and Monday afternoons electrical 
showers formed near Dublin. Those which fell on Monday were at once torrential and partial—thus 
the rainfall in a thunderstorm at Fassaroe, Co. Wicklow, was 1280 inches between 3.45 p.m. and 5.30 
p-m. In Dublin (Fitzwilliam Square) the measurement was only ‘001 inch (one-thousandth of an 
inch). On Tuesday rain fell heavily for many hours after 2 p.m. to the amount of ‘409 inch. Wednes- 
day was dull but otherwise fine—in the afternoon the sky cleared in part, but the evening was damp 
and foggy. Thursday was intensely gloomy, and another downpour of rain yielded ‘560 inch in the 
gauge. At Holyhead rain fell in torrents on this day, the measurement being 3°34 inches. Friday was : 
dull to fine—at night a vapour fog cam? in along the coast near Dublin. Severe thunderstorms were 
reported from Kerry and Clare. Saturday was dull to very fine in Ireland, while unsettled weather 
prevailed in England. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30°046 inches,the barometer 
rising to 30187 inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.) and falling to 29919 inches at 9a.m. of Wednesday __ 
(wind, S,E.). The corrected mean temperature was 634°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. :

and 9 p.m. was 61'9°. The screened thermometers rose to 72°4° on Monday and fell to 539° on Sunday. 
The rainfall was ‘979 inch on three days, ‘560 inch being measured on Thursday and ‘409 inch on 
Tuesday. Easterly winds prevailed. The air was very damp, the mean relative humidity being as 
high as 89°4 per cent.” rq 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of f 
the barometer during the week was 30:064 inches. The highest reading (30'200) wason _ 
Sunday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (29:931) on Wednesday at 9 a.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 61:9°, being 3:9° over the average for the : 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Monday, f 
when the thermometer registered 72°1°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 49:3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 61°1°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 59:19. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 26°4 hours. 
The rainfall measured *826 inch, 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 70:2°, the maximum 88°5°, 
and the minimum 51°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 72°79, the minimum 52:9°, and 
the mean 61°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 70-6%, the minimum 53:0°, and 
the mean 59°6°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:06 in.; at Glasgow 0°52 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°53 in.*

The mortality iast week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 21°6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20-7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17-1 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19°8, and for Edinburgh 14:3.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3°6 ner 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fourteen 
of the districts to 5°8 in the Dublin Registration Area; the 179 deaths fiom all causes 
in that district comprising 13 from measles, 3 from scurlatina, 3 from whooping- 
cough, one from enteric fever, and 19 from diarrhea. Among the 138 deaths from

comprise 2 from measles and one from diarrhcea. 


DuBLin AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
200—95 boys and 105 girls; and the deaths to 191—93 males and 98 females. 

The deaths, which are 31 above the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°5 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 26:7 per 1,000. Juring 
the thirty weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27:6, and was 
0°6 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Forty-three deaths from zymotiec diseases were registered during last week, beg 19 
over the number for the preceding week, and 17 in excess of the average for the 30th 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 13 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever (scav~ 
latina), one from influenza, 3 from whooping-cough, one from enteric fever, 19 from 
diarrhea (against an average of 14 deaths from that cause in the corresponding week 
of the last ten years); &c. Thirty-six of the 43 deaths from zymotic diseases—includ- 
ing 12 of the 13 deaths from measles and 17 of the 19 deaths from diarrhea —occurred 
among children under 5 years of age, those from diarrheea comprising 13 of infants 
under one year old. 

The decline in the weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, noted in 
the returns for the weeks ended 15th and 22nd July respectively, has not continued, 
the «admissions for last weck amounting to 75, against 35 for the preceding week, 39 
for the week ended the 15th July, and 44 for that ended the 8th July: 35 measles 
patients were discharged during the week; 5 died; and 145 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 35 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 10, being 4 under the admis- 
sions for the preceding week : 14 patients were discharged during the week ; 3 died ; and 
50* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the number in hospital 
on the previous Saturday. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which lad risen 
from 8 for the week ended the 8th July to 10 for the following week, and to 11 for the 
week ended the 22nd July, fell to 6 last week: 7 patients were discharged during the 
week ; one died; and 49 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Six cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, being 3 over the admissions for the 
preceding week, and equal to the number for the week ended the 15th July: 9 cases 
of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Twenty-four deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered ayainst 
an average of 20 for the corresponding week of the last ten years: they comprise 13 
from bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Three accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendirt during the last illness; these cases comprise the deatts of 7 infan's under 
one year old. 

Eighty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (54 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old) 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-six of the deaths registered during ths week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse an@ 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As ‘already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 267 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 31'1 (30°3 on the North side, and 31'7 on the South), and in the Saburbs 16°5, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
58 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 7°7 (9'4 in the North City Districts, and 61 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual 
rate Of 26°9 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles and one from 
diarrheea. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, convulsions 2, and diseases of the brain and nervous system, 
exclusive of convulsions, 3. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to anannual rate of 284 
per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from measles, one from whooping- 
cough, and 2 from diarrhoea, Two deaths were caused by phthisis. 


No. 2 North Ctty District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
415 per 1,000. Hight were caused by zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 by measles, one by whooping-cough, 
one by enteric fever, and 4 by diarrhoea. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from inflam- 
matory diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-pla:e).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 24:0 per 
1,009. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles and 2 from diarrhea. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 26°77 per 
1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles, 2 from scarlatina, and 2 from 
diarrhcea. Diseases of the brain and nervous system also caused 5 deaths. 


No.2 South Ctly District (Castle-street)—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 281 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotie diseases, viz.:—one from measles and 3 from diarrhea. Two 
deaths were caused by pneumonia. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 373 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 6 deaths, of which 2 were from measles, one from scarlatina, and 3 
from diarrhea. The 23 deaths from other causes comprise 2 trom bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 
from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from tubercular meningitis, and 4 from convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 32°0 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 5 
from diseases of the circulatory system, 6 from phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric disease, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25°2 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 97; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3 ; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 215; Rathmines, 150 ; 
Donnybrook, 19:1 ; Blackrock, 186 ; and Kingstown, 15°0, The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated 
for these districts comprise one from whooping-cough for Palmerston, part of; one from influenza 
and one from diarrhcea for Rathmines, and one from diarrhoea for Donnybrook. Among the 8 
deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 
2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-strect through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, along the 
Wester boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard Townland, 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna- 
bohilly Townlands to Blarney-street, thence through the centre of Blarney-street and Shandon-street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shandon-street and Blarney- 
street to the Western boundary of Knocknabohilly Townland, thence by the Western boundary of the Townlands of Knocknabohilly 
and Garranabraher to Killeens Townland, thence by the Southern and Western boundary of Killeens Townland to the boundary of 
the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the centre of the River Lee, thence through 
the centre of the river to the “ Cascade,” on the Western boundary of Gillabbey Townland, thence along the Western and Northern 
boundary of Gillabbey Townland to the suburb boundary, thence through the centre of the north channel of the river to North 
Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shannon-street, Clarence-street. Old 
Chapel-lane, Old Youghal-road, Audléy-place, Wellington-place, St. Patrick’s-lill, Bridge-street, St. Patrick’s-bridge, St. Patrick’s- 
street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of the north channel of the River Lee 
to the suburb boundary, thence along the suburb boundary to Gillabbey Weir, thence through the centre of the south channel to 
a point in the centre of the river opposite the Custom House, thence through the centre of the north channel, St. Patrick’s-bridge, 
St. Patrick’s-street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 7, District is bounded by aline drawn from Gillabbey Weir through the centre of the south channel of the River Lee 
to Fitton-street, thence through the centre of Fitton-street, Bishop-street, Dean-street, Vicar-street, Barrack-street, Green-street, 
and the Pouladuff-road to the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to 
the centre of the river, thence through the centre of the river to the “ Cascades,” thence by the Western and Northern boundary of 
Gillabbey Townland to Gillabbey Weir. 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Anglesea-bridge through the centre of Anglesea-street, Infirmary-road, 
Southern-road, and Douglas-road to the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral 
Division to the Pouladuff-road, thence through the centre of the Pouladuff road, Green-street, Barrack-street, Vicar-street, 
Dean-street, Bishop-street, and Fitton-street to the south channel of the River Lee, thence through the centre of the south 
channel to Anglesea-bridge. 

Cork, No. 9, District is bounded by aline drawn from Anglesea-bridge through the centre of Anglesea-street, Infirmary-road, 
Southern-road, and Donglas-road to the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division at Douglas-bridge thence by the boundary of the 
Cork Electoral I)ivision through the centre of the Douglas channel round by Blackrock Castle and through the centre of the 
River Lee to Anglesea-bridge.

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METEOROLOGY. 
. (For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R.met.soc., P.R.c.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 29th July, 
1899: 

* The weather was very favourable almost throughout this week. Fresh N.W. and W. winds, a good 
deal of cloud, a genial temperature, and a scanty rainfall were the leading features. Only in the early 
morning hours of Wednesday did rain fall in Dublin to an appreciable amount and then the measure- 
ment was but ‘030 inch. On Sunday a complex thunderstorm depression still lay over England, where 
thunderstorms and heavy rains had occurred during the previous night. In London the resulting 
rainfall varied from 0°15 inch to 1°70 inches (the latter being the measurement at the Lancet Office, 
Strand). In the course of this day (Sunday) thunderstorms were repoited from Tialee and Portland 
Bill. By Monday the barometer had risen briskly and_ northerly winds, with drier air and lower 
temperature, were spreading over the country. On and after Tuesday the barometer stood high in a 
proad belt extending from the §&, of Ireland to Central Europe, while large depressions passed east wards 
across Northern Europe. Hence the breezy, cloudy weather of the period. In Dublin the mean height 
of the barometer was 30'210 inches, pressure ranging bet ween 29°925 inches at_9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, 
E.N.E.) and 30°425 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, N.W.). ‘The corrected mean temperature was 
619°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 623°. The screened thermometers rose to 
747° on Saturday and fell to 19° on Thursday. Northwesterly and westerly winds prevailed. The 
rainfall measured ‘035. inch, of which ‘032 inch was registered on Tuesday though it fell early on 
Wednesday morning. There was only one ‘rainy day.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°228 inches. The highest reading (30°443) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29:943) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind E.N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 60-0°, being 2°1° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘Tbe temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 73°19, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 47-6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°4°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 57:29. The mean humidity of the air was °81, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 43-7 hours. 
The rainfall measured °185 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 64°8°, the maximum 81:5”, 
and the minimum 49°2° ; at Glascow the maximum was 66°79, the minimum 52°0°, and 
the mean 59:7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 69°1%, the minimum 51°6°, and 
the mean 594°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°97 in.; at Glasgow 0°53 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0:18 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 25°2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 24°6 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°0 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°5, and for Edinburgh 18:6.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 5:4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in sixteen 
of the districts to 9:4 in the Dublin Registration Area; the 216 deaths from all causes 
in that district comprising 18 from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, one from enteric

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fever, 39 from diarrhea, and one from dysentery. Among the 156 deaths from all 
causes registered in Relfast are 2 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 3 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, one from simple continued fever, 7 from enteric fever, and 17 
from diarrhaa; and the 36 deaths in Cork comprise 2 from measles and 5 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. | 
. In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
194— 84 boys and 110 girls; and the deaths to 223108 males and 115 females. 

The deaths, which are 72 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 33°3 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 32-2 per 1,000. During 
the thirty-one weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°8, and was 
0-2 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week amount to 71, being 
45 in excess of the uverage for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 28 over 
the number for the week ended the 29th ultimo: they comprise 18 from measles, one 
from influenza, 4 from whooping-cough, one from _cerebro-spinal meningitis, 3 from 
enteric fever, 3 from choleraic diarrhea, 39 from diarrhea (being treble the average 
number frum that cause in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 20 over 
the number for the week ended 29th ultimo), one from dysentery; &c. Sixty-three 
of the deaths from zymotic diseases—-including 17 of the deatns from measles and 42 of 
the deaths from diarrheal diseases—occurred among children under 5 years of age, 
those from diarrhea comprising 31 of infants under one year old. 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
35 for the week endéd the 22nd uitimo to 75 for the following week, fell to 30 Jast week : 
36 measles patients were discharged during the week; 5 died; and 134 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 11 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 
29th ultimo. 

During last. week, as in the week preceding, 10 cases of scarlatina were admitted to 
hospital: 10 patients were discharged during the week, and 50* remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

Twelve cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 6 for the pre ‘eding 
week and 11 for the week ended the 22nd ultimo: 7 patients were discharged during 
the week; one died; and 43 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, one case of diphtheria (of. which 
disease 6 cases were admitted during the preceding week) and 2 cases of typhus: 8 
cases of the former and 4 of the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital on 
Satu day last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 18, being 
one over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 6 under the 
number for the week ended the 29th ultimo: the 18 deaths comprise 6 from bronchitis 
and 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 12 children (including 10 infants under one year old) were ascribed 
to cOuvulsions.

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Ten deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions) and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 9, tuber- 
cular meningitis 5, and cancer 6. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was ‘“ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 
5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the death of one woman aged 
81 years. 

One hundred and twelve of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week 
were under 5 years of age (68 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one 
month old), and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 4 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As alroady stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 322 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 39°4 (40'1 on the North side, and 38°7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°5., 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
94 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 12°3 (13°4 inthe North City Districts, and 11'4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 25 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual 
rate of 28'8 per 1,000. Among them are 5from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from measles and 4 from 
diarrhea. Three deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 37°4 
per 1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from measles, one from whooping-cough, 
and 3 from diarrhcea. Bronchitis and phthisis each caused 3 deaths, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
45°2 per 1,000. Seven were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—4 from measles and 3 from diarrhea, The 
18 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 50°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 11 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—6 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and 
3 from diarrhea. Phthisis caused 5 deaths and convulsions 2. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (28) represent an annual rate of 440 per 
1,000. Among them are 11 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from measles, one from influenza, one 
from enteric fever, and 8 from diarrhea. Three deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory 
system. ; 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 253 per 
1,000. They consist of one from cholera infantum, 3 from diarrhea, 2 from pneumonia, one from 
heart disease, and 2 from convulsions. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (30) are equal to an annual rate of 38°6 per 
1,000. They comprise 10 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from measles, one from whooping-cough, and 
7 from diarrhea. Among the 20 deaths from other causes are 3 from inflammatory diseases of the 
respiratory system, 2 from phthisis, and 5 from mesenteric disease. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (28) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 408 per 1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotic diseases, including 6 from diarrhoeal diseases. 
Diseases of the circtlatory system caused 3 deaths, phthisis 6, tubercular meningitis 2, and convul- 
sions 2, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37°38 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 97; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0:0; Palmerston, part of, 502; Rathmines, 225; Donnybrook, 85 ; 
Blackrock, 6'2 ; and Kingstown, 60. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
consist of one from measles and one from diarrhcea for Clontarf and Howth, No, 1 District, one from 
diarrhoea for Palmerston, part of, 3 from diarrhoeal diseases for Rathmines, and one from cerebro- 
spinal meningitis for Blackrock. Among the 12 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 
2 from eancer and 2 from convulsions.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.8.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 5th August, 
1899 :—° 


“Summerlike and generally fine weather was enjoyed, but on the Jast two days widespread Elec- 
trical disturbances occurred, owing to the approach of shallow thunderstorm depressions from the 
southward. On Sunday a large anticyclone was central off the west of Ireland, while a deep 
depression travelled eastward across the north of Scandinavia. Fine warm weather prevailed in 
the British Isles, but it was unsettled and_cool in the far North. On Monday the isobar of 30°4 
inches embrazed nearly the whole of the United Kingdom, Sutherland in the N. and Devon and 
Cornwall in the S. alone being excepted. A good deal of fog hung about the coasts at the time, but the 
sky cleared as the day advanced. Great heat was felt on Tuesday, the thermometer rising to 88° at 
Loughborough, 95° at Lorient, 97° at Lisbon, and@ 108° at Rochefort. In Dublin the maximum on this 
day was 75°. The barometer now gave way over the Bay of Biscay, so that on Thursday thunderstorms 
broke out in the south, gradually estending to most parts of the Kingdom, A severe thunderstorm 
passed over Dublin early on Thursday morning, the accompanying rainfall being 300 inch. On Satur- 
day also much thunder was heard, and at night a succession of violent thunderstorms travelled up the 
east coast of Ireland. The mean atmospheric pressure was 30°181 inches, highest, 30°471 inches at 9 a.m. 
on Monday (wind F.): lowest, 29°946 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind. E.N.E.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 643°. The mean dry and wet bulb reading was 63°6°. The extremes were both 
recorded on Tuesday (highest, 75°0° ; lowest, 55°0°). Easterly and northeasterly winds prevailed. The 
rainfall was 2°528 inches on 2 days, 300 inch being measured on Thursday, and 2°227 inches as the 
result of Saturday n‘ght’s storm.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°188 inches. The highest reading (30°481) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind E.S.E., and the lowest (29:956) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 62°19, being 3°1° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
when the thermometer registered 74°19, and was also lowest on that day, the mercury 
having fallen to 49°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 61°6°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 596°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 55°8 hours. 
The rainfall measured 1°645 inches, 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 675°, the maximum 82°2°, 
and the minimum 52°1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 78°9°, the minimum 51°3°, and 
the mean 63°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 79:9, the minimum 53’8°, and 
the mean 64°5°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:09 in. ‘There was no rain at 
either Glasgow or Edinburgh.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 23°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 24:3 per 1,000 persors 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17°9 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19:7, and for Edinburgh 1871.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 5°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in fourteen

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Belfast are 3 from measles, 5 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from 
simple continued fever, 6 from enteric fever,and 15 from diarrhoea; and the 34 deaths 
in Cork comprise 2 from measles and 3 from diarrhoea. T'wo of the 24 deaths in Lon- 
denderry were caused by diarrhoea, as were 2 of the 10 deaths in Waterford and 
both of the 2 deaths in Ballymena. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
205— 87 boys and 118 girls; and the deaths to 214—114 males and 100 females. 

The deaths, which are 59 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 31:9 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 31°5 per 1,000. uring 
the thirty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27:9, and was 
0:1 over the mean rate for the co: responding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Tbe numbe: of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 70, being 
one under the number for the preceding week, but’37 in excess of the average for the 
32nd week of the last ten years: the 70 Ceaths comprise 9 from measles, one from 
typhus, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, 6 from simple 
cholera and choleraic diarrhea, 43 from diarrhoea (being 24 in excess of the average 
number of deaths frum that cause in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 
4 over the number for the week ended the Sth instant), one from erysipelas; &e. Sixty 
of the 70 deaths from zymotic diseases—-including all of those from measles and whoop- 
ing-cough and 46 of the deaths from diarrheal diseases occurred among children under 
5 years of age, those from diarrheal diseases comprising 34 of infants under one year old. 

The cases of measles admitted to hospital during the week amount to 44, being 14 
over the admissions for the preceding week, but 31 under the number for the week 
ended the 29th u.timo: 53 measles patients were discharged during the week; 5 died ; 
and 120 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 14 under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Eleven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 10 for each of the two 
weeks preceding: 12 patients were discharged during the week, and 49* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 5th instant. 

‘The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which, after having 
fallen from 11 for the week ended the 22nd ultimo to 6 for the following week, rose to 
12 for the week ended the 5th instant, further rose to 29 last week: 11 patients were 
discharged during the week; one died; and 70 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 17 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week.

Nineteen deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 5 over 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one over the number 
for the week ended the 5th instant: they consist of 12 from bronchitis and 7 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, tuber- 
cular meningitis 4, ane cancer 8. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 15 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendirt during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children under 
5 years of age (including 9 infan's under one year old) and the deaths of 5 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

One hundred and eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week 
were under 5 years of age (71 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one 
month old), and 42 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 6 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-three of the deaths registered during th: week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 15 tok place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions beiny assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See lables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 31° per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 35'1 (41'9 on the North side, and 28'9 on the South), and in the Saburbs 22°9, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* 11 the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
9'1 per 1,000 inhabitants the rate for the city being 10°9 (12°9 inthe North City Districts, and 90 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 50 ; er 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual 
rate of 55°7 per 1,900. They comprise 9 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles, 2 from enteric 
fever, 5 from diarrhoea, and one from erysipelas. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by 
pneumonia, 3 by phthisis, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 3 by convulsions, 

No. 1 North City District, West(Summ -r-hill).—Vhe deaths (2L) are equal to an annual rate of 314 
per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from typhus, one from cholera 
infantum, and 4 from diarrhea. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from. cancer. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisbura-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
45'°2 per 1,009. Zymotic discases caused 12 deaths, including 3 from measles, 2 from choleraic diarrhea, 
and 6 from diarrhea. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by convulsions. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackball-pla:e). -'The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 380 per 
1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from measles, one from whooping-cough, one 
from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhcea, Phthisis caused 3 deaths, 

No. ¥ South City District (South Earl-street).—Vhe deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 36'L per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz, :—one from measles, one from whooping-cough, 
and 4 from diarrhoea. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 
3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from convulsions, 

No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28'l per 
1,000. Diarrhoea caused 5 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. Of 
the 5 deaths from other causes 2 were from phthisis. 

No.3 South City Dietrict (Peter-street).—lhe deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 29°6 per 
1,000. They comprise 10 from zymotic diseases, viz, :—one from measles, 2 from simple cholera, and 
7 from diarrhea. Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions, 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles, one from simple 
cholera, and 2 from diarrhea, Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circula- 
tory system, and 2 by convulsions. 

Suvurodan Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25°2 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, ], 19°4 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 49'2; Palmerston, part of,and Crumlin, part of, 287; Rathmines, 
188 ; Donnybrook, 296; Blackrock,62; and Kingstown} 210. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated fer these districts consist of one from whooping-cough and one from diphtheria in 
Donnybrook District, and the following deaths from diarrhoea :—one in Clontarf and Howth, No. 
1; Coolock and Drumcondra No. 1; Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, Palmerston, part of, and Rath- 
mines, respectively, and 3in Donnybrook. Twoof the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Palmer-= 
ston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, were from phthisis, as were 2 of the 10 deaths for Rathmines, 
and 3 of the 14 deaths for Donnybrook, The 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of 
the circulatory system.

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ie: METEOROLOGY.

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MEt.soc., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, } 2th August, 
1899 :— ; 

“This week opened with a series of violent thunderstorms and dull, damp weather. It closed with an 
unclouded sky, warmth, and light easterly seabreezes. On Sunday and Monday a large but shallow 
area of low pressure still lay off the S.W. of Ireland, in which country the weather was gloomy, damp 
and thundery with light easterly winds. On Sunday morning the exceptionally large amount of 2°227 
inches of rain was registered in Dublin. The fall was 2°05) inches at Glasnevin Botanic Gardens, 1°390 
inches at the Ordnance Survey Oftice, Phoenix Park, 1°950 inches at Killiney, and 1°615 inches at Grey- 
stones. At Parsonstown the measurement was ‘960 inch ; at Recess Connemara it was ‘830 inch and at 
Belmullet ‘600 inch. On Sunday afternoon thunderstorms occurred at Roche's Point, Co. Cork (‘750 
inch) and Recess (2'130 inches). Oa Monday a thunderstorm gave 1°65 inches of rain to Parsonstown. 
After this, an anticyclone spread southwards over the British Isles and the weather became brilliantly 
fine, so continuing to the end of the week. Cool, dewy or foggy nights were ‘followed by hot sunny 
dauys. On Wednesday night the thermometer fell to 39° in the sereen at Aberdeen. The Parsonstown 
minimum was 43°. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30'156 inches, the barometer falling 
to 29°945 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, H.N.E.) and rising-to 30323 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday 
(wind F.). ‘he corrected mean temperature was 605°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was60°0°. On Thursday the screened thermometers fell to 491°, on Friday they rose to 716", 
There was again’a continuance of N.E. and E. winds. The sky was overcast on Sunday and Monday, 
afterwards clear. Rain fell on Sunday and Monday morning to the amount of ‘037 inch only, Thunder 
oceurred on Sunday. Lightning was seen on Sunday and Friday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°163 inches. The highest reading (30°329) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (29°951) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57°6°, being ‘8° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98, The temperature was highest on Friday 
and Saturday, when the thermometer registered 70°8°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 41:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58°2°, 
and of the Wet Bulb 56:3°. The mean humidity of the air was 89, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 55°5 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured *035 inch. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 63°8°, the maximum 764°, 
and the minimum 51:2°; at Glaszow the maximum was 77°3°, the minimum 41°5°, and 
the mean 58°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 78:8%, the minimum 47°9°, and 


the mean 591°. ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0-28 in., and at Edinburgh 0°14.*

ENGLAND AND Sco mLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 25°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 25°7 per 1,000 persons 
living: the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:3 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 21°3, and for Edinburgh 17°6. 


Town Districts or [nELanp. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 25:0 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpba- 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 5°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in twelve 
of the districts to 12:4 in Portadown; the 5 deaths from all causes in that district 
comprising one from measles and one from diarrhea. Among the 146 deaths from all

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causes registered in Belfast are 5 from whooping-cough, | from simple and ill-defined 
fever, 8 from enteric fever, and 13 from diarrhea; and the 34 deaths in Cork comprise 
10 from diarrhea. Two of the 33 deaths in Londonderry were caused by diarrhoea, as 
were 3 of the 15 deaths in Waterford and 2 of the 8 deaths in Ballymena. 


Dusrtin AND SUBUBBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
184—77 boys and 107 girls; and the deaths to 234130 males and 104 females. 

The deaths, which are 84 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 34°9 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 34°5 per 1,000. uring 
the thirty-three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28-1, and was 
0'4 over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered last week is 75, being 5 over 
the number for the preceding week, but 48 in excess of the average for the 33rd week 
of the last ten years: the 75 deaths comprise 10 from measles, 7 from whooping-cough, 
1 from diphtheria, 1 from ill-defined fever, 1 from enteric fever, 6 from simple cholera 
and choleraic diarrhea, 43 from diarrhoea (being 27 in excess of the average number 
of deaths frum that cause in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and equal to 
the number for the week ended the 12th instant), one from erysipelas; &c. Sixty of the 
75 deaths from zymotic diseases—including 16 from measles and whooping-cough and 
44 deaths from diarrheal diseases—occurred among children under 5 years of age, those 
from diarrheal diseases comprising 40 infants under one year old. 

The cases of measles admitted to hospital during the week amounted to 44, being equal 
to the number of admissions for the preceding week, and 14 over the number for the 
week ended the 5th instant: 51 measles patients were discharged during the week; 9 
died; and 104 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 16 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Thirteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 11 for the preceding 
week ; 13 patients were discharged during the week, and 49* remained under treatment 
on Saturday last. 

The weekly number of enteric fever cases admitted to hospital, which, having risen 
from 6 for the week ended the 29th ultimo to 12 for the following week, and to 29 
for the week ended the 12th instant, further rose to 41 last week: 20 patients were 
discharged during the week; one died; and 90 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 20 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week inelude, also, 3 cases of diphtheria: one patient 
was dishcaryed during the week; one died; and 9 remained under treatment on Satur- 
day last. 

Twenty-nine deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 15 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 10 over the week 
ended the 12th instant: they comprise 15 from bronchitis and 12 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 children (including 5 under one year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 
* Exclusive of 25 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 26 deaths, mesenteric disease 9, tuber- 
cular meningitis 2, and cancer 8. 

Five accidental deaths were registered. 

In 15 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness ; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children under 
5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. . 

One hundred and six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week 
were under 5 years of age (67 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one 
month old), and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 7 were octogenarians. 


Eighty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Work. 
house and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. | 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 345 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 38'5 (41'0 on the North side, and 362 on the South), and in the Suburbs 249, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
94 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 11°3 (15°2 in the North City Districts, and 7'7 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 5'0 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual 
rate Of 365 per 1,000. They comprise 9 from Zzymotie diseases, viz.:—one from measles, one from 
whooping-cough, 4 from diarrhea, one from simple cholera, and 2 from influenza. Two deaths were 
caused by pneumonia, 2 by cancer, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 2 by diseases of the circulatory 
system,

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.B.MET.Soc., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 19th August, 
1899 :— ce 

“Summerlike as to temperature, the weather was rather changeable. At firstan anticyclone covered 
the British Islands. It was accompanied by brilliant and warm weather. On Monday a shallow 
depression moved northwards across the Bay of Biscay. This disturbance caused rain in Ireland 
(‘54 inch at Parsonstown) and North Wales on Tuesday morning—the measurement in Dublin was ‘15 
inch. During the day a thunderstorm depression passed quickly across Englani towards E.N.E. In 
London the sky was unusually angry-looking for a while, and a whirlwind passed over the S.W. and 
S. suburbs between 4.30 and 5 p.m., but only a little lightning occurred without rain. In Buckingham- 
shire and Oxfordshire the rain and hail were heavy—at Oxford ‘87 inch was registered. Before the 
storm the thermometer had risen to 89° in London and 84° at Oxford. Between Wednesday and 
Friday fresh to strong W. and N.W. winds blew in Scotland, Ireland, and the northern half of England. 
These were caused by a large and deep depression which swept rapidly eastwards from the N. of 
Seotland to Sweden. As this cyclonic disturbance passed off, a new anticyclone spread over Ireland 
and England from S.W., and the weather became very warm and fine. In Dublin the mean pressure 
was 30'173 inches, the barometer ranging between 30:007 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.) and 
30267 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 635°. The 
mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 627° The screened thermometers rose to 73°T°, 
on both Monday and Friday and fell to 511° on Thursday. The wind was easterly at first, westerly 
to north-westerly from Tuesday inclusive. The rainfall was ‘152 inch, ‘149 being registered on Monday, 
the only ‘rainy’ day.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30'175 inches. The highest reading (30°263) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (30°011) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 61:0°, being 2:2° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Monday, 
when the thermometer registered 73°3°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 44:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°8°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 581°. The mean humidity of the air was 86, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 56°8 hours. 
The rainfall measured *195 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 66°5°, the maximum 90:09, 
and the minimum 53°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 80°5°, the minimum 50°5°, and 
the mean 60:9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 71°5°, the minimum 49°0°, and 
the mean 59°5°. ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0-22 in., and at Edinburgh 0°03 in. 
There was no rain at Greenwich.*

The deaths of 7 children (all under one year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 


Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) anu 10 by diseases of the circulatory system.

Kight accidental deaths were registered. 

In 3 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these three cases are of infants under one year old. 

One hundred and two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week 
were under 5 years of age (59 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one 
month old), and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 12 persons aged 70 and 
peerenes of whom 5 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 
90 years. 

Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 21 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 30°7 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 34°5 (35°7 on the North side, and 33'4 on the South), and in the Saburbs 21°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
98 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 11'1 (12° inthe North City Districts, and 98 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 70 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual 


rate of 30°7 per 1,000. They comprise 8 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—6 from diarrhcea, one from ~ 


simple cholera, and one from influenza. Three deaths occurred from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 19°5 
per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—twofrom measles, 2 from diarrhoea, and 
one from simple cholera. Of the 8 remaining deaths 2 were caused by phthisis, 


No. 2 North Cliy District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (24) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
43°3 per 1,000. They comprise 11 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—two from measles, 2 from enteric fever, 
6 from diarrhea, and one from simple cholera. Two deaths were caused by cancer and 4 by dis- 
eases of the respiratory system, — 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (27) represent an annual rate of 64°0 per 
1,000. Of the nine caused by zymotic diseases, six were from measles and 2 from diarrhoea. Five 
deaths were due to phthisis and 3 to pneumonia. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (28) represent an annual rate of 44°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 10 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—three from measles, one from enteric fever, 
and 6 from diarrhea. The 18 deaths from other causes include 4 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, and 2 from cancer. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Six of them were caused by zymotic diseases, viz.:—one by measles and 5 by diarrhoea, In 
the remaining 5 deaths are included 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23'1 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—two from measles and one from diarrhea. 
Three deaths were caused by phthisis, 3 by bronchitis, and 2 by pneumonia, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Ganal-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 36'4 per 1,000, Six were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—two from measles, 2 from enteric fever, 
one from diarrhoea, and one from influenza, Three deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and 
nervous system, and 2 by phthisis,

Belfast Urban, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, 01d Lodge- 
road, Peter’s-hill, Shankili-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to 
the western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast Urban, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane through the 
centre of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, East and North, Durham-street, 
Albert-street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence by the Municipal boundary to Old Lisburn-road ; thence through the centre of Old Lisburn-road 
and Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 


Belfast Urban, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis- 
street, Mill-street, Maravis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road to Wilton-street. 


Belfast Urban, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-stzveet, Albert-street, Durham-strect, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square. Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and Old- 


Lisburn-road to the Municipal boundary, thence along the Municipal boundary to the River Lagan ; and through the centre of the 
river to Queen’s-square. 


Belfast Urban, No. 7, District.—This District consists of the Townlands of Greencastle and Lowwood. 


Belfast Urban, No. 8, District.—The Townland of Ballysillan Lower, and parts of the Townlands of Ballygomartin, Mdenderry, 
Ligoneil, and Old Park form this District. It is situated in the north-west of the City. 

Belfast Urban, No. 9, District consists of portions of the Townlands of Ballymagarry and Ballymurphy, together with the portions 
of Edenderry and Townparks Townlands, south and west of a line drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield- 
road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, Grosyenor-street, Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff 
River to the Municipal boundary.

Belfast Urban, No. 18, District consists of the Townlands of Ballycloghan (part of), Ballyhackamore, Ballymisert, Strandtown, 
Victoria Park (part of), Ballymaconaghy (part of), Ballyrushboy, Knock and Multyhogy.

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METEOROLOGY.

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc., P.R.c.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 26th August, 
1899 :.— ; 


“Warm, summerlike weather was once more dominant. Only on Friday was there a temporary 
break, and this scarcely affected Dublin. In the SW.and W. of Ireland, however, there was a heavy 
rainfall on Thursday afternoon and Friday morning—the measurements at 8 a.m. of Friday were 
2:22 inches at Valentia, and ‘67’ inch at Belmullet. In Dublin only ‘003 inch was registered, and at 
Roche's Point, Cork, ‘15 inch fell. . Until Wednesday an anticyclone of medium intensity hung directly 
over the British Isles, where the weather was quiet, fair and warm by day, cool and foggy by night— 
even in London the thermometer sank to 48° on Monday night, when so low a reading as 44° was 
recorded at Loughborough. Monday morning was very foggy in Dublin, but after 10 a.m. the vapour- 
fog dispersed and brilliant sunshine took its place. All this time atmospheric pressure was relatively 
low both in the Mediterranean Basin and in the North of Europe. In the latter region cold, rainy 
weather prevailed at first,and on Thursday night the thermometer fell to 34° at Haparanda. On and 
after Wednesday the barometer fell in the West and a low pressure area was found over Ireland on 
Friday. This caused thunder rains in this country, but only an increase of heat and S. winds in 
England, the thermometer in London rising to 88° on Thursday and to 90° on Friday. In Dublin the 
mean atmospheric pressure was 30°108 inches—the highest being 30°299 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday 
(wind, E.N.E.) and 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, E.), the lowest being 29820 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday 
(wind. E.S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 65°0°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 640° The screened thermometers rose to 77°8°, on Thursday and fell to 53°6° on Monday. 
The rainfall was only ‘012 inch, of which ‘009 was registered on Saturday, the only ‘rainy day.’” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 


the barometer during the week was 30°107 inches. The highest reading (30'297) was on 


Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind calm, and the lowest (29°809) on Friday at 9 a.M., wind K. 

The mean temperature for the week was 61:7°, being 4°8° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Thursday, 
when the thermometer registered 77°9°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury havin 
fallen to 46°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 62:8°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 59-79. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 71°9 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured ‘095 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 66°4°, the maximum 89°3°, 
and the minimum 47:2°; and at Glasgow the maximum was 83:99, the minimum 49:0°, 
and the mean 67:2°. ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°11 in. There was no rain at 
Greenwich.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 22°1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 25°5 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 24'1 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 26-4, and for Edinburgh 23°0. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 
The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 


the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 25°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.° ‘The deaths registered in each of the 
pet four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, a'pha-

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 6°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in eight of 
the districts to 21°4 in Armagh ; the 4 deaths from all causes in that district including 
3 from diarrhea. Among the 162 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are |

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from measles, 6 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, and 33 from diarrhea; and 
the 40 deaths in Cork include 2 from measles and 9 from diarrhea. 


DuBLiIn anD SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
194—86 boys and 108 girls; and the deaths to 20593 maies and 112 females. 

The deaths, which are 44 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 30°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 294 per 1,000. luring the thirty- 
five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28:3, and was 0°8 over 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

‘The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered last week is 68, being six 
under the number for the preceding week, but 35 in excess of the average forthe 35th week 
of the last ten years: the 68 deaths comprise 14 from measles, 1 from influenza, 3 
from whocping-cough, 1 frem diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, 7 from simple cholera 
and choleraic diarrhea, 36 from diarrhoea (being 16 in excess of the average number of 
deaths from that cause in the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 3 under the 
number for the week ended the 26th ultimo), one from pyemia; &c. Fifty-seven of 
the 68 deaths from zymotic diseases—-including 14 from measles, 3 from whooping- 
cough and 38 from diarrheal diseases—occurred among children under 5 years of age, 
those from diarrheal diseases comprising 29 infants under one year old. 

The cases of measles admitted to hospital during the week amounted to 39, being 27 
under the number for the preceding week, and 5 under that for the week ended the 19th 
ultimo : 31 measles patients were discharged during the week ; 8 died; and 130 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Four cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 11 for the preceding week, 
and 13 for the week ended the 19th ultimo: 2 patients were discharged during the week ; 
one died; and 47* remained under treatment on Saturday last. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, having risen from 29 for 
the week ended the 12th ultimo to 41 for the following week, and to 64 for the week 
ended the 26th ultimo, fell to 47 last week: 12 patients were discharged during the 
week; one died; and 180 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 34 over 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The admissions to hospital include one case of typhus fever and 2 of diphtheria: 3 
diphtheria patients were discharged during the week,; one died; and 2 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last. 

Thirteen deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 2 
under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 11! under the 
number for the week ended the 26th ultimo: they consist of 7 from bronchitis and 6 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. |

Te deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

One death was caused by apoplexy, 1 by epilepsy, 6 by other diseases of the brain 
and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions) and 13 by diseases of the circulatory 
system.

: cular meningitis 6, and cancer 6. 

Five accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 17 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendaut during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 13 children under 
5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

One hundred and ten of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week 
were under 5 years of age (62 being infants under one year, of whom 11,were under one 
month old), and 26 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 12 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 3 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 2 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. . 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 294 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 345 (392 on the North side, and 30°1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°4. 





The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
8°7 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 10°9 (11°6 in the North City Districts, and 10°2 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs $°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North Clty District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual 
rate of 30°7 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles, 3 from 
diarrhoea, and one from simple cholera. Three deaths were caused by phthisis and 3 by diseases of 
the digestive system. 











No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (31) are equal to an annual rate of 46°4 
per 1,000. Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, which include one from measles, 1 from enteric 
fever, and 5 from diarrhea. Convulsions caused 5 deaths, pneumonia 2, and mesenteric disease 2. 





No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
$7°9 per 1,000. They comprise 6 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—two from measles, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 2 from diarrhea. Six deaths were caused by phthisis, and 4 by diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 400 per 
1,000. Twelve of these were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—six from measles, 3 from diarrhoea, 2 
from simple cholera, and 1 from pyemia. Of the remaining 8 deaths, 2 were caused by tubercular 
meningitis. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 267 per 
1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one each from measles, whooping-cough, 
diphtheria, and enteric fever, 2 from diarrhoea, and 1 from influenza. Two deaths were caused by 
phthisis and 2 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000, The deaths from zymotic diseases were 2 in number, caused by diarrhea, Three of the 
remaining 9 deaths were caused by convulsions amd 2 by pneumonia. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 27'0 per 
1,000. They comprise 10 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles, 1 from whooping-cough, 
and 8 from diarrhoea. Diseases of the digestive system caused 3 deaths, and 2 were due to mesenteric 
disease. m 34 

No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annua 
rate of 364 per 1,000. Seven were caused by zymotic diseases, viz, :—one by measles and 6 by 
diarrhea. Of the 18 remaining deaths 2 were caused by bronchitis, 3 by diseases of the brain and 
nervous system, and 2 by phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Goolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 72; Rathmines, 
188; Donnybrook, 381; Blackrock, 00; and Kingstown, 9°0. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of one from diarrhoea in Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, one from 
measles in Rathmines, one from whooping-cough, 3 from diarrhea, and 4 from simple cholera in 
Donnybrook, and one from diarrhea in Kingstown.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.MET.s0c., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 2nd September, 


1829. - 

“The weather underwent a complete change at the beginning of this week. Summer passed away 
and autumn with its showers and chills took its place. | Sunday was in Dublin the only really warm 
day of the period, the thermometer rising to 73°—a reading which, however, fell short of the maximum 
in London (85°) by 12°F. Throughout the week a_ cyclonic distribution of atmospheric pressure 
prevailed over the British Isles, depression after depression arriving in rapid succession on our 
western coasts from the Atlantic. These disturbances caused heavy thunder-showers in almost all 


ublin, on the contrary, the downpour was particularly heavy and on Thursday ‘696 inch of rain was 
measured in the city, compared with only ‘190 inch at Greystones, Co. Wicklow, and ‘261 inch at 
Newcastle, Co. Wicklow. The liberal rainfall and lower temperature cannot fail to check the 
prevalence of diarrhoeal diseases in the Irish capital. The mean height of the barometer in Dublin 


- <Atthe Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:740 inches. The highest reading (29°861) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.M., wind W., and the lowest (29°605) on Tuesday at 9 P.M., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 59:1”, being 3°4° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
when the thermometer registered 71°2°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having 
fallen to 45°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57°8°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 55:4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 37°8 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured 1°295 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 63°5°, the maximum 84°2°, 
and the minimum 52°1°; and at Glasgow the maximum was 71:2°, the minimum 459°, 
and the mean 59°2°; and at Ediuburgh the maximum was 68°6°, the minimum 48°0°, 
and the mean 59°4°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:29 in. ; at Glasgow 1:00 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0°39 _in,*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 22'2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 25-2 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22°6 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 23°3, and for Edinburgh 21:2.

Among the 159 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 
4 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, and 19 from diarrhea; and the 40 deaths

DuBLin AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
198—96 boys and 102girls; and the deaths to 251140 males and 111 females. 

The deaths, which are 93 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 37°4 1m every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 36:7 per 1,000. uring the thirty- 
six weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°5, and was 1‘2 over 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered last week is 83, being 15 
over the number for the preceding week, and 54 in excess of the average forthe 36th week 
of the last ten years: the 83 deaths comprise 17 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever 
(searlatina), 2 from influenza, 2 from whocping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 7 from enteric 
fever, 5 from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhoea; 42 from diarrhea (being 26 in 
excess of the average number of deaths from that cause in the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, and 6 over the number for the week ended the 2nd instant), one from 
anthrax, one from erysipelas; &c. Fifty-nine of the 83 deaths from zymotic diseases—~ 
including 15 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, and 39 from diarrheal diseases—occurred 
among children under 5 years of age, those from diarrhceal diseases comprising 25 
infants under one year old. 

The cases of measles admitted to hospital during the week amounted to 43, being 4 
over the number for the preceding week, but 23 under that for the week ended the 26th 
ultimo : 40 measles patients were discharged during the week ; 6 died; and 127 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Seven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 4 for the preceding week, 
and 11 for the week ended the 26th ultimo: 8 patients were discharged during the week ; 
one died; and 45* remained under treatment on Saturday last. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which, having risen from 
4l for the week ended the 19th ultimo to 64 for the following week, fell to 47 for the 
week ended the 2nd instant, rose to 61 last week: 25 patients were discharged during 
the week ; 2 died; and 214 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 34 over 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The admissions to hospital include 3 cases of typhus fever and one of diphtheria: 3 
cases of the former disease and 2 of the l.tter remained under treatment on Saturday 
last. 

Thirty-one deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 13 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 18 over the 
number for the week ended the 2nd instant: they consist of 18 from bronchitis and 13 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 children (including 6 under 5 years of age, of whom 4 were infants 
under one year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 


Nine deaths were caused by other diseases of the brain and nervous system, and 6 
by diseases of the circulatory system.

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Six accidental deaths were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the death of a person aged 
89 years. 

One hundred and eleven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week 
were under 5 years of age (57 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one 
month old), and 42 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 8 were octogenarians. 

One hundred and two of the deaths registered during th: week occurred in hospitals 
and other public institutions; of this number 24 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 37 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 


the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 


the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 367 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 42'4 (45°0 on the North side, and 39°9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 23°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
107 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 12°1 (12°5 inthe North City Districts, and 11°'8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 7°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual 
rate of 48°0 per 1,000. They include 7 from zymotic diseases, 5 of which were from measles. Three 
deaths were caused by phthisis, 2 by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, and 
2 by diseases of the digestive system. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill),—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 43°4 
per 1,000. Of the 11 deaths from zymotic diseases, 3 were caused by measles, one by diphtheria, 
one by enteric fever, and 4 by diarrhoea. Three deaths were due to pneumonia, 2 to bronchitis, 2 to 
tonvulsions, and 2 to phthisis, j 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (28) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
50°6 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles, one from whooping- 
cough, and one from simple cholera. Six deaths were caused by phthisls, 4 by bronchitis, 3 by 
mesenteric disease, and 2 by tubercular meningitis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— ‘The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 380 per 
1,000. Eleven of these were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from measles, one from searlatina, 2 from 
enteric fever, 5 from diarrhea, and one from simple cholera. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (37) represent an annual rate of 58'l per 
1,000. Among them are 15 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—5 from measles, one from enteric fever, 7 
from diarrhoea, one from simple cholera, and one from influenza, Phthisis caused 2 deaths, convul- 
sions 2, and pneumonia 2. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 59°0 per 
1,000. They include 7 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from ill-defined fever and 6 from diarrhea, 
Of the 14 remaining deaths 4 were caused by phthisis, 3 by pneumonia, and 2 by bronchitis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 29°6 per 
1,000. The deaths from zymotie diseases were 5 in number, caused by diarrhoea. There were 4 
deaths from phthisis and 5 from bronchitis. 


No. 4 South Céty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 248 per 1,000. They include 5 from zymotic diseases, one of which was from searlatina, and 
3 from diarrhoea. Four deaths were due to phthisis and 2 to diseases of the circulatory system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths rec orded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 ber 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 194; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 615 ; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 215; Rathmines, 
244; Donnybrook, 233; Blackrock, 12'4; and Kingstown, 24:0, The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts comprise one from diarrhoea in Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, one from 
diarrhoea and one from influenza in Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1; one from enteric fever and 2 
from diarrhcea in Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, one from enteric fever and one from diarrhea in 
Palmerston, part of ;one from whooping-cough, 4 from diarrhoea, and one from simple cholera in 
Rathmines; one from diarrhoea and one from simple cholera in Donnybrook, and one from enteric 
fever and one from diarrhoea in Kingstown.

Belfast Urban, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland and the Municipal boundary to Lowwood Townland ; thence by the southern boundary of 
Lowwood Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York-road, York-street, Donegall- 
street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast Urban, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge- 
road, Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to 
the western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Cireus.

Belfast Urban, No. 11, District is bounded by a line drawn from the middle of Queen’s-bridge, through the centre of the River Lagan 
to the Municipal boundary, thence by the Municipal boundary, the eastern boundary of Galwally Townland, and the old Municipal 
boundary to Castlereagh-road ; and through the said road, Castlereagh-street, Mountpottinger-road, and Bridge-end to the middle of 
Queen’s Bridge. 

Belfast Urban, No. 12, District consists of that portion of the old Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying 
north and east of a line drawn through the centre of Bridge-end, Mountpottinger-road, Castlereagh-street, and Castlereagh-road. 

Belfast Urban, No. 18, District consists of the Townlands of Ballycloghan (part of), Ballyhackamore, Ballymisert, Strandtown, 
are Park (part of), Ballymaconaghy (part of), Ballyrushboy, Knock and Multyhogy.

e City. 

Belfast Urban, No. 14, District consists of the greater portion of Ballymaghan Townland and the small portion of Ballycloghan

The Registrar’s District of Cork, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from St. Patrick’s bridge, through the centre of Bridge-street, 
St. Patrick’s-hill, Wellington-place, Audley-place, and Old Youghal-road to the suburb boundary, thence along the Western and 
Northern boundary of Rathmore Townland, the Northern boundary of Clashnaganniff Townland, the Northern and Eastern 
boundary of Cahergal Townland, and the Eastern boundary of Ballynamought East, Townland, to the centre of the River Lee, 
thence by the centre of the river to St. Patrick’s bridge. 

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of -Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon- 
street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish}, to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard Townland, 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna- 
bohilly 'ownlands to Blarney-street, thence through the centre of Blarney-street and Shandon-street, as far as Fair-lane.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc,, P.R.C.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 9th September, 
1899: “1 

“The weather was again generally favourable, though somewhat changeable and after Tuesday 
cooler than for a long time back. Sunday and Monday were beautiful days, and the sun possessed 
great power. On Monday a large but not deep depression passel1 northwards along the W. coast of 
Treland. It caused some rain in the W.and N. of this country and throughout Scotland, but merely a 
rise of temperature in England, the thermometer reaching 82° in London. By Tuesday morning a sub- 
sidiary depression had arrived off the mouth of the English Channel, causing cool N.W. winds in 
Treland and a break in the weathez in England, where thunderstorms became rife. In London the 
thermometer rose to 89° in the afternoon. Wednesday was cool and fair in Dublin, but at midday a 
severe thunderstorm accompanied by torrential rain, broke over London. The rainfall at Brixton (S. 
London) in the half hour from 0.15 p.m. to 0.45 p.m. amounted to 1°01 inches. Thursday was a brilliant 
day in Dublin, whereas thunder and lightning continued to prevail in England and extended to France 
The last two days were cool, and showers fell on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the baro- 
meter was 30°025 inches, pressure ranging from 29°824 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, 8.W.) to 30°273 
inches at 9a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 60°8°. The mean 
dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 603°. The screened thermometers rose to 71'8° on Monday 
and fell to 47°19 on Thursday. 8.W. to N.W. winds were prevalent. Rain fell on three days to the amount 
of ‘172 inch, ‘131 inch being received on Thursday. Lightning was seen on Tuesday night.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-042 inches. The highest reading (30°280) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°839) on Monday at 9 p.M., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 591°, being 2°7° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘lhe temperature was highest on Sanday, 
when the thermometer registered 71:09, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury having 
fallen to 43-4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59°5°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 56:49. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 37°3 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured ‘150 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 65°6°, the maximum 87°3°, 
and the minimum 47:9° ; and at Glasgow the maximum was 71°4°, the minimum 46:0°, 
and the mean 57°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 70°19, the minimum 49°5°, 
and the mean 59:0°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°54 in. ; at Glasgow 0°19 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0-09 in.*

‘In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
236—115 boys and 121 girls; and the deaths to 235—111 males and 124 females. 

The deaths, which are 77 in excess of the average number for the corresponding week 
of the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 35:1 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 34°3 per 1,000. uring the thirty- 
seven weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°7, and was 1°5 over 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered last week is &8, being 5 
over the number for the preceding week, and 59 in excess of the average forthe 37th week 
of the last ten years: the 88 deaths comprise 23 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 1 from whocping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 9 from enteric fever, 5 from 
simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea, 45 from diarrhcea (being 30 in excess of the 
average number of deaths from that cause in the corresponding week of the last ten 
years, and 3 over the number for the week ended the 9th instant), one from puerperal 
fever; &c. Sixty-seven of the 88 deaths from zymotic diseases--including 17 from 
measles and 47 from diarrheal diseases—occurred among children under 5 years of age, 
those from diarrheal diseases comprising 34 infants under one year old. 

The cases of measles admitted to hospital last week amounted to 41, being 2 under 
the number for the preceding week, but 2 over the number for the week ended the 2nd 
instant: 32 measles patients were discharged during the week; 7 died; and 129 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

Eleven cases of scarlatina were admitted {o hospital, against 7 for the preceding week, 
and 4 for the week ended the 2nd instant: 9 patients were discharged during the week ; 
1 died; and 46* remained under treatment on Saturday last. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which, having fallen from 
64 for the week ended the 26th ultimo to 47 for the following week, rose to 61 for the 
week ended the 9th instant, further rose to 62 last week: 27 patients were discharged 


during the week ; 5 died; and 244 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
30 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Three cases of typhus fever and 2 of diphtheria remained under treatment at the 
close of the week. 

Twenty-one deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 4 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 10 under the 
number for the week ended the 9th instant: they consist of 1 from laryngitis, 10 from 
bronchitis, and 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 


Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
* Exclusive of 22 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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Five accidental deaths were registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 
5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the death of a person ayed 
66 years. 

ae hundred and twenty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week 
were under 5 years of age (74 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one 
month old), and 32 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 5 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been 
aged 90 years. 

Fighty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 21 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 343 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 41°9 (464 on the North side, and 37°9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°5, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
11'8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 14°3 (18'3 inthe North City Districts, and 10°6 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 6'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annua] 
rate of 46°1 per 1,000. They include 9 from zymotic diseases, 5 of which were caused by measles, one 
by enteric fever, and 2 by diarrhea. Phthisis caused 5 deaths and bronchitis 2, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 43°4 
per 1,000. Fourteen were caused by zymotic diseases, viz.:—two by measles, 2 by enteric fever, and 
10 by diarrhea. Of the remaining 15 deaths 3 were caused by phthisis, 2 by diseases of the 
respiratory system, and 3 by diseases of the digestive system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lishurn-street).—The deaths (29) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
52°4 per 1,000. They comprise 12 from zymotic diseases, 3 of which were caused by measles, 7 by 
diarrhoea, and one by simple cholera. Five deaths.were due to phthisis and 2 to convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 44°0 per 
1,000. Twelve of these were from zymotic diseases, including 5 from measles, one from enteric fever, 
3 from diarrhea, and 2 from simple cholera, Phthisis caused 3 deaths, and diseases of the digestive 
system 2, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (27) represent an annual rate of 42°4 per 
1,000. Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—two from measles, one from enteric fever, 4 
from diarrhoea, and one from simple cholera. Three deaths were caused by phthisis, 4 by diseases 
of the circulatory system, 2 by bronchitis, and 2 by pneumonia, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 56°2 per 
1,000. Of this number 3 deaths from zymotic diseases were caused by diarrhoea. Three deaths were 
due to phthisis, 2 to convulsions, and 3 to bronchitis, 


No.3 South City District\(Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 283 por 
1,000. They include 10 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—two from measles, one from scarlatina, one 
from enteric fever, and 6 from diarrhea, Two deaths were caused by phthisis, 2 by convulsions, 2 
by bronchitis, and 2 by pneumonia, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (24) are equivalent to an annual 
Tate of 35°0 per 1,000. They comprise 6 from Zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles, one from 
whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, and one from diarrhoa.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 16th September, 
1899 :— 

“ Ghangeable, cool, cloudy and rather showery weather was dominant during this week. Atmos- 
pheric pressure was generally highest to the Southwestward of the British Isles ; lowest, at first over 
Central Europe, afterwards to the northward of Scotland. There was a tendency, therefore, for cool 
N.W. and W. winds, and these brought with them clouds, showers, and a lower temperature. Very 
heavy rains occurred over Central Europe at the beginning of the week and snow fell in large quantities 


on the Alpsand inthe Tyrol. At Munich 1°38 inches of rain fell on Sunday and 2°91 jnches on Wednes- 
day, and the thermometer read only 42° at 8 a.m. of Monday. London, as has been usual this season, 
escaped until Friday the bad weather which prevailed around. On Friday a brisk fall of the 
barometer ushered in a rather deep depression, which caused strong 8.W. to N.W. winds at night. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°069 inches, pressure ranging from 20'250 inches at 
9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, W.N.W.) to 29676 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, also W.N.W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 589°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 586°. © 
The screened thermometers rose to 688° on Monday, and fell to 46°8° on Thursday. | Northwesterly 
winds prevailed. The rainfall was ‘376 inch on five days, ‘149 inch being measured on Wednesday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office; Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-083 inches. The highest reading (30°264) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.M., wind calm, and the lowest (29697) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 574°, being ‘8° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Monday, 
when the thermometer registered 68°5°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury having 
fallen to 42°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57'2°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 55:4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 14°3 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured *455 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 57:5°, the maximum 71°2°, 
and the minimum 42°2¢. The rainfall measured 0°27 in.* = *

for Glasgow being 19°2, and for Edinburgh 21:7.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 5-7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in nine of 
the districts to 10-2 in Sligo; the 3 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
including one from typhus fever and one from enteric fever. Among the 153 deaths

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from all causes registered in Belfast are one from measles, 6 from whooping-cough, 2 
from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, and 19 from diarrhea; and the 41 deaths in 
Cork include 9 from diarrhea. 


= DUBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
211—118 boys and 93 girls; and the deaths to 200—92 males and 108 females. 

The deaths, which are 39 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, but 35 under the number for the week ended the 16th instant, repre- 
sent an annual rate of mortality of 29°8 in every 1,000 of the population; omitting the 
deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public institutions from localities outside 
the Area, the rate was 28'9 per 1,000. During the thirty-eight weeks ending with 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°7, and was 1°5 over the mean rate for the 
corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered last week is 58, beg 30 
under the number for the preceding week, but 27 in excess of the average for the 3&th 
week of the last ten years: the 58 deaths include 23 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), one from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 4 from simple cholera and 
choleraic diarrhea, 20 from diarrhea (being 6 in excess of the average number of deaths 
from that cause in the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 25 under the num- 
ber for the week ended “the 16th instant); &c. Forty-five of the 58 deaths from 
zymotic diseases—including 23 from measles and 19 from diarrheal diseases—occurred 
among children under 5 years of age, those from diarrheal diseases comprising 15 
deaths of infants under one year old. 

Sixty-two cases of measles were admitted to hospital, aga‘nst 41 for the preceding 
week: 40 measles patients were discharged during the week; 10 died; and 141 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 16th instant. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 8, being 3 under the admis- 
sions for the preceding week, but one over the number for the week ended the 9th 
instant: 12 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 41* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week number 69, being 7 
in excess of the admissions for the preceding week, aud 8 over the number for the week 
ended the 9th instant: 50 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 
962 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 18 over the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of typhus: 4 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Twenty-four deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 6 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 over 
the number for the week ended the 16th instant: they comprise 14 from bronchitis and 
8 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 


Exclusive of 19 patients in “ Beneayin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 7 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 18 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, tuber- 
cular meningitis 5, and cancer 6. 

Three accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 
§ years of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the death of a person aged 
76 years. 

Ninety-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (54 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one month old) 
and 36 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 10 were octogenarians. 

Ninety-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
ublic institutions; of this number !5 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse, 21 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 

Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 289 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 33'0 (39'2 on the North side, and 273 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area, equal an annual rate of 
73 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 9'2 (116 in the North City Districts, and 69 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 3°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual 
rate of 307 per 1,000. They include 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—two from measles and one from 
diarrhea. Of the remaining 13 deaths 3 were caused by phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill),—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 404 
per 1,000. Seven were caused by zymotic diseases, viz. :—two by measles, one by scarlatina, one by 
whooping-cough, 2 by diarrhoea, and one by choleraic diarrhoea. Among the 20 deaths from other 
causes are 3 from convulsions, 3 from bronchitis, and 3 from diseases of the digestive system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
32°5 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles, one from scarlatina, 
and 2 from diarrhea. Three deaths were caused by phthisis, 2 by convulsions, and 4 by diseases 
of the respiratory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (27) represent an annual rate of 54°0 pep 
1,000. They include 14 from zymotic diseases, 10 of which were caused by measles, and 3 by diarrhea. 
Two deaths were caused by phthisis, 2 by pneumonia, and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. 


| No, 1 South City District (South Earl-streét).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 22°0 per 
1,000, Among them are 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from measles and 4 from diarrhoea, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 366 per 
1,000, Of this number 3 were caused by zymotic diseases, viz.:—one by measles, one by enteric fever, 
and one by diarrhcea, Two deaths were caused by phthisis and 2 by bronchitis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 309 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—two from measles and 2 from diarrhea, Three 
deaths were caused by phthisis, 3 by bronchitis, and 2 by pneumonia. . 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 233 per 1,000, They include 3 from zymotic diseases (one from enteric fever and 2 from 
diarrhoea), and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


Suburban-Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and D?umcondra, No, 1, 97 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00;

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MBTEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.8.MET.soc., P.R.C.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 23rd September, 
1899 Sone o 5 


“Qold, blustering, showery weather held throughout this week, Sunday being the only day which 
made any pretention to warmth. The distribution of atmospheric pressure was cyclonic. Deep 
depressions were found off the North of Scotland and over Scandinavia, while subsidiaries passed 
eastwards across the British Isles. The weather was thus kept in a very unsettled state. The pre- 
vailing wind was northwesterly, and as baric gradients were usually steep, it blew very strongly day 
after day. Cold showers were borne on the wind at frequent intervals, so that temperature was kept 
low even by day. On Sunday indeed the thermometer touched 70° at Oxford and 69° in London, but 
this was the last attempt at warmth, and minima below 40° in the screen were recorded at Parsons- 
town on Wednesday (37°) and over Scotland on Thursday. A thunderstorm occurred at Malin Head 
on Sunday, lightning being seen at night in the N.E. of Ireland and N. of Scotland. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 29776 inches, pressure ranging from 29'351 inches at 8 p.m. of Thurs- 
day (wind, §.W.) to 29°996 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.N.W.) The corrected mean temperature 


- was 535°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 52°42, The screened thermometers 


rose to 65'7° on Sunday and fell to 429° on Thursday. N.W. winds prevailed. The rainfall was ‘450 
inch on five days, ‘255 inch being measured on Thursday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°794 inches. The highest reading (30-021) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°396) on Thursday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 52-49, being 12° below the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
when the thermometer registered 65:2°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury having 
fallen to 38:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 51:4°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 47:9°. The mean humidity of the air was *78, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34°2 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured ‘575 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54°6°, the maximum 69:09, 
and the minimum 43'2¢ ; at Glasgow the maximum was 62°2°, the minimum 427°, 
and the mean 51°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61°9°, the minimum 41°8°, 
and the mean 51:79. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°36 in. ; at Glasgow 1°23 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°37 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19-1 per 1,000 persons 


living ; the average rate for 8 priacipal towns of Scotland was 18-4 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 18°5, and for Edinburgh 17:9.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 6:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eight of 
the districts to 12-4 in Portadown; the 6 deaths fiom all causes registered in that 
district including one from enteric fever and one from diarrhea. Among the 147 deaths

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from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, one from whooping-cough, oné 
from diphtheria, 9 from enteric fever, and 15 from diarrhea; and the 52 deaths in 
Cork include 3 from measles, one from enteric fever, and 9 from diarrhea. 


Dusiin AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
237—109 boys and 128 girls; and the deaths to 223—105 males and 118 females. 

The deaths, which are 64 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 33°3 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into panne insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 31°6 per 1,000. During the 
thirty-nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°8, and was 
1°7 over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Deaths from zymotic diseases, which bad fallen from 88 for the week ended the 16th 
ultimo to 58 for the following week, rose last week to 74, or 47 over the average num- 
ber for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 74 deaths comprise 28 from 
measles, 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 11 from enteric fever, 27 from 
diarrhea (being 12 in excess of the average number of deaths from that cause in the 
corresponding week of the last ten years), one from erysipelas; &c. Fifty-five of the 
74 deaths from zymotic diseases—including 27 from measles and 24 from diarrhea— 
occurred among children under 5 years of age, those from diarrhea comprising 14 
deaths of infants under one year old. 

“The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during the week is 53, being 9 
under the admissions for the preceding week, but 12 over the number for the week 
ended the 16th ultimo: 44 measles patients were discharged during the week; 6 died; 
and 149 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Eleven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 3 over the admissions for 
the preceding week, and san to the number for the week ended the 16th ultimo: 
12 patients were discharged during the week; and 36* remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being one under the number in hospital on Saturday the 23rd ultimo. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 61, being 8 under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 26 patients were discharged during the week; 7 
died ; and 303 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 28 over the number in 
hospital on the previous Saturday. . 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 8 cases of diphtheria: 9 cases of 
the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 30 deaths, against 24 for the preceding 
week, and an average of 18 for the 39th week of the last ten years: the 30 deaths com- 
prise 13 from bronchitis and 16 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 31’6 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 33°0 (42'4 on the North side, and 244 on the South), and in the Suburbs 28°4, 


The deaths from the principal symotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
98 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 11°9 (17'4 inthe North City Districts, and 69 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 5°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North Oity District, Kast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual 
rate of 49°9 per 1,000. Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, viz; :—3 from measles, 2 from enteric 
fever, and 3 from diarrhcea. Three deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by 
mesenteric disease, and 4 by convulsions, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (28) are equal to anannual rate of 41°9 
per 1,000. They comprise 13 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—6 from measles, one from whooping-cough, 
one from enteric fever, and 5 from diarrhoea. Pneumonia and phthisis each caused 2 deaths. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 

_ 89'7 per 1,000. Nine were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—7 from measles, one from whooping-cough, 

and one from diarrhea. The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from 
pneumonia, and 4 from phthisis, : 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 38°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 9from zymotic diseases, viz, :—5 from measles, 2 from enteric fever, and 2 from 
diarrhea, Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 4 by phthisis. 


_WNo,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 220 per. 

1,000. Among theni are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from diarrho@a, Two deaths were 
caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by mesenteric disease, and 2 by diseases of the brain 
and nervous system. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 281 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases (one from measles and one from diarrhcea),; 2 from 
pneumonia, and 2 from convulsions. 


No.3 South City District;(Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 283 per 
1,000, Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, including 4 from measles, 2 from diarrhcea, and one 
from erysipelas. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, pneumonia 2, phthisis 2, cancer 2, and convulsions 3; 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 204 per 1,000. Seven were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles, one from enteric 
fever, and 6 from diarrhcea, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37°8 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 502; Rathmines, 
33'8 ; Donnybrook, 25°4; Blackrock, 81:0; and Kingstown, 21°0. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts comprise one from diarrhcea for Clontarf and Howth, No.1; one from 
diphtheria and one from enteric fever for Palmerston, part of; one from measles and 2 from 
diarrhoea for Rathmines ; 2 from diarrhoea for Donnybrook, and one from enteric fever and diarrhea, 
respectively, for Kingstown. The 18 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 3 
from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system ; among the 12 deaths for Donnybrook are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system; 
of the 5 deaths for Blackrock 2 were from cancer ; and the7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC,, P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 30th September, 
1899 :— 3 


The corrected mean temperature was 49'2°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 47°7°. 
The screened thermometers rose to 62°2° on Monday and fell to 390° on Thursday. The rainfall was 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
. the barometer during the week was 29-620 inches. The highest reading (30°022) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°325) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind N. 

‘The mean temperature for the week was 47°5°, being 5°2° below the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘lhe temperature was highest on Monday, 
when the thermometer registered 60°99, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury having 
fallen to 32°8°. .The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47'1°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 45:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation being re resented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 29°0 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured 1°470 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52°1°, the maximum 66°7°, 
and the minimum 37°1° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 57°29, the minimum 30°5°, 
and the mean 48*3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 55°8°, the minimum 37°2°, 
and the mean 47:2°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°01 ins.; at Glasgow 1°66 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 2°84 ins,*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—-Births.—In the Dublin Registration Area, 
which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, Black- 
rock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, and 
portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, Palmerston and Crumlin, the total 
area thereof being 24,640 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 
30th September, 1899, 2,636 births—1,273 boys and 1,363 girls—being equal to an 
annual ratio of 1 in 33-2, or 30-2 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The number of births registered in the city was 2,073, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 33°8 in every 1,000 of the population ; and in the suburban districts named 
above, 563, equal to an annual rate of 21:5 in every 1,000 of the population. 

There were registered in London during the same period 32,460—being equal to 
an annual birth-rate of 28-6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 6,091, being equal to 33-2 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 2,082 
—a, number affording an annual birth-rate of 27-9 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population. 

Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the quarter was 2,659—1,353 males and 1,306 females—affording an annual ratio 
of 1 in 32-9, or 30-4 in every 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891 ; 
omitting the deaths (75) of persons admitted into Public Institutions from localities 
outside the district, the rate was 296 per 1,000. The average number of deaths 
registered in the third quarter of the ten years 1889-98 was 2,016, equivalent to an 
annual mortality of 23-1 per 1,000 persons ; thus the rate (30-4) for last quarter was 
73 over the average. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north 
of the Liffey registered last quarter was 1,107, representing an annual mortality of 
37-9 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the 
river was 975, equivalent to a rate of 30°4 per 1,000. In the suburban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 502, being equal to an annual death-rate of 19-2 in 
every 1,000,

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The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 23,359—a 
number equal to an annual mortality of 20°6 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants ; in 
Glasgow the number was 3,811, equal to 20°8 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 
1,385, affording an annual death-rate of 18:5 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Diseases.—The deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during last quartersamount to 773, being 527 over the number for the preceding 
quarter, 422 in excess of the average for the third quarter of the last ten years, 
and 360 over the number for the third quarter of 1898. The annual rate per 1,000 
~ of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases during last quarter, 
is 8:8, being 6-0 over the rate for the preceding three months, and 4°8 above the 
average rate for the third quarter of the ten years 1889-98. 

This large increase in the mortality from diseases of the zymotic class is due to 
the prevalence of measles and diarrhea, both of which proved very fatal, especially 
amongst the young, with the result that the deaths of children under 5 years of age 
caused by zymotic diseases amounted to 604, or 78 per cent. of the deaths trom these 
causes at all ages, and equivalent to an annual rate of 65 per 1,000 children under 
5 year's of age in the population according to the Census of 1891. 

The deaths tabulated under the heading diarrhea, dysentery amount to 372, 
being more than double the average (180) for the corresponding quarter of the last 
ten year's. There were also 40 deaths from simple cholera and choleratc diarrhea, so 
that the total number of deaths from diarrheal diseases was 418, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 4:8 per 1,000 living. Of the 418 deaths 370 occurred amongst 
children under 5 years of age~—a number equal to an annual rate of 40 per 1,000 living 
of that age. 

Measles caused 189 deaths against an average of 15 for the corresponding quarter 
of the last ten year's. The total number of deaths from this disease in the year 1898 
and the first half of this year was 17 only, but in the year 1897 it caused 474 deaths. 
All except 15 of the 189 fatal cases last quarter occurred among children under 5 
years of age, the equivalent annual rate per 1,000 living of that age being 18:8. The 
number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during last quarter was 612—being 
519 over the admissions for the preceding three months ; 442 measles patients were dis- 
charged during the quarter ; 74 died ; and 149 remained under treatment on Saturday, 
the 30th ult. —- being 96 over the number in hospital at the close of the June quarter. 

Deaths from enteric fever which had fallen from 41 for the first quarter of this 
year to 29 for the following three months, rose last quarter to 56, or 20 over the 
average for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years. The cases of this 
disease admitted to hospital amounted to 488 against 153 for the preceding three 
months, and 408 for the third quarter of last year; 211 patients were discharged 
during the quarter ; 25 died ; and 303 remained under treatment on Saturday, 30th 
ultimo—being 252 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding quarter. 

The number of deaths from whooping-cough is 34, or one over the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the last ten years. 

For the third quarter in succession diphtheria caused 13 deaths ; the number is 7 
over the average for the third quarter of the ten years 1889-98. The number of cases 
of the disease admitted to hospital is 39, showing a decline of 23 as compared with 
the admissions for the preceding quarter ; 35 patients were discharged during the 
quarter ; 4 died ; and 9 remained under treatment on Saturday, 30th ultimo—being 
equal to the number in hospital on Saturday, Ist July last. 

The number of deaths from scarlet fever (scarlatina) is 12, being equal to the 
average for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years. . 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases were 15 from influenza and 
its complications, 2 from typhus, 2 from simple continued and ill-defined fever, 5 from 
erysipelas, &c. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or pulmonary 
consumption) amounted to 307, being 77, or 33:5 per cent. over the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the last ten years ; they comprise 153 from bronchitis, 140 


(67 over the average for the third quarter) from pneumonia or inflammation of th 
lungs, 3 from croup, 2 from pleurtsy, &e.

The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 125, being 34 over 
that for the preceding quarter, but showing a decrease of 22 as compared with the 
average for the third quarter of the ten years 1889-98, 

_ __ Thirty-nine deaths were caused by apoplexy, 10 by epilepsy, 72 by other diseases of 
the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 155 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 308 deaths—being 34 above the 

average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1889-98—mesenteric disease 
84, tubercular meningitis 63, and cancer 89. 

Fifty-six accidental deaths, one case of homicide, and 2 cases of suicide were 
registered. 

In 139 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 139 cases, 107, or 77 per cent., were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age: these 107 deaths form 9 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 136 infants under 1 
month old registered, there were 37 (or 27 per cent.) regarding which the cause was 

uncertified. 

From Table IL, on page 644, it will be seen that, excluding 75 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 

_ Area, the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 2,584, equal to an 

_ annual rate of 29:6 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 

_ and that 671 of these deaths. representing an annual rate of 7-7 per 1,000 persons, 

were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.| The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 34-0 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 19-2 per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 15-0 for Kingstown, to 39:3 for No. 2 North City (Lisburn-street) 
District. The death-rate represented by the mortality from the principal zymotic 
diseases in the city is 9°3, and in the suburbs 3-8, the rates for the several districts 
varying from 1°4° for Blackrock to 14:9 for North City No. 3 (Blackhall-place) 
District, the 252 deaths tabulated for the last-named district comprising 50 from 
measles, one from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping cough, 6 from diphtheria, 7 from 
enteric fever, and 29 from diarrhea, 

Occupations. Table III., on page 645, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings 
being grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality 
in the several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed 
that the deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal 
to an annual rate of 15-7 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the 

Census of 1891; in the “Middle Class ” the death-rate was 17-7 per 1,000 ; among 
the “Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 25:2; and in the “General 

_ Service Class ” and the “ Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 42°0, a

ages.— Of the 2,659 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Area | 
during the quarter, 1,214 were under 5 years of age, this number being equalto an 
annual mortality of 131-2 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1891); 191 were between the ages of 5 and 20, representing an annual death-rate 
of 7-5 per 1,000 persons of that age period : the total number under 20 years being 
equal to an annual mortality of 40:5 per 1,000 of the population at that age (according 
to the Census of 1891),;—376, or 12°5 per 1,000 persons, were between 20 and 40; — 
—413, or 25:3 per 1,000, between 40 and 60 ;—393, or 66-2 per 1,000, between 60 
and 80; and 72, or 158-2 per 1,000, were aged 80 and upwards, including 6 persons 
(2 males and 4 females) stated to have been nonagenarians. 

Public Institutions.—Of the 2,659 deaths recorded during the quarter, 937, or 
35 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 544 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 193 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse ; 197 in 
the South Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 3 (those of persons admitted from the 
Dublin Registration District) inthe Rathdown Union Workhouse.

being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted.

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Twenty-three Principal Town Districts of Ireland.—The average annual death- 
rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered during last quarter in the 
Dublin. Registration Area and twenty-two of the principal Urban Districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in Public Institutions of persons admitted from without 
the districts), was 24:1 per 1,000 persons, the respective rates for the several

The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* in the 23 districts is 5-1 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 
0:6 in Galway and Drogheda, to 5-3 per 1,000 in Cork and 7:7 in the Dublin Regis- 
tration area; the 456 deaths from all causes in Cork comprising 16 from measles, 1 from 
scarlet fever, 1 from whooping cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever,and 80 
from diarrhea. 

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* 
in the twenty-two provincial urban districts already named, and Tables IV. and V, 
give in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 22 districts 
during the quarter. 

Measles.—The number of deaths from measles registered throughout the twenty- 
two districts’ in the first quarter of this year was 105; the deaths from this cause 
in the second quarter amounted to 124, but last quarter the number fell to 61, of 
which 24 occurred in Belfast, 16 in Cork, 12 (equal to an annual rate of 1:4 per 
1,000 of the population according to Census of 1891) in Londonderry ; 3 in Lisburn 
and Ballymena respectively, and 1 in each of 3 of the other districts, so that in 14 
of the 22 districts no deaths from the disease were recorded. 

Scarlatina.—The only deaths from scarlatina registered in any of the 22 districts 
during the quarter are 5 in Belfast and 1 in Cork. 

Typhus.—There were but 3 deaths from this disease registered throughout the 22 
districts, viz—1 in Waterford, 1 in Drogheda, and 1 in Sligo. 

Whooping-cough.— Deaths from whooping-cough in Belfast, which had fallen from 
69 for the first quarter of this year to 62 for the following three months, further 
declined last quarter to 47, but this number is 18 ia excess of the number of deaths 
from the disease in Belfast during the corresponding quarter of last year. The only 
deaths from this cause registered in any other of the 22 districts during last quarter 
were 3 in Waterford, 1 in Cork, 1 in Newry, and 1 in Carrickfergus. 

Diphtheria,—Five deaths from diphtheria (equal to an annual rate of 1°8 per 
1,000 of the population) were registered during the quarter in Kilkenny, where, 
during the preceding quarter, there were 7 fatal cases of the disease. ‘The deaths 

- from this cause in others of the 22 districts last quarter consist of 7 in Belfast, 1 in 
Cork, 2 in Londonderry, and 1 in Queenstown. 

Simple continued and ill-defined fever.—The only deaths returned under this 
heading are 3 in Belfast, 1 in Galway, and 1 in Dundalk. 

Enteric Fever.—During the first nine months of last year there were registered in 
Belfast 485 deaths from enteric fever, of which number 226 were recorded in the 
third quarter ; the total number for the first three quarters of this year is 187, of 
which 97 were in the quarter ended the 30th ultimo. It is thus seen, that while the 
enteric fever deaths in that city are still very numerous, the mortality compares very 
favourably with the amount for the corresponding portions of the year 1898. The 
only deaths from enteric fever registered in any other of the 22 districts last quarter 
are 2 in Lisburn, 2 in Clonmel, and 1 in each of the following :—Cork, Sligo, Tralee, 
Newtownards, and Portadown. 

Diarrhea, Dysentery.—The deaths under this heading returned for the 22 districts 
amount to 412, or 18 over the number for the third quarter of last year. They 
include 215 (equal to an annual rate of 2-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population) 
in Belfast, 80 (equal to an annual rate of 4:2 per 1,000) in Cork, and 27 (equivalent 

~ to an annual rate of 33 per 1,000 of the population, according to the Census of 
1891) in Londonderry.

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18:8 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 priacipal towns of Scotland was 17°5 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 17°6, and for Edinburgh 18:6.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two pvincipal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 24°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 5°! per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in twelve of 
the districts to 124 in Portadown; the 3 deaths from all causes tabulated for that 
district comprising one from enteric fever and one from diarrhea: Among the 175 deaths

ic DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
190—95 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 196—97 males and 99 females. 

The deaths, which are 47 over the average number for the corresponding week of tLe 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 29:2 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 288 per 1,000. During the 
forty weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28 9, and was 2°0 over 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 18€9-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 56, being 
33 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 18 under the 
number for the week ended the 30th ultin.o: the 56 Ceaths consist of 32 from measles— 
being 4 over the number from that cause in the preceding week, and forming the highest 
number registered in any week since the commencement of the present epidemic—one 
from influenza, 2 from whocping-cough, 4 from enterie fever, one from cholera infantum, 
and 16 from diarrhea. Forty-seven of the 56 deaths from zymotic diseases—ineluding 
30 deaths from measles and 14 from diarrheea—occurred among children under 5 years 
of age, those from diarrhea comprising 12, and those from measles 6, deaths of infants 
under one year old. 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
62 for the week ended the 23rd ultimo to 53 for the following week, rose to 99 last 
week ; 89 patients were discharged during the week; 10 died; and 149 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital at the close of the pre- 
ceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 10, being ore under the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 2 over the number for the week ended the 23rd 
ultimo: 7 patients were discharged during the week ; and 39* remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 30th ultimo. 

Sixty-three cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 2 over the admis- 
sions for the preceding week, but 6 under the number for the week ended tne 23rd 
ultimo: 50 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 313 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 10 over the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week, 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of diphtheria: 9 cases of 
the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Thirty-one deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 10 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one over 
the number for the week ended the 30th ultimo: they comprise 16 from bronchitis and 

13 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

system (exclusive of convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 20 deaths, mesenteric disease 8, tuber- 
cular meningitis 6, and cancer 3. 

Three accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been n> medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 5 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Ninety-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (46 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old) 
and 34 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians, and one (a min) was stated to have been aged 90 years, 

Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during th week occurred in hospitals an7 other 
public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District. calculated on 


the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 288 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 34'1 (39'2 on the North side, and 293 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°5, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
79 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 10°2 (11'6 inthe North City Districts, and 9:0 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2'5 per 1,000, 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual 
rate of 307 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—three from measles and one 
from diarrhoea. Two deaths were caused by phthisis, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 2 by bronchitis. 

Vo. 1 North City District, Vest (Summer-hill),.—Lhe deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 299 
per 1,009, They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—two from measles, 2 from diarrhoea, and 
one from cholera infantum. Four deaths were caused by phthisis, two by cancer, and 2 by diseases 
of the circulatory system, 

Wo. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)._The deaths (34) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
6l'£ per 1,000. Eleven were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—nine from measles and 2 from diarrhea, 
Among the 23 deaths from other causes are 4 from phthisis, 4 from mesenteric disease, 7 from pneu- 
monia, and 3 from bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000, They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—five from measles, one from enteric fever, and 
one from diarrhcea. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 2 

Vo, 1 South City District (South Harl-street).—Ihe deaths (26) represent an annual rate of 408 per 
1,000. Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—five from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 
and one from diarrhoea, Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by convulsions, and 2 by tuber- 
cular meningitis, 

No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000, Measles caused 2. deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. Two 
deaths were caused by phthisis, 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 27°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotie diseases, viz. :—two from measles and 5 from diarrhea. Two 
deaths were caused by pneumoniaptwo by diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 by tubercular 
meningitis, 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivaleat to an annual 
rate of 20‘ per 1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—two from measles, one from enteric 
fever, and 2 from diarrhoea, The 9 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis and 2 from 
inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system. 

Sururban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are .— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 143; Rathmines, 
169; Donnybrook, 191; Blackrock, 186; and Kingstown, 12°02. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of one from measles for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of ; one 
from influenza for Palmerston, part of ; and one from measles, one from enteric fever, and 2 from 
diarrhea for Donnybrook. Three of the 5 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drum- 
condra, No. 1 District, were from diseases of the circulatory system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc,, P.R.C.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks onsthe weather during the week ended Saturday, 7th October, 
1899 :— 


“ At first dull, squally and rainy, the weather afterwards became fair and quiet, with frosty nights 
and bright sunny days. Until Thursday the distribution of atmospheric pressure was eyelonic. 
then became anticyclonic and so continued. At 8 a.m. of Sunday the centre of a larze depression lay 
off the Land’s End and Lizard. A complete cyclonic circulation of winds was observable—S.W. to S. 
in Brittany, S.E. in England, E. to N.E. and N. in Ireland. During the subsequent 24 hours ths 
depression travelled northe :stwards to Lincolnshire, where its centr2 was found on Monday moraing 
—dull, rough, rainy weather accompanie | the disturbance, more than an inch of rain falling at Shields. 
Monday was very fine in Ireland, but at night a large depression spread southwards, causing strong 
southwesterly to westerly winds and rain in many places On Wednesday morning pressure was 
equalised in Ireland by the approach of a shallow secondary depression to the Cornwall coast. This 
resulted in a day of calm and bright sunshine in Ireland, but wet weather in England. An anticyclone 
now spread eastwards across the British Islands, causing fine but cold weather and sharp night frosts 
at inland stations. At Birr, King’s Co.. the screened thermometer fell to 23° on Thursday, to 27° on 
Friday, and to 28° on Saturday. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29958 inches, the 
barometer reading only 29°333 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.)_but rising to 20371 inches at 9 
p.m, of Saturday (wind, calm). The corrested mean temperature was 47'3°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 459°. The screened thermometers rose to 621° on Tuesday and fell 
to 329° on Friday. The rainfall was ‘389 inch on 2 days, ‘249 inch being measured on Sunday. N.W. 
winds were the most prevalent.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:981 inches. The highest reading (30°30) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°352) on Sunday at 9 a.M., wind IE. 

The mean temperature for the week was 46:1°, being 5°0° below the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
when the thermometer registered 60°8°, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury having 
fullen to 264°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44'2°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 420°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 39:2 hours. ‘he rain- 
fall measured ‘360 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°3°, the maximum 63:09, 
and the minimum 32:°5* ; at Glasgow the maximum was 57°8°, the minimum 31°9°, 
and the mean 48°5°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured ‘50 in.; and at Glasgow 63 
in,

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
: the rate was 18’8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°7 per 1,000 persons 


living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18:1 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19°3, and for Edinburgh 16:0. 


Town Distrricrs or IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 25:2 per 1,000 cf their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha-

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in fifteen of 
the districts to 5°6 in Tralee and 9°5 in the Dublin Registration Area; the 7 deaths 
in Tralee comprising one from diarrhea. Among the 150 deaths from all causes regis-

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tered in Belfast are one from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, and 
* pou diarrhea; and the 41 deaths in Cork comprise one from measles and 2 from 
iarrheea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
198—97 boys and 101 girls; and the deaths to 225102 males and 123 females. 

The deaths, which are 68 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 33°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 15) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 31:3 per 1,000. During the 
forty-one weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°0, and was 2°2 
over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Deaths from zymotic diseases, which had fallen from 74 for the week ended the 30th 
ultimo to 56 for the following week, were, last week, again 74, or 50 over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years: they comprise 44 from measles (being 12 
in excess of the number for the preceding week, which number was higher than that for 
any earlier week of the present epidemic), 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from 
influenza and its complications, one from diphtheria, 7 from enteric fever, one from 
choleraic diarrhea, 14 from diarrhea, &c. Fifty-six of the 74 deaths from zymotic 
diseases—including 37 deaths from measles and 12 deaths from diarrhcea—occurred 
among children under 5 years of age, 12 being deaths of infants under one year old. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week is 43, being 56 
under the admissions for the preceding week, and 10 under the number for the week 
ended the 30th ultimo: 25 measles patients were discharged during the week; 5 died ; 
and 162 remained under treatment.on Saturday last, being 13 over the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 7th instant. 

Twenty cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 10 for the preceding 
week and 11 for the week ended the 30th ultimo: 5 patients were discharged during 
the week; 2 died; and 52* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 over 
the number in hospital at thd close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 52, being 11 under the 
admissions for the preceding week and 9 under the number for the week ended the 
30th ultimo: 39 patients were discharged during the week; 5 died; and 321 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 over the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 7th instant: 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of diphtheria: 11 cases of 
the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 29, being 
8 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 2 under the 
number for the week ended the 7th instant: the 29 deaths consist of 15 from bron- 
chitis, 13 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from pleurisy.

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 11 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system,

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Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 22 deaths, mesenteric disease 8, tuber- 
cular meningitis 7, and cancer 7. 

T'wo accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 14 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these casés comprise the deaths of 11 children under 
5 years of age, including 8 infants under one year old, 

One hundred and fourteen of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (41 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under 
one month old) and 30 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 
and upwards, of whom 6 were octogenarians. 

Kighty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The. following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 


the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 


the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 313 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 36’6 (388 on the North side, and 346 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°9. 

The deaths from the principal Zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
95 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 12°8 (161 inthe North City Districts, and 9°8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2:0 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual 
rate of 38'4 per 1,000. Among them are 12 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—seven from measles, one from 
scarlatina, one from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, and 2 from influenza. Two deaths were 
caused by diseases of the respiratory system, and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 22°6 
per 1,000. Measles caused 6 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from pneumonia. : 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (30) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
542 per 1,000. Twelve were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—ten from measles and 2 from diarrhea. 
Among the 18 deaths from other causes are 2 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 
2 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from tubercular meningitis. 

No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 44:0 per 
1,000. They comprise 9 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—six from measles and 3 from diarrhea, Four 
deaths were caused by phthisis and 2 by pneumonia, 

No. 1 South City District (South Harl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 33:0 per 
1,000. Among them are eight from zymotic diseases, viz.:—four from measles, one from enteric 
fever, 2 from diarrhcea, and one from choleraic diarrhea, Three deaths were caused by diseases of 
the respiratory system, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 by diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. 

No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles and one from diarrhea. Of the 
8 remaining deaths 2 were caused by diseases of the circulatory system. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 309 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—two from measles, one from enteric fever, and 
2 from diarrhea, Six deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia. 2 by diseases of the circu- 
latory system, 2 by tubercular meningitis, and 2 by convulsions. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (29) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 422 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 11 deaths, including 6 from measles, one from 
scarlatina, one from enterie fever, and 2 from diarrhcea, Among the 18 deaths from other causes are 
3 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 from phthisis, 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25°2 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, (?).1; 

Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 24°6 ; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 287 ; Rathmines 
113 ; Donnybrook, 191 ; Blackrock, 24°8; and Kingstown, 330. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of one from diarrhoea for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, one from 
measles for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of ; one from rubeola for Rathmines, one from measles for 
Donnybrook, and one from diarrhcea for Kingstown. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Palmerston, part of, were from phthisis; the 9 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from 
pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, 2 from convulsions, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 
exclusive of convulsions ; of the 4 deaths for Blackrock 2 were from phthisis ; and the1l deaths for 
Kingstown comprise 3 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.E.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 14th October, 
LSOD 3s 


“ Generally favourable weather was enjoyed this week. Only on Thursday was it broken and rainy, 
owing to the passage eastwards across Ireland of a rather deep and V.-shaped depression. Sunday 
was @ fine, cool day, with an anticyclonic distribution of atmospheric pressure. At 8 a.m. the 
barometer stood at 30°4 inches, or slightly more, over Central England. On Monday the anticyclone 
was in full retreat eastwards to Central Europe, and a large though not deep depression was passing 
by the North of Scotland to Scandinavia. The chief change in the weather was a rapid rise of 
temperature in Ireland and Scotland, On Wednesday another and deeper depression arrived off our 
N.W. coasts. This system caused heavy rains in parts of the kingdom. It was at first of the V-shaped 
type, so that in its rear the wind veered abruptly to N.N.W. and temperature fell fast. In Dublin 
there was an abundant rainfall on Thursday morning and later in the day severe hailstorms occurred 
at intervals. Friday and Saturday were very fine autumnal days—an easterly current setting in on 
Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30035 inches, the range of pressure being 
from 30°378 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, calm) to 29621 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, 
W.N.W.) The corrected mean temperature was 49°7°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 47°'7°.. The screened thermometers rose to 650° on Wednesday and fell to 369° on both 
Sunday and Saturday. S.W. to N.W. winds prevailed. The rainfall was ‘413 inch on two days, ‘263 
inch falling on Wednesday (or rather, on Thursday morning).” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°055 inches. The highest reading (30°387) was on 
Sunday at 9 A.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°540) on Thursday at 9 a.M., wind W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48:0°, being 0°4° below the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
when the thermometer registered 65°1°, and was lowest on Friday, the mereury having 
fallen to 29°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47:2°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 45:32. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 43°4 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured *355 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 47°3°, the maximum 62°9°, 
and the minimum 31'2°; and at Glasgow the maximum was 59°9°, the minimum 29°6°, 
and the mean 49°7°. he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°12 in.; and at Glasgow 0°49 
in, .

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18'0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19:0 per 1,000 persons 
living: the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17°3 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 18°8, and for Edinburgh 17:9. 


Town Districts oF [RELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two pvincipal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 26:8 per 1,000 cf their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of tuat period, in the several Districts, alpha- 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 23 districts during last 
week were equal to an annual rate of 4-6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in thirteen 
of the districts to 8-0 in Waterford and 9:4 in the Dublin Registration Area; the 20 
deaths from all causes in Waterford comprising one from scarlatina and 3 from diarrhea.

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Among the 142 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are one from measles, 4 from 
whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 39 deaths in Cork 
comprise one from typhus, one from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN ARD SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
188—94 boys and 94 girls; and the deaths to 250—124 males and 126 females. 

The deaths, which are 98 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 37:3 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 13) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 35°3 per 1,000. During the 
forty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°2, and was 2°5 
over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Sixty-eight deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during the week, being 46 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 6 under the 
number for the week ended the !4th instant: they comprise 52 from measles—being 8 
over the number from that cause in the preceding week and 20 over that for the week 
ended the 7th instant—one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its 
complications, one from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, 4 
from diarrhea, ke. Fifty-eight of the 68 deaths from zymotic diseases, including 48 
of the 52 deaths from measles, occurred among children under 5 years of age. 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
99 for the week ended the 7th instant to 43 for the following week, rose to 56 last 
week : 56 measles patients were discharged during the week; 6 died; and 156 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 10, being 
10 under the admissions for the preceding week, and equal to the number for the week 
ended the 7th instant: 10 patients were discharged during the week; and 52* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 14th instant. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 63 for the week ended the 7th instant to 52 for the following week, further 
declined to 41 last week: 68 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 
993 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 28 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Six cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, against 3 for the preceding week : 
12 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 39 deaths, being !4 in excess of the aver- 
age for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 10 over the number for the 
week ended the 14th instant: the 39 deaths comprise 20 from bronchitis, 17 from pneu- 
monia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from pleurisy.

In 4 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness ; all these cases were of children under 5 years of age, 
including 2 infants under one year old. 

One hundred and seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (35 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under 
one month old) and 58 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 
and upwards, of whom 5 were octogenarians. ‘ 

Eighty-three of the deaths registered during th- week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 22 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 21 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 353 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 41'3 (45°9 on the North side, and 370 on the South), and in the Suburbs 21°'4, 

The deaths from the Principal zymotie diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
9°4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 11°7 (11°6 in the North City Districts, and 11°8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 4°0 per 1,000, 

No.i North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual 
rate of 365 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. —two from measles and one 
from enteric fever. Four deaths were caused by phthisis and 3 by bronchitis, 

No.1 North City Dtstrict, West (Sum mer-hill).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 41°9 
per 1,000. They consist of 6 from zymotic diseases (including 2 from measles, one from diphtheria, 
and 2 from diarrhoea), 3 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, 
2 from mesenteric disease, 2 from tubercular meningitis, 3 from convulsions, and 2 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions, 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (32) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
57°8 per 1,000. Measles caused 12 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
The 20 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 6 from phthisis, and 
3 from mesenteric disease, 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 48°0 per 
1,000. Seven were from zymotic diseases, including’5 from measles and one from diarrhea. Four 
deaths were caused by pneumonia, 2 by phthisis, and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—‘The deaths (28) represent an annual rate of 44°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotie diseases, viz. :—5 from measles, 1 from diarrhoa, and 1 from 
influenza. Five deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 5 by diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, 

No.2 South Ctly District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to wa ann ual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000, The only deaths from zymotic diseases recorded were 2 from measles. The 12 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 9 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—7 from measles, one from scarlatina, and one 
from influenza. Four deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 4 by diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by tubercular meningitis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 30°6 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 13 deaths, viz. :—12 from measles (including 3 in one 
house and 2 in another), and one from enteric fever. The 8 deaths from other causes include 3 from 
diseases of the respiratory system. 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 504 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 29°2 ;+

_ 2from measles and one from enteric fever for Rathmines, one from measles for Donnybrook, and one 


from measles for Blackrock. The 11 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 3 from 
diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from tubercular meningitis ; among the 11 
deaths for Donnybrook are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system ; and the 6 deaths for Kings- 
town include ¢ from diseases of the circulatory system,

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NETEORCLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R-MET.SOC,, P.R.C.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 21st October, 
1899 :— 


“The general distribution of atmospheric pressure and the consequent prevailing type of weather 
over Western Europe was mainly anticyclonic. Between Sunday and Tuesday, however, an area of 
relatively low atmospheric pressure passed northwards from the Bay of Biscay across Ireland, in 
which country the weather broke for a time and close rain fell on Monday. As this disturbance, 
which spared Great Britain, passed away to the northward, the weather became calm and a 
remarkably large diurnal range of temperature was experienced at inland stations in both England 
and Ireland—cold, dewy, foggy and even frosty nights alternating with warm sunny days. At 
Loughborough the thermometer rose to 67° on Tuesday and fell to 31° during the following night. 
On Wednesday the range at that station was even greater, namely, 3)° (from 67° to 28°). In Dublin, 
Wednesday was summerlike in iis mildness, the extremes of temperature being—lowest, 53°0°, 
highest, 651°. After that day the anticyclone spread more directly over Ireland, so that cold foggy 
nights followed mild sunny days. On Saturday morning a fog of great density enveloped Dublin for 
atime. In this city the mean height of the barometer was 30'146 inches, pressure ranging from 29°774 
inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, §.S.E.) to 20°371 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.E.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 515°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 49°2°. 
The screened thermometers rose to 65°1° on Wednesday and fell to 349° on Friday. Rain fell on 
Monday to the amount of ‘253 inch, deposits of dew in the raingauge on Tuesday, Hriday, and 
Saturday bringing up the total measurement to ‘958 inch. S.H. to S.W. winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 


the barometer during the week was 30:169 inches. The highest reading (30°399) was on 


Saturday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (29800) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind KE. 

The mean temperature for the week was 49°5°, being 2°2° above the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98, ‘The temperature was highest on ‘Thursday, 
when the thermometer registered 66°0°, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury having 
fallen to 27:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48:2°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 463°. The mean humidity of the air was 88, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 37:2 hours. ‘Ihe rain- 
fall measured *470 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 47°4°, the maximum 62°'2°, 
and the minimum 36°7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 63°4°, the minimum 28°6°, and 
the mean 49°7° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 67°4°, the minimum 32°2°, and 
the mean 50°8°. ‘There was no rain at Greenwich, Glasgow, or Edinburgh.*

Duprin AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
180—99 boys and 8] girls; and the deaths to 244-128 males and 116 females. 

The deaths, which are 81 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 36:4 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 35°9 per 1,000. uring the 
forty three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°3, and was 2°6 
over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 68, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week, and 47 over the average for the 43rd week 
of the last ten years: the 68 deaths for last week comprise 44 from measles—being 8 
under the number from that cause in the preceding week and equal to the number for 
the weck ended the 14th instant—one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from typhus, 
2 from influenza and its complications, 2 from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, 8 from 
diarrhcea, one from dysentery, one from erysipelas; &c. 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which, after having 
fallen from 99 for the week ended the 7th instant to 43 for the following week, rose to 
56 for the week ended the 21st instunt, further rose to 60 last week: 44 » easles patients 
were discharged during the week; 10 died; and 162 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 6 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Eleven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being one over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 9 under the number for the week ended the 14th October: 
11 patients were discharged during the week; and 52* remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The decline in the number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which was 
noted in the returns for the two weeks ended the 14th and 21st October, respectively, has 
not continued, the admissions last week being 44, against 41 for the preceding week: 
58 patients were discharged during the week; 5 died; and 274 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 19 under the number in hospital at the close of the pre- 
ceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of diphtheria admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
3 for the week ended the 14th October to 6 for the following week, fell to 3 last week : 
10 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Forty deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 13 over 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one over the number 
for the week ended the 2lst instant: they comprise 20 from bronchitis and 19 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 10 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 29 deaths, mesenteric disease 8 and 
cancer 9.

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Eight accidental deaths were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 5 
years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the deaths of two persons aged 
60 years ani upwards. 

Ninety-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (45 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month old) 
and 55 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were each stated to have been 
aged 90 years, 

Seventy-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 359 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 42'6 (352 on the North side, and 493 on the South), and in the Suburbs 20°4, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
9°4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 12°3 (89 in the North City Districts, and 15°5 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 25 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual 
rate of 192 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles, 2 from 
diphtheria, and one from enteric fever, 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 31'4 
per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles, one from typhus, and 
one from influenza. Two deaths were caused by inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 
3 by phthisis, and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (29) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
52°4 per 1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—5 from measles, one from enteric fever, 
and one from diarrhoea. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, pneumonia 2, diseases of the circulatory system 
3, phthisis 7, and convulsions 3. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 380 per 
1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—4 from measles, one from enteric fever, and one from 
diarrheea. The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system, 

No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (37) represent an annual rate of 581 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 10 deaths, of which 6 were from measles, and one from each of the 
following :—influenza, enteric fever, dysentery, and erysipelas. The 27 deaths from other causes 
comprise 4 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from 
phthisis, 4 from mesenteric disease, 2 from cancer, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (13) are equai to an annual rate of 365 per 
1,000. They consist of 6 from measles, one from enteric fever, one from diarrhea, 4 from bronchitis, 
and one from convulsions. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (36) are equal to an annual rate of 463 per 
1,000. Among them are 9 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—6 from measles, one from scarlatina, one from 
enteric fever, and one from diarrhoea. The 27 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 
2 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, 2 from convnlsions, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, exclusive of convulsions, 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (35) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 510 per 1,000. They comprise 14 from zymotic diseases, including 12 from measles and one 
from diarrhea. Pneumonia caused 2 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 4, phthisis 2, cancer 
2, and convulsions 2. 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are i— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, }, 194; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 72; Rathmines, 
206 ; Donnybrook, 212; Blackrock, 248; and Kingstown, 240. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of one from diarrhoea for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District; 
2 from measles and one from diarrhea for Rathmines, and one from diarrhoea for Donnybrook. of 
the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1 District, 2 were from in. 
flammatory diseases of the respiratory system; among the 11 deaths for Rathmines are 2 from 
phthisis ; among the 10 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from pneumonia and one from bronchitis ; and 
the 8 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from pneumonia,

Belfast Urban, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duneairn-street, along the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland and the Municipal boundary to Lowwood Townland ; thence by the southern boundary of 
Lowwood Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York-road, York-street, Donegall- 
street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast Urban, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge- 
road, Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to 
the western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus.

Belfast Urban, No. 12, District consists of that portion of the old Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying 
north and east of a line drawn through the centre of Bridge-end, Mountpottinger-road, Castlereagh-street, and Castlereagh-road.

Belfast Urban, No. 14, District consists of the greater portion of Ballymaghan Townland and the small portion of Ballycloghan

The Registrar's District of Cork, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from St. Patrick’s bridge, through the centre of Bridge-street, 
St. Patrick’s-hill, Wellington-place, Audley-place, and Old Youghal-road to the suburb boundary, thence along the Western and 
Northern boundary of Rathmore Townland, the Northern boundary of Clashnaganniff Townland, the Northern and Eastern 
boundary of Cahergal Townland, and the Eastern boundary of Ballynamought East, Townland, to the centre of the River Lee, 
thence by the centre of the river to St. Patrick’s bridge. 

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St, Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon- 
street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 3, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundar 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard Townland, 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna- 
bohilly Townlands to Blarney-street, thence through the centre of Blarney-street and Shandon-street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shandon-street and Blarney- 
street to the Western boundary of Knocknabohilly Townland, thence by the Western boundary of the Townlands of Knocknabohilly 
and Garranabraher to Killeens Townland, thence by the Southern and Western boundary of Killeens Townland to the boundary of 
the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the centre of the River Lee, thence through 
the centre of the river to the ‘“‘ Cascade,” on the Western boundary of Gillabbey Townland, thence along the Western and Northern 
boundary of Gillabbey Townland to the suburb boundary, thence through the centre of the north channel of the river to North 
Gate-bridge, 

Cork, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shannon-street, Clarence-street, Old 
Chapel-lane, Old Youghal-road, Audley-place, Wellington-place, St. Patrick’s-hill, Bridge-street, St. Patrick’s-bridge, St. Patrick’s- 
street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of the north channel of the River Lee 
to the suburb boundary, thence along the suburb boundary to Gillabbey Weir, thence through the centre of the south channel to 
& point in the centre of the river opposite the Custom House, thence throwgh the centre of the north channel, St. Patrick’s-bridge, 
St. Patrick’s-street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 7, District is bounded by aline drawn from Gillabbey Weir through the centre of the south channel of the River Lee 
to Fitton-street, thence through the centre of Fitton-street, Bishop-street, Dean-street, Vicar-street, Barrack-street, Green-street, 
and the Pouladuff-road to the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by thé boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to 
the centre of the river, thence through the centre of the river to the “ Cascades,” thence by the Western and Northern boundary of 
Gillabbey Townland to Gillabbey Weir.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.80c,, P.R.C.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 28th October, 
1899 :— 

“ Until Wednesday England and Ireland remained under the influence of an area of high atmospheric 
pressure, and the weather was chiefly fine and very quiet. At8 a.m. of Tuesday the centre of a large 
depression was found over the middle of Scandinavia, where cold, broken, and stormy weather 
prevailed. Connected with this disturbance strong N.W. winds and some showers were reported from 
the North of Scotland and adjacent islands. On Wednesday a brisk rise of temperature took place in 
Ireland and Scotland, in which countries (as well as in Wales and the North of England) rain fell 
generally but not heavily. On Thursday there was a heavier and more general rainfall, and on Friday 
morning a small secondary depression was found over St. George’s Channel. This system equalised 
atmospheric pressure in Ireland, where the weather became cooler, finer, and b: ighter ; but dull rainy 
weather spread over England. Saturday was a mild, breezy, changeable day. In Dublin the mean 
atmospheric pressure was 30046 inches, the barometer falling from 30°348 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, W.S.W.) to 29°688 inches at 2 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 
516°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 51'3°. On Wednesday the shade ther- 
mometers rose to 62'6°, on Saturday they fell to 401°. Westerly and south-westerly winds prevailed. 
The rainfall amounted to ‘233 inch on four days, ‘088 inch being registered on Wednesday. In London, 
-26 inch was measured on Friday morning and 1°06 inches on Saturday morning.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:065 inches. The highest reading (30°390) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°726) on Saturday at 9 A.M., wind 8.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48°9°, being 2°8° above the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
when the thermometer registered 62°8°, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury having 
fallen to 31:7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49°5°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 48-0°. The mean humidity of the air was 91, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 15°7 hours. The rain- 
fall measured *325 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 51°8°, the maximum 63°6°, 
and the minimum 37:3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°49, the minimum 30:99, and 
the mean 482° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 575°, the minimum 360°, and 
the mean 48°4°, ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°30 inches, at Glasgow 0°74 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 0°26 inch.*

ENGLAND AND ScornanpD. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°8 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°1, and for Edinburgh 18:1. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 23:2 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha- 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 23 districts during last 
week were equal to an annual rate of 3°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in thirteen 
of the districts to 7-3 in the Dublin Registration Area. Among the 131 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are one from whooping-cough, one, from simple con-

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tinued fever, and 3 from enteric fever; the 37 deaths in Cork comprise one from 
diphtheria, and 2 from diarrhea, and the 11 deaths in Londonderry compise one from 
enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea. 

DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
295—104 boys and 121 girls; and the deaths to 916—112 males and 104 females. 

The deaths, which are 38 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 32:2 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 31°3 per 1,000. uring the 
forty-four weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°4, and was 2°7 
over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 53, being 
31 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 15 under the 
number for the week ended the 28th ultimo: the 53 deaths comprise 38 from measles— 
being 6 under the number from that cause in the preceding week and 14 under that 
for the week ended the 2Ist ultimo—one from influenza, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 
from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, 6 from diarrhea; &c. Forty-four of the 53 
deaths from zymotic diseases occurred among children under 5 years of age. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week is 56, being 4 
under the admissions for the preceding week, and equal to the number for the week 
ended the 2lst ultimo: 42 measles patients were discharged during the week; 4 died; 
and 172 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 over the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 28th ultimo. 

Nineteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 11 for the preceding 
week and 10 for the week ended the 2Ist ultimo: 9 patients were discharged during the 
week; and 62* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 over the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 40, being 4 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and one under the number for the week ended the 
21st ultimo: 38 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 273 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 28th ultimo. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of diphtheria: 9 cases of 
the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. . 

The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system amount to 53, being 20 in excess 
of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 13 over the number 
for the week ended the 28th ultimo: they comprise 36 from bronchitis and 16 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 15 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, tuber- 
cular meningitis 7, and cancer 2.

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Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness ; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children under 5 
years of age, including 8 infants under one year old. 

One hundred and eleven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week 
were under 5 years of age (47 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one 
month old) and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 6 were octogenarians, and 2 (both women) were stated to have been 
aged 91 and 99 years respectively. 

Sixty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


. As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 313 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 37'0 (34'8 on the North side, and 39'1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
73 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 92 ($9 in the North City Districts, and 94 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 30 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual 
rate of 365 per 1,000. Three were caused by measles, but no deaths from any other zymotic dis” 
ease were recorded. Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 4from inflammatory diseases of th 
respiratory system and 3 from phthisis. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill),—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 29°9 
per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles and 2 from diarrhea. Of 
the remaining 16 deaths 7 were caused by diseases of the respiratory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
32'5 per 1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 
one from enteric fever, and one from diarrhoea, Four deaths were caused by bronchitis and 3 by 
pneumonia, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42°0 per 
1,000. Measles caused 8 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. The 13 
deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (35) represent an annual rate of 55°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—five from measles, one from diphtheria, and one 
from influenza. Bronchitis caused 10 deaths, pneumonia 2, diseases of the circulatory system 3, and 
convulsions 3. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (16) are equai to an annual rate of 45:0 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases (4 from measles and one from diarrhoea), and 4 from 
diseases of the respiratory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 33°4 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from measles and one from diphtheria. 
Six deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 4 by phthisis, and 3 by convulsions, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27'7 per 1,000. Measles caused 8 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Two deaths were ascribed to convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 369; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 143; Rathmines, 
169 ; Donnybrook, 25°4; Blackrock, 62; and Kingstown, 21°0. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of 2 from measles (both in the same house) and one from 
diphtheria for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, and 2 from measles and one from diarrhoea for Donny-~ 
brook. Among the 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from diseases of the 
respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system; the 12 deaths for Donnybrook 
comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 3 from diseases of the brain ane nervous 
system ; and the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.mer.soc., P.R.c.p.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 4th*November, 
1899 :— 

“Throughout this week, the weather was of a cyclonic type, squally, rainy, and for the most part 
mild. Atmospheric depressions of great size and depth followed each other in rapid succession, 
travelling northeastwards outside the British and Norwegian coasts. An occasional flash of lightning 
was seen on Sunday evening, and hailstorms with thunder and lightning occurred in many parts of 
the British Islands on Monday night. But these episodes were but the prelude to more serious 
disturbances as the week advanced. By Wednesday morning an anticyclone had formed over Central 
Europe, where the barometer stood as high as 30°32 inches (at Munich). This only steepened baric 
gradients in the British Isles, so that strong and squally S. to S.W. winds prevailed, with high but 
unsteady temperatures. At 8a.m.of Friday the barometer ranged from 30°24 inches at Nice to 28°68 
inches at Malin Head. Thunder and lightning had occurred at Blacksod Point during the previous 
night. At 11 a.m. a tempest of wind and rain passed over Dublin from 8.W. to N.E., doing great 
damage to buildings and trees, particularly in the park of Trinity College. About three-tenths of an 
inch of rain fell in some 10 minutes and the wind veered from 8.8.W. to W. followed by clearing 
weather. Saturday was remarkably warm for the time of year. In Dublin the mean barometric 
reading was 29'484 inches, the extremes being—highest, 29'986 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.S.W.) ; 
lowest, 28°784 inches at 11 a.m. of Friday (wind, S.W., veering). The corrected mean temperature was 
518°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 50°5°. The screened thermometers 
fell to 40'9° on Tuesday and rose to 64°9° on Saturday. Southwesterly winds prevailed. The rainfall 
was 1073 inches on 6 days, ‘389 inch being measured on Friday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-503 inches. The highest reading (29-996) was on 
Tuesday at 9 A.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (28°891) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind S.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 50:09, being 4°8° abowe the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 63°79, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having 
fallen to 36:8°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50:0°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 47°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week.was 19°9 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured 1°085 inches. 

At Greenwich. the mean temperature for the week was 53°2°, the maximum 62:0°, 
and the minimum 40°0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 609°, the minimum 38°8°, and 
the mean 49°8° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 59°3°, the minimum 36°9°, and 
the mean 48°4°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:81 inches; at Glasgow 2°37 
inches ; and at Edinburgh 2-07 inches.*

ENGLAND AND ScorTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 173), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°0 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17-0 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 17°9, and for Edinburgh 17:2. 


Town Districts or IneLanp. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two pvincipal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 23:9 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* ‘The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha- 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 23 districts during last 
week were equal to an annual rate of 3-9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fifteen of 
the districts to 12:4 in Portadown; the 3 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from measles. Among the 127 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast

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are 5 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; 
and the 9 deaths in Waterford comprise 3 from scarlatina and one from typhus. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
172—86 boys and 86 girls; and the deaths to 249116 males and 133 females. 

The deaths, which are 83 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 37:1 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 35°5 per 1,000. During the 
forty-five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°6, and was 3'0 
over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Fifty-seven deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 37 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 over the number 
for the week ended the 4th instant: they consist of 39 from measles (being one over the 
number from that cause in the preceding week but 5 under that for the week ended 
the 28th ultimo), one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from influenza, one from whoop- 
ing-cough, 3 from diphtheria, one from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 5 from enteric fever, 
and 6 from diarrhea, 

Fifty-seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, being one in 
excess of the admissions for the preceding week: 49 measles patients were discharged 
during the week; 5 died; and 175 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
3 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 4th instant. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 14, being 5 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 3 over the number for the week ended the 28th 
ultimo: 7 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 68* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 44 for the week ended the 28th ultimo to 40 for the following week, further 
declined to 30 last week: 57 patients were discharged during the week; 6 died; and 
9240 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 33 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Six cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, against 3 for each of the two weeks 
preceding : 10 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 40 for the week 
ended the 28th ultimo to 53 for the following week, further rose last week to 57, or 24 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 57 deaths consist 
of 37 from bronchitis and 20 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

The deaths of 6 ehildren under 5 years of age were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy; 2 by epilepsy, 7 by other diseases of the brain 
and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory 
system. 

Phthisis or pulionary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, tuber- 
cular meningitis 5, and cancer 9. 

Six accidental deaths, one case of homicide, and one of suicide were registered. 


* Exclusive of 16 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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In 15 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness ; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children under 5 
years of age (including 4 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons aged 
60 years and upwards, 

One hundred and eighteen of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (44 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under 


_ one month old) and 48 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 


and upwards, of whom 6 were octogenarians, and 5 (one man and 4 women) were stated 
to have been aged 90, 96, 94, 92, and 90 years respectively, 

Seventy-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables LV. and VIl.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 355 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 43'2 (38'3 on the North side, and 47°2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°4, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
8'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 10°0 (7'1 in the North City Districts, and 126 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 3'5 per 1,000, 

No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual 
rate of 28'8 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—three from measles, one from 
diarrhoea, and one from ‘influenza, Among the 10 deaths from other causes are 2 from inflammatory 
diseases of the respiratory system. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill),—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 35°9 
per 1,000, Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from diphtheria and 2 from enteric fever. 
Six deaths were caused by bronchitis, 5 by diseases of the circulatory system, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by 
mesenteric disease, 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (28) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
60°6 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—five from measles and one from 
enteric fever. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of the circula- 
tory system, 2 by phthisis, and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 40°0 per 
1,000. Measles caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. The 
17 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from pneumonia, 3 from bronchitis, and 2 from diseases of 
the circulatory system. 

No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (34) represent an annual rate of 53°4 per 
1,000. They comprise 9 from zymotic diseases, viz, :—six from measles, one from enteric fever, and 2 
from diarrhoea. Five deaths were caused by pneumonia, 2 by bronchitis, 3 by diseases of the circu 
latory system, 4 by phthisis, 2 by tubercular meningitis, and 2 by mesenteric disease, 

No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 42°2 per 
1,000. “Among them are 4 from zZymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles, one from whooping-cough 
and 2 from diarrhea. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths and phthisis 3. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (34) are equal to an annual rate of 437 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused one death, and diarrhea one, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Thirteen deaths were caused by bronchitis, 4 by pneumonia, and 2 by phthisis, 

No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (33) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 48'1 per 1,000. They comprise 16 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—fifteen from measles and one 
from diphtheria, Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are ;— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 262 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 97; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 00; Rathmines, 
169; Donnybrook, 191; Blackrock, 186; and Kingstown, 27'0.! The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of 1 from measles for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1; one 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of ; 3 from measles for Donnybrook, 
one from diphtheria for Blackrock, and 2 from measles for Kingstown. Of the 9 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Rathmines 2 were from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system ; the 9 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2% from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system ; 2 of the 3 deaths for Blackrock were from phthisis, and the 9 deaths for Kings- 

Own comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system.

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METECROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc., P.R.C.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th November, 
1899: 

“The weather remained in a very tempestuous, rainy condition throughout this week. Large 
quantities of rain again fellin the London district, and in nearly all parts of the British Islands the | 
rainfall was in excess of the average. Very large and deep depressions continued to pass north- 
eastwards over the shores of the North West of Europe, while the barometer remained comparativel 
high (3010 inches and upwards) over Central Europe. Hence the steep gradients for S.W. winds whic 
held in the United Kingdom and Scandinavia. Much lightning was seen almost nightly, and hail fell 
in various places at both the beginning and end of the period. Sunday was brilliant though squally in 
Dublin, whereas in London rain fell to the amount of 1°44 inches. On every day of the week the wind 
was strong and squally, but on and after Tuesday it daily reached the force of a gale in Dublin. The 
stormy weather so far experienced in November contrasts remarkably with the calm, stagnant, foggy 
state of the atmosphere which held during October of this year. In London the rainfall up to 8 a.m. 
of Friday amounted to 2°28 inches. In Dublin the rainfall of the week was ‘836 inch on five days, ‘371 
inch being measured on Tuesday. The mean height of the barometer was 29'602 inches, the range being 
from 29°056 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind. 8.W. by W.) to 30197 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, W.). The mean temperature was 499°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. 
was 48'°6°.. 8.W. and W. wind prevailed. Hail fell on Wednesday and Saturday. Lightning was seen 
on Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday. A lunar halo appeared on Saturday afternoon.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°627 inches. The highest reading (30°229) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°059) on Wednesday at 9 A.M., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47°7°, being 2°1° above the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
when the thermometer registered 56:9°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury having 
fallen to 40°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48:0°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 44:99. The mean humidity of the air was *79, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 31°3 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured ‘710 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50:9°, the maximum 59°7°, 
and the minimum 40°7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 58°29, the minimum 38°8°, and 
the mean 47°4° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 58:19, the minimum 37°2°, and 
the mean 465°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 2°33 inches; at Glasgow 1°82 
inches ; and at Edinburgh 0°95 inch.”

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17:3 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:0 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19°8, and for Edinburgh 18°4, :

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 27°5 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha-

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 23 districts during last 
week were equal to an annual rate of 5:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in thirteen 
of the districts to 124 in Portadown; the 3 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 2 from measles. Among the 176 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are one from measles, one from scarlatina, one from whooping-cough, one from

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diphtheria, and 10 from enteric fever; and the 30 deatis in Londonderry comprise oné 
from measles, one from diphtheria, and 2 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBUBBs. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
241—127 boys and 114 girls; and the deaths to 248-129 males and 119 females. 

The deaths, which are 74 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 37°0 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 36:2 per 1,000. uring the 
forty-six weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°7, and was 3°l 
over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week amount to 78, being 
62 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 21 over 
the number for the week ended the 11th instant: they comprise 51 from measles—an 
increase of 12 as compared with the number from that cause in the preceding week— 
one from German measles, 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its 
complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 9 from enteric fever, 5 from 
diarrhea; &c. During the seven weeks of the current quarter ending with Saturday 
last 300 deaths from measles have been registered. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week is 51, being 6 


under the admissions for the preceding week: 44 seasles patients were discharged dur- — 


ing the week; 10 died; and 172 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 
under the number in hospital on Saturday the 11th instant. 

Nineteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 5 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, and equal to the number for the week ended the 4th instant: 
12 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 73* remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 29, being one under the 
admissions for the preceding week and 11 under the number for the week ended the 
4th instant: 50 patients were discharged during the week ; 3 died; and 216 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 24 under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 11th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the weck include, also, 2 cases of typhus and 5 of 
diphtheria : 2 cases of the former and 8 of the latter disease remained under treatment in 
hospital on Saturday last. , . 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 50, being 
10 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 7 under the 
number for the week ended the 11th instant: the 50 deaths comprise 26 from bronchitis 
and 22 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Tine deaths of 9 ehildren under 5 years of age (including 4 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 17 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, tuber- 
cular meningitis 6, and cancer 10.

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Five accidental deaths—3 of which were from burns or scalds—and one case of 
suicide were registered. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 5 children under 5 
years of age (including 2 infants under one month old) and the deaths of 2 persons aged 
60 years and upwards, 

One hundred and twenty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (42 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under 
one month old) and 39 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 
and upwards, of whom 10 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have 
been aged 90 years. 

Eighty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 362 per 1,000; the rate 
{a the city was 432 (39'2 on the North side, and 468 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°9. 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
10°77 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 13°0 (8'9 in the North City Districts, and 167 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 55 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual 
rate of 28°8 per 1,000. Among them are 7-from zymotic diseases, including 4 from measles, one from 
enteric fever, and one from diarrhoea. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 3 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 314 
per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles, one from German 
measles, and one from enteric fever. Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis 
and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (26) are equivalent to an annual rate of 

_ 47-0 per 1,000. Measles caused 4 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, 2 from tubercular meningitis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from con- 
vulsions, 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (26) represent an annual rate of §2°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—4 from measles, one from searlatina, one from 
whooping-cough, and one from enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, pneumonia 3, cancer 2, 
and diseases of the brain and neryous system 3. 

No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (38) represent an annual rate of 59°7 per 
1,000. They comprise 17 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—10 from measles, one from searlatina, 2 from 
influenza, one from whooping-cough, one from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhoea. Six deaths were 
caused by bronchitis, 3 by pneumonia, and 2 by convulsions, 

No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. Measles caused 5 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. The 9 
deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis and one from pneumonia. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 347 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from measles and 2 from enteric fever. Three 
deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 6 by 
phthisis, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 2 by convulsions. 

No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (36) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 52°4 per 1,000. They comprise 17 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—14 from measles, 2 from diph- 

theria, and one from enteric fever. Pneumonia caused 3 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 
4, and phthisis 3. 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 29'2 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0:0; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 00; Rathmines, 
15:0 ; Donnybrook, 296 ; Blackrock, 124; and Kingstown, 27°0. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts comprise 2 from measles and one from enteric fever for Rathmines, 4 
from measles, one from diphtheria, and one from enteric fever for Donnybrook, and 2 from diarrhoea 
for Kingstown. Among the 6 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1 
District, are 2 from pneumonia ; the 14 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 4 from diseases of the 
respiratory system and 2 from cancer, and the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of 
the circulatory system,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th November, 
1899 :— 

“A complete change in the distribution of atmospheric pressure occurred at the beginning of this 
week. A large anticyclone of much staying power was central over France and Germany, where the 
air fell calm and temperature gave way quickly. On Monday night a curious trough of relatively low 
sressure formed over Ireland and Scotland, in which countries the weather became once more rainy. 

n the rear of this depression a fresh northerly gale blew on Tuesday over the greater part of Ireland. 
By Wednesday morning this disturbance had completely dispersed and a new anticyclone, in which 
the barometer stood above 30°60 inches, lay over Scotland. As the sky was fairly clear in that country 
on Tuesday night, temperature gave way quickly and frost was reported from Nairn on Wednesday 
morning. Meanwhile, light S.E. winds, densely overcast skies, and high temperature (for the time 
of year) prevailed in Ireland. The cloud canopy was particularly dense at night, completely 
interfering with observations of the 33-year periodic flight of the Leonid.meteors. It was not until 
Friday, when the isobar of 30°70 inches embraced England and the Trish Sea, that the sky cleared in 
the Dublin district. Calms and fogs followed on Friday evening and at times during Saturday also, 
when the baromeier fell slowly. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30423 inches, the 
barometer ranging between 29'900 inches at 9a.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.), and 30°697 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Friday (wind, E.S.E.). The mean temperature was 493°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. were 492°. The screened thermometers rose to 578° on Tuesday and fell to 39°0° on Saturday. 
The rainfall was ‘103 inch, of which amount ‘100 inch was measured on Tuesday, the only ‘rainy 
day. S.W. and S,E. winds prevailed, A flash of lightning was seen on Tuesday evening. Fog formed 
on Friday and Saturday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°441 inches. The highest reading (30°716) was on 
Friday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowestj(29:922) on Tuesday at 9 a.M., wind S.S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 480°, being 40° above the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
when the thermometer registered 57°0°, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury having 
fallen to 31:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47'5°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 45:6°. . The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 15:0 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured ‘050 inch. 


At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°9°, the maximum 549°, 
and the minimum 35'3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°8°, the minimum 27°1°, and 
the mean 44°3° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54°8°, the minimum 33°5°, and 
the mean 44°5°, ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 1:16 inches; and at Edinburgh, 
0°48 inch ; there was no rain at Greenwich.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 23 districts during last 
week were equal to an annual rate of 3-9 per 1,00v, the rates varying from 0-0 in thirteen 
of the districts to 14°2 in Kilkenny ; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 2 from diphtheria and one from diarrhea. Among the 137 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, 3 from 
diphtheria, and 4 from enteric fever; 3 of the 14 deat's in Londonderry were from measles;

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among the 17 deaths in Waterford are 4 from scarlatina: and both of the 2 deaths in 
Portadown were caused by measles. This is the third consecutive week in which 2 
deaths from measles have been registered in the last named district: the Interim 
Registrar reports that the disease is prevalent. 


DuBLIN AnD SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
193— 102 boys and 91 girls; anv the deaths to 220101 maies and 119 females. 

The deaths, which are 43 over the average numper for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 32°8 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 32°1 per 1,000. During the 
forty-seven weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°8, and was 3°2 
over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

‘he number of deaths from zymotie diseases registered during last week is 49, being 
29 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 29 under the 
number for the week ended the 18th instant: the 49 deaths consist of 38 from measles— 
a ‘ecline of 13 as compared with the number from :hat disease in the preceding week 
and one under the number for the week ened the 11th instant—one from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), one from influenza, 2 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, and 3 from 
diarrhea. 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
57 for the week ended the 11th instant to 51 for the follo ing week, further declined 
to 41 last week: 52 easles patients were discharged during the week; 4 died; and 
157 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 15 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital last week is 15, being 4 under 
the admissions for the preceding week, but one over the number for the week ended 
the llth instant’ 7 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 80* — 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 18th instant. 

Thirty-two cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 29 for the pre- 
ceding week and 30 for the week ended tue I1th instant: 46 patients were discharged — 
during the week ; 6 died; and 196 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being — 
20 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week ‘ 

The hospital admissions for the week include, al-o, 3 cases of diphtheria: 7 cases — 
of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused ol deaths, being 12 in excess of the aver- 
age for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one over the number for the — 
week ended the 18th instant: the 51 deaths consist of 27 from bronchitis, 20 from pneu- 
monia or inflammation of the lungs, 2 from pleurisy, and 2 from croup.

In 14 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 5 
years of age (including 5 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons aged 
60 years and upwards, 

Ninety-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (31 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old) 
and 45 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 91 years. 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 32'1 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 36°4 (37'9 on the North side, and 35°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 21°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
72 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 81 (62 in the North City Districts, and 98 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 50 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual 
rate of 26°9 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—three from measles and one 
from enteric fever. The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from inflammatory diseases of the 
respiratory system and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill),—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 404 
per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from diarrhcea, Six deaths 
were caused by inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by phthisis, and 3 by diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
452 per 1,000. They comprise 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—4 from measles, one from diphtheria, 
and one from. diarrhoea. Among the 19 deaths from other causes are 3 from inflammatory diseases 
of the respiratory system, 5 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phihisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—‘The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 380 per 
1,000. Measles caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. The 
16 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisls. 


No, | South City District (South Earl-street).—'The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 361 per 
1,000. They comprise 6 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—5 (including 2 in one house) from measles and 
one from enteric fever. Five deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) ure equal to un annual rate of 28'1 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—three from measles and one from diarrhoea. 
The 6 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis and one from pneumonia. 


No. 5 South City Dtetrict (Peter-street).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annuai rate of 360 per 
1,000. Five were caused by zymotic diseases, viz.:—four by measles and one by influenza, Among 
_the 23 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 4 
from mesenteric disease, 


No. 1 South City District (Grand Oanal-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 364 per 1,000. They comprise 10 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—9 from measles and one from 
enteric fever. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by pneumonia. During the last six 
weeks 70 deaths from measles have been recorded in this district. 


Suvuroan Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are: — 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 243 per 1,00u inhabitants; clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 215; Rathmines, 
30°0 ; Donnybrook, 148; Blackrock, 24°38; and Kingstown, 27°0. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of one trom measles for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, one 
from measles and one from scarlatina for Palmerston, part of, one from measles for Rathmines, two 
from measles for Donnybrook, ove from diphtheria for Blackrock,.and 2 from measles and one 
from enteric fever for Kingstown. Of the 5 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drum- 
condra, No. 1 District, 2 were from phthisis ; among the 16 deaths for Rathmines are o from bron- 
chitis and 3 from convulsions; and the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R.MET.soc., P.R.C.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th November, 
1899 :— 


“Singularly mild and open weather with westerly winds and cloudy skies, made up the weather of 
this week. Very little rain fell except in the N. of Scotland and in Scandinavia. As in the previous 
weeks, an anticyclone swayed backwards and forwards over Ireland, England, and the countries of 
Central Europe; whereas large and deep depressions swept eastwards or southeastwards across 
Northern Europe. On Sunday morning sharp frost prevailed for a time over Central England, the 
thermometer at 8a.m. marking 27° at Loughborough, 25° at Oxford, but 44° in London. At Parsonstown 
the reading was 31°. At 8a.m. of Friday the barometer ranged from 28°91. inches at Christiansund, in 


. 


Norway, to 30°50 inches at Lyons: gradients for westerly winds were steep in Scotland, Norway and 
Denmark. The discrepancy in temperature over Scandinavia at the time mentioned was strange—at 
Haparanda on the Gulf of Bothnia the thermometer stood at—13°, at Skudesnes, in theSouthof Norway 
it was 512, or 64° higher. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 39366 inches, the barometer 
ranging between 30'493 inches at 9 a.m.of Wednesday (wind, W.N.W.) and 30'200 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Friday (wind, W.S.W.). The mean temperature was 499°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9a.m. and 
9 p.m. were 489°, The screened thermometers fell to 381° on Sunday and rose to 568° on Saturday. 
Westerly (between 8.W. and N.W,) winds prevailed. Showers fell on Monday morning (010 inch) and 
Tuesday evening (‘009 inch), the total precipitation thus being ‘019 inch only on 2 days.” 

At the Observatory. of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30390 inches. The highest reading (30°512) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (30°201) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind SW. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48-2°, being 3°6° above the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 54°8°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury having 
fallen to 32°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°8°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 459°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 11:7 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured °030 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°5°, the maximum 52:09, 
and the minimum 31°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 549°, the minimum 39°8°, and 
the mean 48°8° ;.and at Edinburgh the maximum was 4°'7°, the minimum 39°1°, and 
the mean 47:4°, ‘Che rainfall at Glasgow measured 0:14 inch; and at Edinburgh, 
0:19 inch ; there was no rain at Greenwich.”

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 19°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 189 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20-5 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 21°0, and for Edinburgh 18:8.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 23 districts during last 
week were equal to an annual rate of 3°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0° in thirteen 
of the districts to 13°7 in Lurgan ; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 2 from whooping-cough and one from diarrhea. Among the 118 
deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from diph- 
theria, and 5 from enteric fever; and the 9 deaths in Drogheda comprise 2 from measles,

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
154—78 boys and 76 girls; and the deaths to 259-120 males and 139 females. 

The deaths, which are 76 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 38°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 37°0 per 1,000. uring the 
forty-eight weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30°0, and was 3°4 
over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 46, being 
¥6 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 3 under the 
number for the week ended the 25th ultimo, and 32 under that for the week ended 
the 18th ultimo: the 46 deaths consist of 29 from measles—being 9 under the number 
from that disease in the preceding week, and showing a decline of 22 as compared with 
the number for the week ended the 18th ultimo—2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one 
from influenza, one from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, 4 
from diarrhoea, and one from erysipelas. 

The decline in the number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which was noted in 
the returns for the weeks ended 18th and 25th ultimo respectively, has not continued, the 
admissions during last week amounting to 58, against 41 for the preceding week and 51 
for the week ended the 18th ultimo: 41 measles patients were discharged during the 
week; 10 died; and 164 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 over the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Twenty-six cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 15 for the preceding 
week, and 19 for the week ended the 18th ultimo: 18 patients were discharged during 
the week; 3 died; and 85* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 25th ultimo. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 28, being 9 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and 6 under the number for the week ended the 18th 
ultimo: 38 patients were discharged during the week; 4 died; and 177 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 19 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week, and 144 under that for Saturday, 14th October, since which date 
there has been each week a decline in the number of cases of this disease in hospital. 

The hospital admissions for last weck include, also, 4 cases of diphtheria: 8 cases 
of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered amount to 66, being 
90 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 15 
over the number for the week ended the 25th ultimo: they comprise 48 from bron- 
chitis and 17 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 9 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 35 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, tuber- 
cular meningitis 4, and cancer 9.

Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 8 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 5 children under 5 
years of age (including 3 infants under one year old) and the death of one person aged 
60 years. 

Ninety-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (25 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old) 
and 67 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 36 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 12 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been aged 90 and 95 
years respectively. 

One hundred of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 25 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. (See Tables [V. anid VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 37:0 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 40°2 (39°7 on the North side, and 40°7 on the South), and in the Saburbs 29°4, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annua rate of 
66 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 81 (45 in the North City Districts, and 11'°4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 3°0 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual 
rate of 23°0 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles, one from 
influenza, and one from diarrhea. Pneumonia caused 2 deaths. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summsr-hill),—Vhe deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 32°9 
per 1,000, Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded, Five deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by pneumonia, 5d by phthisis, and 2 by convul- 
sions. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
488 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from measles and 2 from enteric 
fever, Eight deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 3 by phthisis, 3 by caucer, and 2 by 
convulsions, 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (28) represent an annual rate o! 560 per 
1,000. Measles caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from an y other zymotic disease were recorded. Of the 
25 remaining deaths 5 were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 5 by phthisis, 3 by mesenteric dis- 
ease, and % by cancer, 

No, | South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 33:0 per 
1,000. They comprise 8 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—four from measles, 2 from scarlatina, one from 
whooping-cough, and one from enteric fever. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by 
phthisis, 

No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 64'7 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—4 from measles (including 2 in one house), one 
from enteric fever, and one from diarrhwa. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bron- 
chitis, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 33°4 per 
1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from measles, one from diphtheria, and one from 
diarrhea, Bronchitis caused 5 deaths and phthisis 6, 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (30) are equivalent to an annual 
Tate of 43°7 per 1,000. They comprise 9 from zymotic diseases, viz,.:—7 from measles, one from diph- 
theria, and one from enteric fever. Five deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by pneumonia, 4 by 
phthisis, and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 292 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 215; Rathmines, 
30°0 ; Donnybrook, 36°0 ; Blackrock, 310; and Kingstown, 33°0, The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of one trom measles for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of; one 
from measles and one from erysipelas for Rathmines; 2 from measles for Donnybrook ; and one from 
measles and 1 from diarrhea for Kingstown. Three of the 6 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, were from diseases of the respiratory system ; of the 16 deaths for 
Rathmines 4 were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, and 2 by diseases of the circulatory 

_ System ; among the 17 deaths for Donnybrook are 4 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 2 from phthisis ; and the 11 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the circu- 
latory system.

The Registrar’s District of Belfast Urban, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channei opposite 
Queen’s-square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneil) Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast Urban, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland and the Municipal boundary to Lowwood Townland ; thence by the southern boundary of 
Lowwood Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York-road, York-street, Donegall- 
street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 


Belfast Urban, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge- 
road, Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to 
the western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast Urban, No.4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisbum-road and Stockman’s-lane through the 
centre of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, East and North, Durham-street, 
Albert-street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence by the Municipal boundary to Old Lisburn-road ; thence through the centre of Old Lisburn-road 
and Stockman’s-lune to Lisburn-road.

Belfast Urban No. 7, District.—This District consists of the Townlands of Greencastle and Lowwood. 


Belfast Urban, No.8, District.—The Townland of Ballysillan Lower, and parts of the Townlands of Ballygomartin, Mdenderry, 
Ligoneil, and Old Park form this District. It is situated in the north-west of the City. 


Belfast Urban, No. 9, District consists of portions of the Townlands of Ballymagarry and Ballymurphy, together with the portions 
of Edenderry and Townparks Townlands, south and west of a line drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield- 
road, through the centre of said toad, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, Grosvenor-street, Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff 
River to the Municipal boundary. 


Belfast Urban, No. 10, District consists of the area bounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-road and Wilton-street, 
through the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Edenderry Townland at the Forth River, 
northwards along said boundary to the Whiterock-road, through the centre of said road, Shankill or Woodvale-road and Crumlin-road 
to the old Municipal boundary, along same to the boundary of Old Park Townland, thence just outside the old Municipal boundary 
to Barleymill-road, through the centre of Old Park-road, Louisa-street, and Walton-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the 
centre of Tennent-street and Shankill-voad to the junction of the latter with Wilton-street. 

Belfast Urban, No. 11, District is bounded by a line drawn from the middle of Queen’s-bridge, through the centre of the River J.agan 
to the Municipal boundary, thence by the Municipal boundary, the eastern boundary of Galwally Townland, and the old Municipal 
boundary to Se erenee road ; and through the said road, Castlereagh-street, Mountpottinger-road, and Bridge-end to the middle of 
Queen's Bridge. : 

Belfast Urban, No. 12, District consists of that portion of the old Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying 
north and east of a line drawn through the centre of Bridge-end, Mountpottinger-road, Castlereagh-street, and Castlereagh-road. 


“Belfast Urban, No. 18, District consists of the Townlands of Ballycloghan (part of), Ballyhackamore, Ballymisert, Strandtown, 
epee Park (part of), Ballymaconaghy (part of), Ballyrushboy, Knock and Multyhogy.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr, J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 2nd December, 
1899 :— 


“ Sincularly mild and generally fine weather held during the greater part of this week, conditions of 
atmospheric pressure being mainly anticyclonic in this region. On Thursday night, however, @ 
V.-shaped depression came in over Ireland from the westward, causing a strong and squally S.W. 
wind at first, then a fall of rain, and finally bringing N.W. winds and a much lower temperature on 
Saturday. Sunday was ushered in by a brilliant sunrise. The day was subsequently fine and mild, — 
but cloudy, and the $.W. wind freshened considerably. These changeable conditions were connected — 
with the approach to the Norwegian coasts of a vast depression, in which the barometer fell below — 
28°50 inches on Monday morning. At 8 a.m. pressure varied from 2849 inches at Haparanda, on the 
Gulf of Bothnia, to 30°61 inches at Belfort and Lyons. England and Ireland remained within the 
anticyclonic area of high atmospheric pressure until Thursday night, when the V.-shaped secondary 
already mentioned passed across Ireland causing warmth, clouds, and rain. The week closed with 
colder weather and a good deal of cirriform cloud, in which a solar halo appeared on Saturday. The 
evening of this day was calm, foggy and cold. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
39305 inches, pressure ranging from 29976 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, S.W.) to 30°469 inches 
at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, calm). The corrected mean temperature was 491°, The mean dry bulb 
temperature was 476%. The screened thermometers rose to 567° on Tuesday and fell to 357° on 
Saturday. The prevailing winds were S.W.and then W.N.W, Rain fell on three days to the amount 
of ‘201 inch, 178 being registered on Thursday.”

the barometer during the week was 30°329 inches. The highest reading (30°497) was on 
Saturday at 9 v.M., air calm, and the lowest (30008) on Thursday at 9 P.m., wind S.W. 

‘The mean temperature for the week was 47:1°, being 5°7° above the average for the — 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Tuesday, — 
when the thermometer registered 56°2°, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury having 
fallen to 31:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46°2°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 44:09. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 14-4 hours. The rain- 
fall measured ‘240 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°3°, the maximum 54°4°, 
and the minimum 28°9°; at Glascow the maximum was 55°6°, the minimum 30:09, and 
the mean 489° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54°29, the minimum 35°5°, and 
the mean 485°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°29 inch; at Glasgow 0°24 
inch ; and at Edinburgh, 0-07 inch.”

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 22°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20:0 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19°7, and for Edinburgh 17°6, 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 261 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha- 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 23 districts during last 
week were equal to an annual rate of 3°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°) in twelve 
of the districts to 33°6 in Tralee; the 12 deaths from all causes tabulated in that dis- 
trict comprising 5 from typhus and one from enteric fever. Among the 113 deaths 

_ from all causes registered in Belfast are one from measles, one from scarlatina, and one 
from enteric fever; and the 44 deaths in Cork comprise 3 from measles and 4 from diarrhea,

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
206—110 boys and 96 girls; and the deaths to 258—126 males and 132 females. 

The deaths, which are 81 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 38°5 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 16) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 36:1 per 1,000. During the 
forty-nine weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30°2, and was 3°6 
over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Forty-six deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being equal 
to the number for the preceding week, and 26 in excess of the average for the 49th week 
of the last ten years: they comprise 30 from measles—being one over the number from 
that disease in the preceding week, but 8 under the number for the week ended the 
25th ultimo—one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 
one from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, 4 from diarrhea, 
one from erysipelas, &c. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week is 20, being 28 
under the admissions for the preceding week, and 11 under the number for the week 
ended the 25th ultimo : 38 measles patients were discharged during the week; 11 died ; 
and 145 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 19 under the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 2nd instant. 

Twenty-five cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being one under the admis- 
sions for the preceding week, but 10 over the number for the week ended the 25th 
ultimo: 8 patients were discharged during the week; 4 died; and 98* remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 13 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 2nd 
instant. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 32 for the week ended the 25th ultimo to 23 for the following week, further 
declined to 17 last week: 40 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 
152 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 25 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Twelve cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, against 4 for the preceding 
week: 18 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 51 for the 
week ended the 25th ultimo to 66 for the following week, rose last week to 70, or 26 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: they comprise 38 
from bronchitis, 25 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 13 ehildren under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year — 


old) were ascribed to convulsions. 
Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 27 deaths, mesenteric disease 8, tuber- 
cular meningitis 5, and cancer 12. 


* Exclusive of 22 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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Three accidental deaths, two cases of homicide and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 2 children under 5 
years of age and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

- One hundred and three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week 
were under 5 years of age (43 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under 
one month old) and 52 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 28 persons aged 70 
and upwards, of whom 7 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have 
been aged 91 years. 

One hundred and two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals 
and other public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. (See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 361 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 42°4 (34'8 on the North side, and 49°3 on the South), and in the Suburbs 21°4, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
57 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 64 (36 in the North City Districts, and 9°0 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 4'0 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual 
rate of 230 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from measles and one 
from diarrhea, Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 5 by phthisis, 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 34°4 
per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including one from measles and one from 
diphtheria, Nine deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 2 by diseases of the 
brain and nervous system, 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
41'5 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from diphtheria and one from 
diarrhcea. The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from 
phthisis, 2 from cancer, 4 from convulsions, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, ex- 
clusive of convulsions, 

No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 40°0 per 
1,000. Measles caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. Among 
the 18 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, and 2 from tubercular

diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric disease. 

No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 703 per 
1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—5 from measles, one from diphtheria, and one 
from diarrhcea, Five deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by 
phthisis, and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (41) are equal to an annual rate of 52°7 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz, :—2 from measles, one from influenza, and one 
from whooping-cough. Bronchitis caused 8 deaths, pneumonia 3, other inflammatory diseases of the 
respiratory system 3, diseases of the circulatory system 3, phthisis 3, and mesenteric disease 3. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (30) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 437 per 1,000, Ten were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—8 from measles, one from scarlatina, and 
one from diarrhea. The 20 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 5 from pneu- 
monia, 4 from phthisis, and 4 from convulsions, 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Cloutarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 243; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 00; Rathmines, 
13'1 ; Donnybrook, 296 ; Blackrock, 31'0; and Kingstown, 300, The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of one from measles for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 Dis- 
trict ; one from measles for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of; one from erysipelas for|Rathmines; 3 
from measles and one from influenza for Donnybrook; and 3 from measles for Kingstown. Two of 
the 5 deaths from all causes tabulated for-Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, were from in- 
flammatory diseases of the respiratory system; among the 7 deaths for Rathmines are 2 from 
cancer ; of the 14 deaths for Donnybrook 2 were from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system 
and 3 from phthisis ; and the 10 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from inflammatory diseases of the 
Tespiratory system, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC,, P.R.C.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 9th December, 
1899-—— 

“Gloomy, foggy, damp weather held during the greater part of the week. Early on Sunday tem- 
perature was low and sharp frost prevailed over Central England, the lowest a.m. temperatures being 
25° at Loughborough and Oxford and 28° in London. A brisk rise of the thermometer was already in 
progress in Ireland, the 8 a.m. temperatures being 52° at Valentia and 51° at Roche’s Point. At9a.m. 
the reading in Dublin was 41°8°. A succession of dull, close, damp days followed, owing to the passage 
across Ireland of the S. and 8.W. winds between an anticyclone over France and depressions off the 
N.W. coasts of this country. On Wednesday a brief spell of sunny, warm weather was enjoyed, the 
thermometer rising to 61°0% in the screen—an unusual warmth for December. The distribution of 
pressure at this time became very complex.: An anticyclone formed quickly over Scandinavia, where 
depressions had so long held sway, and this led to the springing up of cold easterly winds and gales in 
Central Europe and along the east coast of Great Britain. By the end of the week cold weather had 
become genera! for the first time this winter. In Dublin the mean pressure was 29°994 inches, the 
barometer ranging between 30384 inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, calm) and 29607 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Wednesday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 47'2%. The mean dry bulb tem- 
perature at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 461°. The screened thermometers fell to 351° on Sunday and rose to 
61:0° on Wednesday. Fog was very prevalent. There were only some 3} hours of brightsunshine. The 
rainfall was ‘476 inch on six days, ‘202 inch being recorded on Sunday. 8.W. and N.W. winds prevailed.” 

‘At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°017 inches. The highest reading (30°409) was on 
Sunday at 9 A.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°636) on Wednesday at 9 P.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44°39, being 2°9° above the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘lhe temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
when the thermometer registered 60°29, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury having 
fallen to 28°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°3°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 43:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘92, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 1°4 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured *455 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41°9°, the maximum 54°9°, 
and the minimum 26°4¢; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°79, the minimum 28:2°, and 
the mean 43-0° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53°3°, the minimum 28°0°, and 
the mean 42°0°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°46 inch; at Glasgow 1:37 
inches ; and at Edinburgh, 0°99 inch.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 23°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 22°0 per i,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°5 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 22°1, and for Edinburgh 17:2. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-two principal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 27°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,053,188.* ‘The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha-

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DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
167— 83 boys and 84 girls; and the deaths to 256—112 maies and 144 females. 

The deaths, which are 72 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 38°2 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 37:0 per 1,000. uring the 
fifty weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30°3, and was 3°7 
over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 41, being 
5 under the number for the preceding week, but 22 over the average for the 50th week 
of the last ten years: the 4) deaths comprise 23 from measles—being the lowest number 
of deaths from that cause registered in any week of the curient quarter—one from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 6 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 
2 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea; &c. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during the week is 28, being 2 
under the admissions for the preceding week, and 30 under the number for the week 
ended the 2nd in:tant : 26 measles patients were discharged during the week; 7 died; 
and 140 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. . 

There vere only 7 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, being 18 under the admis- 
sions for the preceding week, and !9 under the number for the week ended the 2nd 
instant: 10 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 94* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 9th instant. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 18, b:ing one over the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 5 under the number for the week ended the Ynd 
instant : 35 patients were discharged during the week; 8 died; and 127 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 25 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of diphtheria admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
4 for the week ended the vnd instant te 12 for the following week, further rose to 18 
last week : 33 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 66 deaths, being 20 over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 4 under the number for the week ended 
tle Sth instant: the 66 deaths comprise 42 from bronchitis and 21 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 ehildren under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 3 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 26 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 36 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, tuber- 
cular meningitis 6, and cancer 3.

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Five accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 14 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 5 infants under one 
year old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Eighty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (30 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one month 
old) and 53 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 8 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 96 
years. 

Kighty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 370 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 41°9 (43'3 on the North side, and 40°7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 26:4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
49 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 5:1 (58 in the North City Districts, and 4°5 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 4°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual 
rate of 346 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from influenza and one 
from whooping-cough. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, pneumonia 2, and phthisis 4. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill),—The deaths (35) are equal to an annual rate of 52°4 
per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles (both in the same house), one 
from whooping-cough, and one from enteric fever, The 31 deaths from other causes comprise 11 
from bronchitis, 8 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
415 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz, :—2 from measles, 2 from diphtheria, and 
one from diarrhea, Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 5 by pneumonia, and 4 by phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—T he deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42'0 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from measles. The 17 deaths from other 
causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 
4 from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.B.MET.SOC., P.R.C.P.I., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 16th December, 
1899 :— 

“Intense cold prevailed in Germany, France, and England during the greater part of this week. In 
Scotland the cold was less severe, and in Ireland spells of mild weather alternated with cold snaps. 
The severe weather was brought to Central Europe and England by the easterly winds of a large anti- 
cyclone, which was central over Finland, the Baltic, and Sweden almost throughout the period. 
Several depressions arrived over Ireland from the Atlantic, but they made little way eastwards owing 
tothe barrier of condensed cold air in that direction, and as they moved they became remarkably 
changed in outline and intensity. On Wednesday and Thursday the deepest of these Atlantic depres- 
sions passed southeastwards from the S.W. of Ireland across the Bay of Biscay to the South of France. 
From the distribution of pressure just describei sudden changes of temperature and heavy rains 
occurred in Ireland. Loughborough, in Leicestershire, as usual felt the cold severely, the thermometer 
falling to 8° Fahr.in the screen at that station early on Thursday morning. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29712 inches, pressure ranging between 30°085 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday 
(wind, S.E.) and 29°264 inches, at_2.15 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, S.S.E.). The corrected mean tem- 
perature was 411%. The mean dry bulb temperature was 398°. The screened thermometers fell to 
310°, and rose to 52°6° on Saturday. The rainfall was ‘497 inch on four days, the maximal falls being 
‘192 inch on Monday and ‘219 inch on Saturday. Southerly and southeasterly winds prevailed.” 

At the Observatory.of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-733 inches. The highest reading (30°092) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind S.E., and the lowest (29°369) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind, S.E. 

‘The mean temperature for the week was 38°9°, being 2°9° below the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. ‘The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 52°29, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury having 
fallen to 23°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 38°7°, and of the Wet, 
Bulb 368°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 9°5 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured °200 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 29°9°, the maximum 41°6°, 
and the minimum 19°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 44°29, the minimum 17°8°, and 
the mean 30:2° ;.and at Edinburgh the maximum was 42°4°, the minimum 18°3°, and 
the mean 29:7°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°05 inch; at Glasgow 0°19 
inch ; and at Edinburgh, 0°31 inch.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 23 districts during last 
week were equal to an annual rate of 2°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°U in seventeen 
of the districts to 5:7 in the Dublin Registration Area. Among the 132 deaths from all 
causes Sty in Belfast are two from measles, one from scarlatina, one from whoop- 
img-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and one from enteric fever.

in the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
138—63 boys and 75 girls; and the deaths to 285—139 males and 146 females. 

The deaths, which are 101 over the average number for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 42°5 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 40:9 per 1,000. uring the 
fifty-one weeks endiag with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30°6, and was 40 
over the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1889-98. 

Forty-seven deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 25 in 
excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 6 over the num- 
ber for the week ended the 16th instant: they comprise 24 from measles—being one over 
the number from tbat cause in the preceding week, but 6 under the number for the 
week ended the 9th instant—one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 8 from influenza and 
its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 4 
from diarrheea, one from dysentery; &e. Of the 24 deaths from measles 8 were in the 
city and 16 in suburban districts. 

‘The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during the week is 27, being one 
under the admissions for the preceding week, 3 under the number for the week ended 
the 9tb instant, and 31 under that for the week ended the 2nd instant: 57 measles 
patients were discharged during the week; and 110 remained under treatment on Satur- 
day last, being 30 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
95 for the week ended the 9th instant to 7 for the following week, rose to 14 last week: 
14 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 92* remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital at the close of the preced- 
ing week. 

Twenty-two cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 18 for the pre- 
ceding week, and 17 for the week ended the 9th instant: 46 patients were discharged 
during the week; one died; and 102 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
95 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 16th instant. 

The increase in the weekly number of diphtheria cases admitted to hospital, noted in 
the returns for the earlier weeks of the month, has not continued, the number of admis- 
sions last week being 10, or 8 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 2 under 
the number for the week ended the 9th instant: 2 patients were discharged during the 
week; 2 died; and 39 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered amount to 73, being 30 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 7 over the num- 
ber for the week ended the 16th instant: they comprise 44 from bronchitis, 24 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 15 ehildren under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 3 by epilepsy, 17 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circus 
latory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 30 deaths, mesenteric disease 9, tuber- 
cular meningitis 3, and cancer 7.

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 21 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 13 children under 
5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Kighty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (36 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month 
old) and 75 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 37 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 3 (women) were stated to have been aged 90, 90 
and 96 years respectively. 

Ninety-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 25 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 28 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 409 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 42'6 (39'2 on the North side, and 45°6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 369, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 
57 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 4'5 (36 in the North City Districts, and 5°3 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 8'5 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual 
rate of 230 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough and 
one from diarrhoea, Three deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 3 by dis- 
eases of the brain and nervous system. 

No.1 North City District, West (QSummer-hill),—The deaths (30) are equal to an annual rate of 44°9 
per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and 2 from diarrhoea. 
The 27 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, 4 from mesenteric dis- 
ease, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (31) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
56°0 per 1,000. Diphthcria caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were re- 
corded. “ Among the 30 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 5 from 
phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, 2 from convulsions, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, exclusive of convulsions. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Three deaths were caused by measles, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were re- 
corded. The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, and 2 from 
phthisis. 

Vo, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (40) represent an annual rate of 628 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles, 2 from influenza, and one 
from diarrhea. Bronchitis caused 8 deaths, pneumonia 3, diseases of the circulatory system 2, 
phthisis 2, convulsions 4, and diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions, 3. 

No.2 South Ctiy District ( Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic disea ses, viz. :—one from measles, one from diphtheria, and one 
from enteric fever. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles and one from diarrhea, The 25 
deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 7 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (30) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 43°77 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from influenza and one 
from each of the following—measles, whooping-cough, diphtheria, and enteric fever. Three deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 3 by pneumonia, 5 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the circulatory system 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 389 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, 143; Rathmines, 
413 ; Donnybrook, 50:8 ; Blackrock, 37:2; and Kingstown, 36°0. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
tabulated for these districts consist of one from measles for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District ; 
one from measles for Rathmines ; 9 from measles (including 2 in one house), one from influenza and 
one from enteric fever for Donnybrook ; 3 from measles for Blackrock ; and 2 from measles for Kings- 
town. Two of the 8 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, 
were from pneumonia ; both of the 2 deaths for Palmerston, part of, were caused by phthisis; the 
22 deaths for Rathmines comprise 5 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore,.F.B.MET.80Cc., P.R.C.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 23rd December, 
1899 :— 


“After Monday, the weather was of the dreariest, dampest and dullest character. The sky was — 


densely overcast except for a few brief intervals and rain fell abundantly from time to time, the down- 
pour in the South and West of Ireland being particularly heavy. In these districts also temperature 
was generally high for the time of year. The unfavourable weather was brought about by the per- 
sistence over Continental Europe of a vast anticyclone, in which the barometer rose to 31°28 inches at 
Moscow on Tuesday morning. Evenas far West as Stockholm pressure reached 31°07 inches at 8 a.m. 
of Friday. While such was the Continental distribution of pressure, areas of relatively low barometer 
appeared from time to time off the S. and 8.W. Irish coasts. There they were held in check by the 
cold dense air to the eastward, but their moist and warm southerly winds brought quantities of rain to 
the Irish stations. Sunday was the only really fine day of the week in Dublin, the a8 being clear and 
the air dry and crisp. Monday was very frosty, calm and foggy in the city. In Dublin the mean 
heicht of the barometer was 30°065 inches, atmospheric pressure varying from 29°886 inches at 9 a.m. 
of Sunday (wind, 8.E.) to 30249 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind again S.E.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 425%. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 416%. The screened 
thermometers rose to 491° on Sunday and fell to 282° on Monday. The aabherey: wind wasS.E. The 
estimated duration of bright sunshine was only 3$ hours. Rain fell on the last 5 days to the amount of 
‘787 inch, 460 inch being measured on Tuesday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-080 inches. The highest reading (30°263) was on 
Thursday at 9 A.m., wind, S.E., and the lowest (29-910) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind, 8.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°5°, being ‘5° above the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
when the thermometer registered 48°8°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having 
fallen to 20°4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40°4°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 39:1°. The mean humidity of the air was 88, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 4:3 hours. The rain- 


fall measured *855 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 34°7°, the maximum 41°0°, 
and the minimum 24:2¢; at Glasgow the maximum was 42°7°, the minimum 29°6°, and 
the mean 36:9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 42°4°, the minimum 27:0°, and 
the mean 35°9°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:08 inch; at Glasgow 0°83 
inch ; and at Edinburgh, 0°33 inch.”

9 over the average for the corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98, but 15 under 
the number for the week ended the 23rd ultimo: the 32 deaths comprise 15 from measles 
__being 8 under the lowest number from that cause in any preceding week since that 
ended the 9th September last, and 9 under the number for the week ended the 23rd 
ultimo—one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 9 from influenza and its complications, 2 
from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, one from diarrhea; &c.

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 66 for the week 
ended the 16th ultimo to 73 for the following weck, further rose last week to 98, or 45 
over the average for the corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98: the 98 deaths 
comprise 72 from bronchitis and 22 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions.

Seven accidental deaths were registered. 

In 28 instances the cause of death was “‘uncertified,”’ there having been no medical 
attendint during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 16 children under 
5 years of age (including 12 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 7 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. ; ‘ 

Kighty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (45 being infants under one year, of whom 17 were under one month 
old) and 92 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 38 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 17 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 90 
years. 

Highty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals an‘ 
other public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 33 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the printipai features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As alroady stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 41°2 per 1,030; the rate 
in the city was 451 (44'6 on the North side, and 45°6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 81°9.

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (29) represent an annual rate of 53°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, .viz. —one from measles, 3 from influenza, and one 
from enteric fever. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 3 by diseases of the 

_ Circulatory system, and 2 by phthisis. 

No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (35) represent an annual rate of 550 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza. Bronchitis caused 
10 deaths, pneumonia 5, diseases of the circulatory system 2, phthisis 3, and convulsions 3. 

No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 73'1 per

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.8.MET,SOC,, P.R.C.P.1., has favoured the Registrar-General with 
the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 30th December, 


1899 :— 

“ Winterly and unsettled weather held throughout the week. At first complex but not deep atmos- 
pheric depressions spread eastwards across the British Islands, causing cold changeable weather with 
W. to N.W. winds and showers in most districts. Christmas Day in Dublin began and closed with light 
showers of sleety rain, but the middle of the day was fine. The next day was fair, bright and cold, and 
sharp frost set in at night owing to a still clear atmosphere. On Wednesday the barometer was uni- 
formly low all over the United Kingdom and the N. and _N.W. of France. Sharp frost prevailed in 
Treland and over the greater part of England. Near Dublin there was marked ‘visibility, but fog 
formed over the city itself and became dense in the evening, when a remarkably thick rime fell. At 
night came a sudden thaw and rain asa large and very deep depression appeared off the S.W. of Ireland. 
This travelled towards E.N.E., causing downpours of rain and violent gales inmany places and thunder 
and lightning in the S.E. of Ireland. In Dublin a very tempest of rain, sleet, and wind raged for many 
hours on Thursday. Friday also was gloomy and wet. On Saturday the sky cleared and the wind rose 
to a gale from W. as the depression moved away to the northeastward. In Dublin the mean height of 
the barometer was 29'331 inches, pressure ranging between 29°93 inches at 9 a.m, of Sunday (wind, W.) 
and 28'330 inches 2t 1 p.m. of Friday (wind, N.W.). This last reading was the lowest recorded in Dublin 
since October 13, 1891, when the mercury fell to 98251 inches at 3.30 p.m. The corrected mean tempera- 
ture was 380°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9.a.m. and 9 p.m. was 368°. The sereened thermometers 
fell to 25°5° on Wednesday and rose to 467° on Friday. Rain fell on 6 days to the amount of 1°445 inches, 
1'129 inches being measured on Thursday. The prevalent wind was W.N.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°344 inches. The highest reading (30°001) was on 
Monday at 9 4.m., wind, W., and the lowest (28-400) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind, N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 35°99, being 5:0° below the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1889-98. The temperature was highest on Friday, 
when the thermometer registered 46°2°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury having 
fallen to 20:7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 35°8°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 34:6°. The mean humidity of the air was °89, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20°2 hours. ‘The rain- 
fall measured 2°055 inches.

_ which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, Black- 
rock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, and 
| portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, Palmerston, and Crumlin, the total 
_ area thereof being 24,640 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
| of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 
| 30th December, 1899, 2,499 births—1,271 boys and 1,228 girls—being equal to an 
annual razio of 1 in 35-0, or 28-6 in every 1,000 of the population. 
| The number of births registered in the city was 1,975, equivalent to an annual 
| rate of 32:2 in every 1,000 of the population ; and in the suburban districts named 
| above, 524, equal to an annual rate of 20-0 in every 1,000 of the population. - 
_ There were registered in London during the same period 32,179—being equal to 
an annual birth-rate of 28°3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow

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The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 24,203—a ~ 
number equal to an annual mortality of 21:3 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants ; in 
Glasgow the number was 3,795, equal to 20-7 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 
1,367, affording an annual death-rate of 18:3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Diseases.—The deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during last quarter amount to 715, being 58 under the number for the preceding 
quarter, but 444 in excess of the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1889- 
98, and 460 over the number for the fourth quarter of 1898. The annual rate per 
1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases during last 
quarter, is 8-2, being 0-6 under the rate for the preceding three months, but 5:1 
above the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1889-98. 

Over 64 per cent. of the deaths from zymotic diseases registered last quarter were 
from measles, of which disease there were 459 fatal cases, a number equivalent to an 
unnual rate of 5°3 per 1,000 of the population at all ages. Of the 459 deaths from 
this cause, 409—corresponding to an annual rate of 44:2 per 1,000—occurred among — 
children under 5 years of age. In the preceding three months 189 deaths from measles 
were registered, but the average number for the fourth quarter of the ten years — 
1889-98 was 8, only. Thehighest weekly number last quarter was 52, in the week — 
ended 21st October, and the lowest, 15, in the last week of the year. The number of — 
cases of measles admitted to hospital during the quarter was 618, being 6 over the 
admissions for the preceding quarter : 591 measles patients were discharged during | 
the quarter; 84 died ; and 92 remained under treatment on Saturday the 30th F 
December, being 57 under the number in hospital at the close of the September quarter. 

The deaths from diarrhea and dysentery number 80, or 23 in excess of the — 
average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1889-98. Sixty-nine © 
of the 80 deaths occurred among children under 5 years of age. 

During last quarter, as in the preceding three months, 56 deaths from enteric fever — 
were registered ; the number is 12 under the average for the fourth quarter of the 
ten years 1889-98. The hospital statistics show that the number of cases of the 
disease admitted during last quarter was 423, being a decline of 65 as compared 
with the admissions for the preceding quarter: 577 patients were discharged during — 
the quarter; 47 died; and 102 remained under treatment on Saturday, 30th 
December, being 201 under the number in hospital on 30th September last. 

Influenza and its complications caused 38 deaths against an average of 18 for the 
corresponding quarter of the ten years 1889-9. ; 

There were 27 deaths from diphtheria against an average of 7 for the fourth — 
quarter of the ten years 1889-98. The cases of this disease admitted to hospital 
amount to 80—-being 41 in excess of the admissions for the preceding three months, 
and J8& over the number for the June quarter ; 36 patients were discharged during the 
quarter ; 12 died; and 41 remained under treatment on Saturday, 30th December, — 
being 32 over the number in hospital at the close of the September quarter. ; 

The number of deaths from scarlet fever (scarlatina) registered is 14, or 3 under the — 
average for the corresponding quarter of the preceding ten years. There were 197 _ 
cases of this disease admitted to hospital, being 63 over the admissions for the pre-_ 
ceding quarter ; 127 patients were discharged during the quarter ; 16 died ; and 90* 
remained under treatment at the close, being 54 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday, 30th September last. 

There were only 17 deaths from whooping-cough—one half of the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years 1889-98, and also equal to one-half of the number for 
the quarter ended 30th September last. 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 3 from erysipelas and 
one from typhus. * 

The mortality from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system was much in” 
excess of the average for the December quarter, the deaths from these causes 
amounting to 723.—equivalent to an annual rate of 8-3 per 1,000 of the population— 
being 251 or 53-2 per cent. above the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 
1889-98. The723 deaths comprise 441 from bronchitis—being 14] over the fourth 
quarter average, and 249—or double the ayerage—from pnewmonia or inflammation.

The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 128, being 3 over

Forty-five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by epilepsy, 99 by other diseases of 


the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 211 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. 

_ Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 326 deaths—being 56 above the 
average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1889-98—mesenteric disease 
82, tubercular meningitis 66, and cancer 93. . 

Sixty-two accidental deaths, 3 cases of homicide, and 6 cases of suicide were 
registered. 

In 169 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness, Of the 169 cases, 104, or 62 per cent., were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age: these 104 deaths form 8 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 134 infants under I 
month old registered, there were 35 (or 26 per cent.) regarding which the cause was 
uncertified. 

From Table II., on page 860, it will be seen that, excluding 111 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
Area, the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 3,075, equal to an 
annual rate of 35-2 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 
and that 641 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 7:3 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.t The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 40-4 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 23-0 per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 12:1 for Palmerston, part of, and Crumlin, part of, to 48°8 for No, 2 
North City (Lisburn-street) District. The deathrate represented by the mortality 
from the principal zymotic diseasesf in the city is 8-7, and in the suburbs 4:1, the rates 
for the several districts varying from 1‘7 in Palmerston, part of, to 13°6 in No. 4 
South City (Grand Canal-street) District ; the 356 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for the last-named district comprising 100 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 2 from 
whooping cough, 5 from diphtheria, 7 from enteric fever, and 6 from diarrhea, 


Occupations._—_Table IIT., on page 861, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings 
being grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality 
in the several social grades of the population, From this Table it will be observed 
that the deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal 
to an annual rate of_17-7 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the 
‘Census of 1891 ; in the “Middle Class” the death-rate was 22-0 per 1,000; among 
the “Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 30-0; and in the ‘General 
Service Class ” and the “ Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 50°3.

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases” 
in the twenty-two provincial urban districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. 
give in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 22 districts 
during the quarter. 

Measles.—Deaths from measles occurred in 7 of the 22 districts: the total 
number is 44, which includes 10 (equivalent to an annual rate of 4°7 per 1,000 
of the population) in Portadown, 5 (representing an annual rate of 1:6 per 1,000) 
in Lisburn, 11 in Belfast, 9 in Cork, 6 in Londonderry, &ec. 

Scarlatina caused 14 deaths—equal to an annual rate of 2°1 per 1,000 of the 
population—in Waterford, but the only deaths from the disease in any other of the 
22 districts were 6 in Belfast and one in Newry. 


Typhus.—There were 5 fatal cases of typhus—a number equal to an annual rate _ 





of 21 per 1,000 of the population—in Tralee, but the only deaths from the disease in 
any other of the 22 districts were one in Cork and one in Waterford, 

Whooping-cough.—The deaths from whooping-cough in the 22 districts consist of 
37 in Belfast—where in the course of the first three quarters of the year the disease 
caused 178 deaths—4 in Lurgan, 5 (equal to an annual rate of 2:2 per 1,000) in 
Ballymena, 2 in Carrickfergus, and one in each of three of the other districts. 

Diphtheria.—There were 17 deaths from diphtheria in Belfast, 2in Cork, 3 in 
Londonderry, 4 (equal to an annual rate of 1:4 per 1,000) in Kilkenny,—where 
during the preceding quarter there were 5, and in the second quarter of the year 7 
deaths from this cause—2 in Tralee, and 2 in Ballymena. No deaths from 
diphtheria were registered in any of the remaining 16 districts. 

Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—The only deaths returned under this 
heading were 2 in Belfast and one in Londonderry. 

Enteric Fever.—The number of deaths fro enteric fever registered in Belfast 
during the quarter is 76, being 21 under the number for the preceding three months 
and less than one-half of the number for the fourth quarter of the year 1898. The 
only deaths from enteric fever in any other of the 22 districts last quarter were 2 
‘in Cork, 3 in Londonderry, 2 in Waterford, and one in each of the following :-— 
Lurgan, Sligo, Tralee, and Portadown, 

Diarrhea, Dysentery.—The total number of deaths under this heading in the 22 
districts is 104, including 23 in Belfast, 25 in Cork, 10 in Londonderry, and 10— 
equivalent to an annual rate of 15 per 1,000 of the population—-in Waterford.
